Commissioner Sykes: Proceed with the case. Mr. Fisher, 
will you resume the stand. 

Whereupon Birt F. Fisher resumed the stand as a wit¬ 
ness on behalf of Station KOMO and further testified as 
follows: 
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Continuing cross-examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Mr. Fisher, I believe you said that in the list of com¬ 
mercial customers, advertisers over Station KOMO, there 
were five competitors of the Fisher Flouring Mills Com¬ 
pany. Will you just give me the names of those compet¬ 
itors? A. May I refer to a list that I had prepared 
here ? 

981 Q. Yes. A. We have here the General Mills, In¬ 
corporated. 

Q. Where are they located? Seattle? A. To my knowl¬ 
edge that is Minneapolis. Which consists of the Sperry 
Flouring Mills Company and the Washburn-Crosby Com¬ 
pany. And then there is the Quaker Oats Company. 

Q. Where are they located? A. I couldn’t say what 
their address is. It is a National Broadcasting Company 
account. 

Q. Not in Scuttle though? A. Not to my knowledge. I 
couldn’t say. Charles II. Lilly Company. 

Q. That is a Seattle Company? A. That is a Seattle 
Company, yes. 

Q. That is three. A. There is the Sperry Flour Mills. 
They have them here under the Washburn-Crosby, though. 
You see there are three concerns. General Mills, Sperry 
Flour Company, Washburn-Crosby, Quaker Oats Company, 
Charles H. Lilly Company. 

Q. As I understand it then the General Mills Company 
include both the Sperry Flour Mills and the Washburn- 
Crosby Company and the Quaker Oats? A. I don’t know 
definitelv, but I understand that all three of those con- 
cerns are practically the same as one, but the programs are 
different prorams at different times. That is to say, as a 
comparison, we have the General Motors Company. The 
General Motors Company may have a Buick program, and 
they may have a Frigidaire program, and different of their 
subsidiary companies or other companies that come under 
them. 

982 Q. Is it true that the programs for all of those so- 
called competitors except the Charles H. Lilly Com¬ 
pany, come through on the N. B. C.? A. National Broad¬ 
cast, yes. 
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Q. And Charles H. Lilly is the only one of those com¬ 
petitors that is on your own local program from here? A. 
The local program here. I do believe that Albers Brothers 
have done some broadcasting with us, but it is some time 
ago. 

Q. They are not on this list! A. They are not on that 
list. 

Q. It is true, is it not, that since the first of January of 
this year Fisher’s Blend Station, Inc., has no^; expended 
anything on talent? A. No, it is not true. They have spent 
monev on talent. 

Q. Then you mean to say that the certified statement of 
expenses of W. R. Bow, your certified accountant, which 
was introduced as KOMO Exhibit No. 7, is not accurate? 
A. The Fisher’s Blend Station is a member of Totem 
Broadcasters, and pays for their talent as well as any other 
member of Totem Broadcasters, and that is where it comes 
under, where they have paid for talent. 

Q. But the talent for Station KOMO, at leasit since the 
first of the year, has been entirely paid for by tjie corpora¬ 
tion known as Totem Broadcasters, hasn’t it? ^\. Yes, sir. 
But the different members that make up the Toj:em Broad¬ 
casters are the people who pay for the taljent. 

9S3 Q. Certainly. A. Of which Fisher’s jBlend Sta¬ 
tion is one of them. 

Q. But the actual expenditure is through the other cor¬ 
poration, through the Totem Broadcasters? A. It is all 
shown under the Totem Broadcasters. 

Mr. Drain: No further questions. 

Commissioner Svkes: Re-direct? 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Nothing else. 

(Witness excused.) 

Commissioner Sykes: The next witness. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Now if your Honor please, 
at this time I want to submit a list of affidavits, and it will 
require some little explaining. I will make it as brief as 
possible.

fited greatly if KOMO be granted an increase in power and 
a channel free from interference, so that a greater num¬ 
ber of people in this western part of the United States, 
Canada and Alaska may be served.”

991 broadcasting stations, and should also d e granted 
increased power so that its fine daytime programs 

can be heard to the best advantage by the many people in 
this territory who desire to listen to KOMO, and whose 
perfect enjoyment of its programs, is now marred by in¬ 
terference and lack of volume because of distance away 
from the station. To my way of thinking, KOMO is en¬ 
titled to consideration above any other statioq in its re¬ 
quest for authority to increased power and for the best 
allocation of wave channel available.’’ 

That is sworn to and acknowledged by John R. jMitchell.

Q. Who is Mr. Mitchell? A. He is also a Jqdge of the 
Washington State Supreme Court. 

Q. He is the Chief Justice, is he? A. Yes.

These affidavits—I have run through them, I njiight say— 
these affidavits uniformly, by these various pfficials—of 
course they will speak for themselves, but I am doing this 
in the economy of time to save reading them—fthat these 
officials, these government officials and various j represent¬ 
atives of the United States Government, and Representa¬ 
tives of these foreign nations, representatives of these re¬ 
ligious societies, all uniformly commend KOMO |as the out¬ 
standing radio station, and praise its service anil standing 
in this community. 
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Here is a specimen of 88 affidavits—I will not read all 
of them—the affiant designates himself—we are not inject¬ 
ing any politics into this, because politics has got no busi¬ 
ness in a radio case, and it hasn’t any influence with the 
Commissioner^ but, however, here is one of the delegates 
who says that he is “duly recognized delegate to the 

995 King County Convention of the Democratic Party in 
session at Seattle, Washington, on June the 14th.” 

He appreciates the importance of radio broadcasting as a 
medium for developing, and so forth. He feels that Sta¬ 
tion KOMO’s record of service in broadcasting programs 
of these types—and he has indicated the type there—is out¬ 
standing among the Pacific Northwest stations, and in view 
of these services, as well as the high standing and main¬ 
tenance of KQMO for all of its programs and its quality, 
it should receive the commendation of all radio listeners.

Mr. Funkhouser: Yes, if the court please. 

Commissioner Svkes: Mr. Birt Fisher. 

Whereupon Birt F. Fisher resumed the stand as a wit¬ 
ness on behalfi of Station KOMO and further testified as 
follows: 

Cross-examination. 

Bv Mr. Funkhouser: 

•> 

Q. Air. Fisher, in preparing these 24,000 affidavits have 
you about the approximate cost of them? A. I haven’t the 
approximate cost, and I won’t have for a few days yet. But 
as near as I can figure all this work—as near as I can figure 
they probably run me 15 cents apiece. Somewheres around 
that. 

Q. How many did Mr. Wilson from Victoria bring in? 
A. I think Mr. Wilson testified to that. I don’t just recall 
offhand. Some 2,000, I believe. 

Q. His cost about—he had received to date $500? A. 
We got Mr. Wilson to procure these for us up there, and 
we paid Mr. Wilson 25 cents per affidavit. 

Q. You paid him 25 cents per affidavit? A. Yes, per 
signature. I understand that is the general cost of solicita¬ 
tions there. 

Q. You had a boy in Olympia that you gave 12V2 cents, 
did you not? A. Well, I got them for as cheap as I could. 
Some I got for nothing.

1002 Q. Did you know that this young boy in Olympia 
told the people—rang the door bells and had them 

sign on the dotted line—do you know what he told them it 
was all about? A. My instructions to ever^ notary or 
every person that worked with us—my instructions were 
that they should make that solicitation and hot use any 
pressure whatsoever to get them to sign them. 

Q. Just what else were your instructions? A. That was 
all my instructions that there was pertaining to the affida¬ 
vits. Unbiased. We wanted unbiased affidavits. 

Q. Of course they just carried with them a number of 
these forms in their hands, and these young chkps like that 
one, for instance, at Olympia, or Wilson up there, they just 
got them to sign on the dotted line, and then later go to a 
Notary? A. Not to my knowledge, no sir. 

Q. Well, in many instances that is what did happen, is 
it not? A. Not to my knowledge. That is why we con¬ 
tacted notaries in every instance to get them. 

Q. Were they all paid for so much an affidavit? A. Yes. 
Many of them were sent in to us with no cost whatsoever on 
them. 

Q. The Plymouth Congregational Church he^e sent in a 
very large number, didn’t they? A. Yes. 

Q. The Reverend Doctor Fiefield announced on June 
the 8th that they would find an affidavit jform in the 

1003 seat; that no witness was necessary? Do you re¬ 
member that? A. Permit me to explain at this time 

pertaining to the way the affidavits were gotten at the 
Plymouth Congregational Church. I talked with Dr. Fie¬ 
field and told him what I wanted. I wanted him to help 
us in this work, and he had me send up a Notary and an 
assistant there, and I later inquired of how it was handled, 
and I know that Dr. Fiefield made an announcement to his 
congregation. 

Q. You didn’t hear the announcement? A. I didn’t hear 
the announcement, no, sir. 

Q. I want to ask you this question right now- A. 

Well, may I finish my story? 

Q. Yes, go ahead. A. What his announcenfient to the 
congregation was I do not know. But I do kn^w that the 
congregation passed these to the Notary as tjhey passed 
out of the door. 
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Q. The services were on the air that morning? A. His 
morning services are always on the air. But if he made 
announcement over the air pertaining to that I did not hear 
the announcement. 

Q. Did you hear him announce to his congregation that 
morning that in asking for this they were doing so that no 
other station would be affected or hurt? A. Again I say 
in regard to the announcement, I didn’t hear it, and we do 
not supervise the announcements of churches. 

Q. Then in Dr. Fiefield announcing to the world on that 
beautiful Sundav moraine: that no other station would be 
atfected, not onlv to his audience but to the world—if he did 

so announce you did not know it ? A. I did not know 

•/ 

1004 it. It did not come from us in any way. That was 

* * 

never discussed. 

Q. Do you know how many of your solicitors told the 
prospective signers of these affidavits that no other station 
would be affected by this change? A. Let me hear that 
question again. 

(The question was thereupon read by the Reporter, as 
above recorded.) 

A. I know that none of them did. 

By Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. Well, you don’t mean to tell this Commission that Dr. 

Fiefield on the Sth dav of June of 1930 did not make that 

* 

statement? A. I don’t know that he did, sir. 

Q. Well, but then you can not say that he did not make 
it? A. I don’t know that he did, I answer you again. 

Q. The men that you had out in these different terri¬ 
tories then, yon do not know how they secured them, do 
you? A. Yes, sir, through the notaries public. 

Q. I know. But the signatures? The notary just admin¬ 
istered the oath of those that signed them? A. All of our 
payments largely went to notaries public. 

Q. That Sunday morning when they marched out of the 
Congregational Church in twos and threes and fours, how 
did vour Notarv Public handle that mass that Sundav morn- 
ing? A. They each one passed their affidavit to the notary. 

Q. But your notary did not ask them if they signed that 
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themselves of their own free will, did he? A. He is 

1005 a notary public. 

Q. I say, he did not ask them ? A. I was not there, 
sir. 

Q. Those many people’s names you did nox have him 
sign—or their addresses, I mean, you did not have their 
street addresses? Their street addresses are noi; on the affi¬ 
davits? A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. It would be impossible to locate the signer^, or almost 
impossible? A. Well, that is a question which) I can not 
answer at this time. 

Q. You could have received a great many more if you just 
wanted to spend some more money for them, of bourse? A. 
Oh, I presume I could have gotten many thousands more. 

Q. The greater portion of them are the one general form, 
are they not, of affidavits? A. No, there are many indi¬ 
viduals—individual forms, and there are many series 
forms. We kept them in series so that they woiild be easy 
to identify. 

Q. Did any one ever bring it to your attention that Dr. 
Fiefield told his audience and told the world thqt no other 
station would be affected by granting this cleared channel 
to KOMO? A. I didn’t hear it. ! 

Q. You never heard that? A. Dr. Fiefield didn’t tell me 
anvthing about it. 

Q. No, I am not talking about Dr. Fiefield. But 

1006 didn’t some of his listeners call that to your atten¬ 
tion ? A. It is rather vague in my mind. J did hear 

about it some place, but where it came from—I heard about 
it later. What the announcement was pertaining to it I do 
not know. 

Q. Then, Mr. Fisher, you were on the air that Sunday— 
you were listening, were you not? A. I was not listening, 
no, sir. 

Q. Well, this was quite an important Sunday morning to 
have an outstanding man like Dr. Fiefield on the air? Were 
any of your people at the studio there listening? A. There 
are always people at the studio—not particularly true of 
the studio, but at the remote control listening, yes, sir. 

Q. Was it not discussed there in your presence with 
rather considerable glee that that announcement of Dr. Fie¬ 
field’s was made of the method of securing the affidavits? 
A. No, sir. 
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Q. But you say that you did hear it discussed ? A. It was 
brought to my attention, as I say. 

Q. Yes. Did you go to Dr. Fiefield to correct him, that 
he should not have made that statement? A. I have not 
seen Dr. Fiefield from the first day that he made that state¬ 
ment. 

Q. Did any of the KOMO people in their endeavor to, as 
you testified in Washington on page 77 of your record be¬ 
fore, that you are too proud of your record, and you did 
not want to deceive the Commission in any way—bearing 
that statement in mind, I say did any of your people 

1007 go to Dr. Fiefield to tell him that he had misin- 
structed his Congregation and the world? A. I made 

this statement previous, that I have not seen Dr. Fiefield 
from the time that I last saw him pertaining to this solici¬ 
tation. I might state further that Dr. Fiefield is on a vaca¬ 
tion. Other than that he would have been a witness here at 
this trial. 

Q. When did he go on that vacation ? A. I couldn’t say, 
sir. It was much to my surprise. 

Q. You evadbd my question, Mr. Fisher. I know you did 
not do it intentionallv. I asked vou if anv of the KOMO 

w w 

people to your knowledge went to him to correct him on 
that? A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. When it was discussed in your presence there was 
nothing said about going to the Reverend Fiefield to cor¬ 
rect that, was there? A. Again I say I have not seen Dr. 
Fiefield. I have not talked with Dr. Fiefield. 

Q. I asked you if any of your people went to him? A. 
Not to my knowledge. 

Q. You are the manager, and wanting to maintain this 
high standard and not deceive the Commission, as you 
stated, too. Didn’t you suggest it to some of your people, 
or the Fisher Brothers, that it might be well to have Rever¬ 
end Fiefield correct that statement? A. I did not. 

Q. You did not? A. No. 

Q. You never corrected it over the air yourself, 

1008 did you? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you make any effort to have it corrected 
through the newspapers? A. Again permit me to say at 
this time that we do not censor church programs that are 
coming from the pulpit. 
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Q. But when Reverend Fiefield would make a’ statement 
to his audience and to the wide world as far as the ether 
waves will go from KOMO that this change giving KOMO 
the cleared channel would not affect any other radio station 
—that would not be censoring sermons, would it? A. It 
was a part of his sermon and his service, of which we do 
not censor any church services. When we make the open¬ 
ing announcement of that service then the service is turned 
over to them. What they say is solely up to them. 

Q. Who prepared Reverend Dr. Fiefield for tljat sermon 
on this beautiful Sunday morning? A. I couldn’t say. 

Q. Who interviewed him relative to this announcement? 
A. No one. 

Q. What? A. From KOMO. 

Q. What is that? A. No one from KOMO. 

Q. No one went to him. Who took these affidavits to him? 
A. Who took the affidavits to him? 

Q. Yes, blank form affidavits. A. Thq affidavits 
1009 were taken with the notary public when lje went to 
the church. 

Q. Who arranged it? A. I arranged it with I}r. Fiefield 
to have this work done in his church. 

Q. That is what 1 was trying to get at. When did you ar¬ 
range it? A. I don’t recall. It was a few day is prior to 
that Sunday. 


Q. Just what did you tell him? A. I asked D^. Fiefield 
if he would help us in this solicitation of these affidavits. 
And he said he would gladly do it. And at tliajt time Ire 
said he would announce to his congregation that the affi-t 
davits were there, and ask them to sign them and pass them 


to the notary as they passed out of the door. 

Q. Well, you must have given him more defmitle instruc¬ 
tions, did you not? In his little bulletin given out that} 
Sunday he has a big long paragraph on it. Where did he 
get that information? A. Where he got it I do not know. 

Q. Oh, you do not? A. I do not know. 

Q. Mr. Pierce of KJR would not give it to him, would 
he? A. I do not know. 

Q. Who else from KOMO talked to Reverend Fiefield? 


A. No one to my knowledge. 

Q. Then all the information he got concerning tlilis change 
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was given to him by yourself? A. I told once what 

1010 I said to Dr. Fiefield. That was the extent of it. I 
think it is a matter of record at this time what I said 

to Dr. Fielield. 

Q. Then that is all you said to him? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you tell him to announce that it would be neces¬ 
sary to have a notary witness each signature? Did you tell 
him that? A. I told you what I told Dr. Fiefield. 

Q. You never saw him after that? A. Never have seen 
him from that time to this. 

Q. Never called him up to thank him for his good work? 
A. No, sir. 

Q. Who brought the affidavits? A. The notary. 

Q. The KOMO notary? A. He was our auditor, yes. 

Q. Do vou know to vour own knowledge whether he might 

have had anv conversation with Reverend Fiefield? A. I 

believe I have answered that question. 

Q. You did npt feel it necessary, after you had heard that 

he had made this announcement, to have him correct it, 

then? A. I have not seen Dr. Fiefield from the time that 

that announcement which vou referred to has been made. 

* 

Q. Knowing that he did make such a statement, did it 

ever occur to you that vou should not use these affidavits 

* * 

received under that deception? 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Mr. Funkhouser, he has never 
testified that he knew that he made such a statement. 

1011 Mr. Funkhouser: Oh, yes, he did. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: I think you are mis¬ 
taken. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Oh, yes, the witness did. He said that 

he did hear that that was made; that such an announcement 

was made. He said himself he did not hear it, but he did 

sav that he heard that such announcement was made. Now

then KJR and the Commission should want to know if, 
knowing such an announcemet was made, he felt justified 
in introducing these affidavits in evidence. Affidavits re- 
ceived under this method of deception.

Q. You have not answered my question. I asked you 
three times: Bid it ever occur to you that they should

a method of deception? A. Those affidavits to my 
way of thinking are perfectly correct and right) 

Q. Though they were received under this mod^ of decep¬ 
tion? A. I do not acknowledge that they weiie received 
under a mode of deception. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all.

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Mr. Fisher, these affidavits of Br. Fiefield fire only a 
small percentage of the affidavits that have beeh received 
and offered here, are they not? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You never made any announcements over the air 
about appealing for affidavits, did you? A. Nevetr. 

Q. You do not broadcast all of the services of the Ply¬ 
mouth Church, do you? A. No, sir. 

Q. In telling these people to get these affidavits did you 
give them full information about the services of KOMO? 
A. I gave each one of them a booklet covering KOMO’s 
achievements. 

Q. Bid you ever instruct them to—or what were your in¬ 
structions if they met any one that did not want to give an 
affidavit, did you give them any instructions on (that? A.

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is all. 
Recross-examination. 

By Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. In your opinion what percentage of people listen to 
KOMO Sunday morning in Seattle? A. That question 
would be hard for me to answer. I could not sav. 

Q. About what? A. I have not the slightest idea until I 
check up on records. 

Q. Well, quite a few? A. Well, I would rather imagine, 
yes, there are quite a few. 

Q. And then everybody listening in on that morning 
heard Reverend Fietield’s statement? A. I presume so. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all. 

Redirect examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Well, on these church programs, Mr. Fisher, is it your 
experience that people of all denominations listen to a 
particular church? As a matter of fact, is not church serv¬ 
ice as a rule one of the most limited—does it not have 
the most limited area of listeners as a rule of any featured 
program on the! radio? A. At those times in the morning 
I presume all the different denominations are listening to 
their particular church. 

1014 Q. Yes. A. I do not presume that the Catholic 
people would be listening to the Plymouth Congre¬ 
gational Church at that time. I do not presume that the 
Christian Science people would. 

Q. Or the Methodist? A. Or the Methodist. The Metho¬ 
dists—and there are two or three other stations that broad¬ 
cast church programs at the same time during the morning. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is all. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all. 

(Witness excused.)

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: At this time-i 

Mr. Funkhouser: Just a minute, please. Ai this time, 
because of the method, by the admitted statement heard, 
of deception of these affidavits, KJR objects to the ad¬ 
mission of these affidavits, all of them, in evidence. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage. Well, we object, Mr. Funk¬ 
houser, to any “admitted statements” now. There is no 
definite knowledge. He said he had some vague recollection 
of having heard something about these affidavits. He did 
not hear the announcement. Dr. Fiefield did not tell him 
so. He did not hear it over the air. As a master of fact 
he has no authentic knowledge, according to his testimony, 
of that fact at all. 

Commissioner Sykes: That objection will be overruled. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: At this time, your Honor, I 
would like to incorporate, by reference, so it wifi be avail¬ 
able to counsel for KOMO, the Supervisor’s reports 
1015 to the Federal Radio Commission in Washington of 
Radio Station- KJR, KGA and KEX. 

Commissioner Sykes: You have a copy of it there. That 
will be admitted. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Yes. I think it] would be 
properly a part of the record. 

Commissioner Sykes: Counsel may want to examine that 
copy. 

Mr. Drain: Yes, I want to see what it is. 

Commissioner Sykes: I want to state for the| benefit of 
counsel on both sides that we have the Supervisor and his 
assistant here. They are available for either pqrty if you 
desire them. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: I was interrupted and did 
not quite understand what you said, your Honor. 

Commissioner Sykes: The supervisor of this district and 
his assistant are both present at the hearing, and should 
either counsel desire to interrogate them, why they are at 
vour service. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Yes, but what I specially 
wanted to incorporate by reference—I assume that all the 
official records, so far as they are relevant are available 
anvwav, but merelv for notice to other counsel, I wanted to 
have records- 
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Commissioner Sykes: Yes, at your request we have a 
copy of those deviations made, and it is here. 

Mr. Drain: I just wanted to see them and see what you 
now have there. I understand you have copies. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: I have not seen them. 

1016 I understand they are here, Mr. Drain. I have not 
seen them. 

Mr. Drain: Mav I see them?

Mr. John M. Littlepage: What we want admitted at this 
time, if the Commission please- 

Mr. Drain: I understand there has been a direct offer 
of something. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: No, we did not. We are merely 
designating now what we want in this record. We want 
the latest renewal applications of Stations KJR, KEX, 
KGA and KYA. 

Commissioner Sykes: Those photostatic copies will be 
admitted. For convenience we will admit those photo¬ 
static copies. 

Mr. Drain: If your Honor please, I gather that this 
is a separate and additional thing to the matter that Mr. 
Littlepage first offered. I want to take that up first. 

Commissioner Sykes: Yes. 

Mr. John M.; Littlepage: We are not offering that, Mr. 
Drain. This is all we are offering. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: I merely asked that that be 
available. They are official records, and they are available 
anyway. And I merely made the announcement. And 
these we are offering. 

Mr. Drain: Those that you offered, have you copies?

And if there is something it will show on the record. 

Mr. Drain: In behalf of KJR we object to the introduc¬ 
tion of the renewal applications of the Pacific Broadcast¬ 
ing Corporation. 

Commissioner Sykes: What station is that? 

Mr. Drain: That is KYA, San Francisco. And KEX, 
Portland, and KGA, Spokane. 

Commissioner Sykes: Wasn’t that the same objection as 
to stations that you made to the deviation reports?

Mr. Drain: I am finding out about a copy. 

Commissioner Sykes: Do you want it available during 
this hearing? 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Not particularly. Just so we 
are furnished with a copy. 

Commissioner Svkes: Of course we do not want vour 

* % 

original log. You have to keep that yourselves. 

Mr. Drain: That is what I am trying to find out, whether 
we have. 

Commissioner Sykes: You can have that copied. 

Mr. Drain: We have no objection to producing it. I am 
told that it is a large and voluminous compilation from 
the first of the year. It will take a long time to make a 
copy. We have no surplus copy to produce. We want to 
produce everything that we have. I do not know why coun¬ 
sel want it. 

Commissioner Svkes: Well, we do not want any volumi- 
nous copy, that is unless there is something material in it. 
Suppose those gentlemen bring the original log here so you 
can look it over and, if you desire, ask any questions about 
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it. I do not know how big it is. From wliat they say it is 
of pretty good size. The thing to do is to brini the original 
up here with you at 2 o’clock and let counsel examine 

1020 it, and then counsel can see whether they want any 
of it in the record. You can do that, can you not? 

Mr. Drain: Your Honor, could we not do it Monday morn¬ 
ing? We still will be on here on Monday morning. We 
may want the intermission for that purpose. Counsel may 
wish to look at it during the intermission. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Yes, we would like he intermis¬ 
sion of time to look it over too, just the same Mr. Drain 
has had the intermission of time to look over this program 
data. If this is as voluminous as they say it is we want to 
have a little time to determine how much of it we want in. 

Mr. Drain: We will let you have it Sunday. 

Commissioner Sykes: Very well. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Also at this time we want to call 
on counsel for KJR and ask them to producq—or if they 
are going to put on a witness from whom we eijui determine 
the financial set-up of the Northwest Broadcasting System, 
Incorporated. 

Mr. Funkhouser: We will do that. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: If they are not going to put such 
a witness on we would like to call on them at this time for 
that statement. 

Mr. Drain: I will say to counsel that we are going to do 
it completely, and it is not going to be any certification as 
to tail end figures by some accountant who does not know 
what the items are. We are going to give a detail- and com¬ 
plete statement. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: That is what we wanted. 

1021 Mr. Drain: A detail- and complete statement. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Providing we get a chance to get 

to it. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: We now offer these papers in 
evidence and ask to have them marked as exhibits. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let them be marked. 

(Application for renewal of Radio Station License by 
KJR was marked KOMO Exhibit 40, and filed with the 
Commission.) 
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(Application for renewal of Radio Station License by 
KYA was marked KOMO Exhibit 41, and filed with the 
Commission.) 

(Application for renewal of Radio Station License by 
KGA was marked KOMO Exhibit 42, and filed with the 
Commission.) 

(Application for renewal of Radio Station License by 
KEX was marked KOMO Exhibit 43, and filed with the 
Commission.) 

(Radio Supervisor’s Frequency Check on KOMO was 
marked KOMO Exhibit 44, and filed with the Commission.) 

(Radio Supervisor’s Frequency Check on Station KGA 
was marked KOMO Exhibit 45 and filed with the Commis¬ 
sion.) 

(Radio Supervisor’s Frequency Check on Station KEX 
was marked KOMO Exhibit 46, and filed with the Commis¬ 
sion.) 

(Radio Supervisor’s Frequency Check on Station KYA 
was marked KOMO Exhibit 47, and filed with the Commis¬ 
sion.) 

(Radio Supervisor’s Frequency Check on Station KJR 
was marked KOMO Exhibit 48, and filed with the Commis¬ 
sion.) 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: If your Honor please, we 
1022 wish to offer a digest of Radio Publicity appearing 
in Seattle Daily newspapers for the month of June, 
1930. And in that connection I want to read this affidavit 
that is attached: 

“C. Marcus Wienand, being first duly sworn on oath de¬ 
poses and says: 

“That he is employed by Totem Broadcasters as Director 
of Press Relations and that in this capacity he personally 
conducted the survey appearing in attached report known 
as ‘Digest of Radio Publicity Appearing in Seattle Daily 
Newspapers—Month of June 1930.’ 

“That he personally measured all items of radio pub¬ 
licity appearing in the columns of Seattle newspapers dur¬ 
ing the period of June 1st to June 30tli, 1930. 

“That to the best of his knowledge and belief all state¬ 
ments of facts made in said survey are true and correct.” 
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Mr. John M. Littlepage: That is signed an<^ subscribed 
and sworn to. 

Commissioner Sykes: May I see that? 

Mr. Drain: On behalf of KJR we wish to object to this 
tender of Exhibit, if your Honor please. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: That has not been marked yet 
for identification. 

(Di gest of Radio Publicity appearing in Seattle daily 
Newspapers, Month of June, 1930, marked KOMO Exhibit 
49 for identification.) 

Mr. Drain: We object generally, and for these reasons, 
that in the first place it purports to be a digest of 

1023 radio publicity, and that in itself is ambiguous. Fur¬ 
ther, under the headings of these stations in Seattle 

that are on national chains it sets forth the “ National 
Broadcasting Company and Local Programs’ 1, and “Co¬ 
lumbia Broadcasting System”. It is not clear from the 
tendered exhibit how much of the newspaper space referred 
to or publicity related to articles or matter appearing in 
regard to these national chains as distinct from the stations 
over which their programs are put out. And furthermore 
that for the well known reason that the newspapers, of 
course, give space and publicity primarily to the stations 
wdiich are running advertising matter over theijn—for that 
reason we think that it could have no probative force in this 
controversy whatever. 

Commissioner Sykes: The ruling will be reserved. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: That is our case in Chief, Mr. 
Commissioner. 

! 

(Thereupon Station KOMO rested its case in chief.) 

1024 The Case of Station KJR. 

Commissioner Sykes: Do you desire to make £ny prelim¬ 
inary statements, Mr. Drain? 

Mr. Drain: I do not think so, your Honor. 

Commissioner Sykes: All right, call your firstj witness.. 

Mr. Drain: Mr. Pierce. 

Commissioner Sykes: Mr. Pierce, you have been sworn, 
have you not? 

Mr. Pierce: I have, yes, sir. 
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Whereupon A. E. Pierce was called as a witness on behalf 
of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn by Com¬ 
missioner Sykes, testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Will you state your full name? A. A. E. Pierce. 

Q. How long have you lived in Seattle, Mr. Pierce? A. 
For more than 25 years. 

w 

Q. Are you the A. E. Pierce that was referred to at the 
previous hearing in this matter? A. I am. 

Q. What are your business activities and connections, 
Mr. Pierce? A. I am vice-president and secretary and 
chief executive officer of the Home Savings and Loan Asso¬ 
ciation of Seattle, with deposits in excess of $4,000,- 
1025 000. I am president of Washington Loan & Securi¬ 
ties Company, with resources in excess of $2,000,000. 
I am president of General Discount and Mortgage Corpo¬ 
ration, its resources consisting of paid-in capital of slightly 
over $500,000.! And vice-president of Graham & Pierce, 
Incorporated, a real estate firm specializing in commercial 
leaseholds. 

Q. What is your relation to the Northwest Broadcasting 
System, Incorporated, the owner and licensee of Station 
KJR? A. I am vice-president and principal stockholder. 

Q. As I understand it, Mr. Pierce, you became interested 
in this radio station KJR in an effort to save or salvage an 
investment in bonds issued by the preceding corporate 
owner, is that right ? A. It is. 

Q. And the property of the preceding owner, including 
the physical property of this station, was sold at a bank¬ 
ruptcy sale on November 21, 1929? A. It was. 

Q. Did you purchase the property at that sale? A. I 
did. 

Q. On whose behalf did you purchase it? A. On behalf 
of myself or my nominee. 

Q. At that time, Mr. Pierce, you would have been entirely 
satisfied if you could have recovered your investment in the 
bonds of this preceding corporate owner? A. I would. 

Q. After the purchase, or at the time of the purchase did 
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you organize a corporation to become 1}lie owner of 

1026 this station? A. I did. I 

Q. That is, the Northwest Broadcasting System, 
Inc.? A. It is. | 

Q. And since December 2nd, 1929, when the' approval of 
the assignment of the license to the Northwest Broadcast¬ 
ing System, Inc., was passed by the Federal Radio Com¬ 
mission, that company has been the owner and! operator of 
this station? A. It has. 

Q. And still is? A. It is. 

Q. Have you taken any active part in the management or 
operation of the station since then? A. I have; devoting 
the greater or principal part of my time to the business of 
Northwest Broadcasting System, Incorporated. 

Q. What is your attitude now as to whether you wish to 
get out of the business if you can get out whole, or whether 
you wish to stay in it? A. Since coming in contact actively 
with the operation of the business and becoming more fa¬ 
miliar with radio broadcasting I have come to sincerely be¬ 
lieve in the opportunities which radio broadcasting offers 
from the standpoint of being a paying business, and from 
the opportunities which radio broadcasting o|ffers of fur¬ 
thering what has been one of my personal hobbies for many 
years, that of furthering the industrial development of the 
Pacific Northwest. As, for example, along that line for 
many years the institution with which I am con- 

1027 nected, known as the Home Savings and. Loan Asso¬ 
ciation, has continually devoted one of its show win¬ 
dows to the display exclusively of Northwest products, 
without expense to the various manufacturers in displaying 
their products. 

Further, it has come to my attention that a radio sta¬ 
tion with sufficient power to get outside of the State can be 
of wonderful value to a community in advertising and fur¬ 
thering the welfare of the community. As, for example, 
it has been the practice of our station to offef to all civic 
bodies in the Pacific Northwest the use of the facilities of 
the station without charge for the advertising bf their vari¬ 
ous communities. All of which has convinced me of the 
value and benefit which my efforts in conducting a radio 
broadcasting station might be to a community. And par¬ 
ticularly, in this case, the Pacific Northwest jand Seattle. 
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Q. Do you feel that that opportunity is open in the op 
eration of KJR? A. I do, and that feeling has increased 
consistently from the time I became actively interested in 
the radio broadcasting business. 

Q. Since the Northwest Broadcasting System, Incorpo¬ 
rated became the owner and operator of KJR has the sta¬ 
tion operated at a profit? A. It has not. 

Q. Approximately how much has it lost in that time? A. 
Approximately $35,000. 

Q. Is any one associated with you in the financial back¬ 
ing of this station? A. Yes. 

102S Q. AY ho ? A. Air. L. N. Rosenbaum of Seattle and 
New York Citv. 

Q. AYho is Air. Rosenbaum? A. Air. Rosenbaum is a 
man of great wealth, the owner of many pieces of valuable 
real estate both in Seattle and in other cities of the coun- 
trv. 

m/ 

Q. In spite of this loss that the operation of this station 
has sustained <^lo you feel that it can be put on a paying 
basis if you are allowed to continue on this frequency? A. 
Based upon my previous business experience I am con¬ 
vinced that this station can be operated on a paying basis 
when the question of its frequency, or what frequency is 
assigned to it, has become more of a settled fact than has 
been the case during the past few months. 

Q. Has the fact that its frequency has been what we 
might call in litigation, had any bearing upon the ability 
of you and the station to get commercial business? A. It 
has been our most serious difficulty. That particularly in 
view of indications that such a condition of uncertainty has 
been spread by other advertising mediums, including other 
radio stations. 

Q. That specific difficulty has been run into continually, 
has it? A. It has. 

Q. To what extent are you and your associates prepared 
to finance the proper and successful operation of this sta¬ 
tion? A. To any amount necessary for such purpose. 

Q. The owner of the Northwest Broadcasting System, 
Incorporated has filed an application for a construc- 
1029 tion permit to install new transmitter and equip¬ 
ment? A. It has. 
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Q. What is the estimated cost of that new equipment? 
A. Between $75,000 and $100,000. 

Q. Are you prepared to pay that if the application is 
granted? A. We are. 

Q. And in addition to that, finance the operation of the 
station until it is on a paying basis? A. We lare. 

Mr. Drain: You may inquire.

Cross-examination. j

By Air. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Mr. Pierce, will you give us again the positions that 

you hold in these financial institutions, taking them one by 

one? A. I am vice-president and secretary ot| the Home 

Savings and Loan Association. 

° . I 

Q. Has that Association any interest in the | Northwest 

Broadcasting Company? A. It has not. 

Q. Has it guaranteed any funds to the Northwest Broad¬ 
casting System? A. It has not. 

Q. What is the next one you are interested in, Mr. Pierce? 
A. Washington Loan and Securities Company. 

Q. Has that any interest in the Northwest Broad- 
1030 casting Company ? A. It has not. 

Q. Has it made any guarantee of financing? A. 
It has not. 

Q. What is the next you are interested in? A. General 
Discount and Mortgage Company. 

Q. Has that any interest in the Northwest Broadcasting 
Company? A. It has not. 

Q. Have they agreed to finance you? A. It has not. 

Q. What is the next one you are interested in? A. 
Graham & Pierce, Incorporated. 

Q. Has that any interest? A. No, sir. 

Q. Has it agreed to finance you? A. It has not. 

Q. What else are you interested in? A. Do you mean 
as- 

Q. Any of these other institutions? Is that all of them? 
A. Except the Northwest Broadcasting System. 

Q. Yes. But none of these institutions have any inter¬ 
est in the Northwest Broadcasting Company nor have 
agreed to any financing? A. They have not. 
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Q. Now you stated that you were the vice-president and 
principal stockholder of the Northwest Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany? A. Yes. 

Q. Now how many stations are involved in or are 

1031 included: in the Northwest Broadcasting Company? 
A. The properties of Station KJR, and KG A, 

Spokane. 

Q. What about KYA at San Francisco? A. The prop¬ 
erties of that company are not the property of the North¬ 
west Broadcasting System. 

Q. Has the Northwest Broadcasting System any interest 
in it at all ? A. It is the owner of all the capital stock ex¬ 
cept the qualifying shares. 

Q. In other words, the Northwest Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany owns all the stock of KYA at San Francisco? A. It 
does. 

Q. That is four radio stations you now have then, is it? 
A. You have asked me only about three of them. 

Q. KEX at Portland? What is your relation? A. The 
same condition exists relative to that as in San Francisco. 

Q. Yes. In other words, the Northwest Broadcasting 
Company owns all the stock except qualifying shares of 
KYA in San Francisco, KEX at Portland, and KG A at 

Spokane—or do you own that without any- A. That 

is owned outright. 

Q. Outright? A. Yes. 

Q. And KJR in Seattle? A. Is owned outright. The 
physical propertties of KGA and KJR. 

1032 Q. Yes. A. And all of the capital stock except the 
qualifying shares of the two corporations each of 

which owns KEX and KYA. 

Q. In other words, the Northwest Broadcasting System 
owns four broadcasting stations, does it not? A. I can not 
answer that question the way you put it. I have stated so 
far how the ownership exists. 

Q. Well, how many qualifying shares of KYA, for ex¬ 
ample, does the Northwest Broadcasting Company not 
own? A. It owns all of the shares each of the Pacific 
Broadcasting Corporation, owning KYA, except the four 
qualifying shares. 

Q. Yes? A. The same condition so far as KEX, owned 
by the Western Broadcasting Company. 
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Q. Yes. That is a separate corporation, however? A. 
That is a separate corporation. The ownership of the 
physical properties existing* in each of the various corpora¬ 
tions of the Northwest Broadcasting* System, Incorporated, 
owning* all but the qualifying shares of each of those cor¬ 
porations. 

Q. Yes, which means the ownership of the broadcasting 
station, does it not? A. It means the control of the own¬ 
ership. j 

Q. Yes. Well, it means the ownership, does it pot? You 
own- 

Mr. Drain: If the Commission please, I think the wit¬ 
ness has answered the question clearly. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: All right. 

1033 By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. You say all the shares except some qualifying shares. 
Now how many qualifying shares does the Broadcasting 
Svstem not own? A. Four each of each of the two cor- 
porations. 

Q. Four each of the two? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you control those qualifying shares? A. I do. 

Q. So therefore you own and control all the| stock of 
these other two companies? A. That is correct, j 

0. Now what is the financial set-up of the Northwest 
Broadcasting Company? Is it represented by bonds and 
stocks both? It is a corporation, isn’t it? A. It is. 

Q. Has it any bonds? A. Not of its own. 

Q. Not of its own? A. No. 

Q. What, if any bonds has it? A. It has no bonds, but 
rather than quibble the question with you, Mr. Littlepage, 
there are bonds of the Northwest Radio Service Company 
which failed and whose assets I purchased. 

Q. Yes. How much of those bonds, Mr. Pierce? A. 
There are $165,000 of those bonds outstanding. 

Q. Now what rate of interest did those bonds carry? 

A. Seven per cent. 

1034 Q. And you purchased those bonds? A. I did not. 

I purchased the properties of the defunct corpora¬ 
tion subject to the bonded indebtedness. 
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Q. Yes. Well, did the Northwest Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany assume responsibility for the payment of these bonds 
and the interest? A. As to the legal fact of them assum¬ 
ing, I don’t believe so. It is my recollection that my bid 
was subject to the bonded indebtedness with no assump¬ 
tion. 

Q. How many stations, Mr. Pierce, was this bond issue 
put on? In other words, what did it cover? A. The bond 
issue covered the physical properties, both real and per¬ 
sonal. 

Q. Of how many stations? A. Of two stations. 

Q. Of two stations. What two? A. KGA and KJR. 

Q. KGA and KJR. Now that is a regular first mortgage 
bond, is it? A. That is my understanding. 

0. Yes. And therefore your ownership of the Northwest 
Broadcasting System is subject to $165,000 first mortgage 
on two stations? A. That is correct. 

Q. Now who is paying the interest on those bonds? A. 
There has been no interest paid by the Northwest Broad¬ 
casting Svstem. 

Q. When did the Northwest Broadcasting Sys- 
1035 tern get those bonds? A. Do you mean get the prop- 
ties? 

Q. Yes, get I the properties that the bonds are on? A. 
On November the 21st, 1929. 

Q. November 21st, 1929. What are the interest-paying 
periods on those bonds, Mr. Pierce? A. I do not have in 

mv immediate memorv the interest dates. 

• * 

Q. Well, is it a yearly period, or six months? A. It is 
a six months’i period so far as the coupons attached to 
the bonds are concerned. 

Q. Yes? A. But it is my impression that there is a 
monthly sinking fund provision of the trust deed. 

Q. Well, has anything been contributed by the North¬ 
west Broadcasting Company to that sinking fund? A. 
Not to my knowledge. 

Q. Well then, how much in arrears is the Northwest 
Broadcasting Company on the payment of the interest on 
this $165,000 worth of bonds? A. Any amounts which were 
in arrears on November 21st by the defunct corporation, 
plus any interest accrued since said date. 
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Q. How much was in arrears at the time of the defunct 
corporation? A. I don’t know offhand. 

Q. Approximately? A. It is my recollection from in¬ 
formation that I do not recall the source of that there was 
accrued interest at that time of approximately $5,000 

1036 or $6,000, but as against that there was nioney in the 
hands of the trustee in the sinking fund. 

Q. Well, what became of that sinking funcl then when 
the receivership was ended? A. It remained jn the hands 
of the trustee. 

Q. Well, how much is that amount? A. Approximately 

$ 20 , 000 . 

Q. Approximately $20,000. Then if that sinking fund 
were applied to fhe retirement of these mortgages, the 
mortgage then would be approximately $145,000. Now you 
say there were $4,000 or $5,000 accrued interest at the time 
of the conclusion of the receivership? A. That is just my 
impression. 

Q. Yes. And you do not know how much lias accrued 
in unpaid coupon mortgage interest since, th^ Northwest 
Broadcasting Company took this over? A. J have not 
calculated it, but it would be at the rate of sepen per cent / 
per annum from that date to this. 

Q. But none of it has been paid? A. It has! not, to my 
knowledge. 

Q. And* who holds those bonds? A. I hold $112,500 of 
them. v 

Q. Who holds the balance? A. Mr. T. S. I^yle of Ta¬ 
coma, or his corporation, of which I have no knowledge 
where the ownership exists, I believe owns $17|,000. 

Q. Who holds the balance? A. Mr. J. L. Copper, or his 
corporation, of which he is president, of Spokape, $27,400. 

Q. And where are those bonds now, ]Vfr. Pierce? 

1037 Where *re those $112,500 worth of bonds that you 
hold? A. I have got them in the vault. 

Q. In the vault? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Are they pledged as collateral for anything? A. No. 

Q. They belong to you personally, do they? A. They 
do. 

Q. Well, you and Mr. Lyle and Mr. Cooper then are the 
holders of the $165,000 worth of bonds? A. Tl|ere is one 
more ownership with $7,500, leaving a shortage of $600 

44—5335a 
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only outstanding, the ownership of which I have not been 
able to locate. 

Q. You don’t know where that $7,500 of bonds is? A. 
Yes, I do, but not $600. 

Q. Oh, $600? A. $600 is the only amount that I have 
been unable to locate. 

Q. Well, who owns the remainder then of the $7,500, be¬ 
sides the $600? A. Well, Mr. W. D. Comer, or his corpora¬ 
tion. Now may I explain that I am not of my own knowl¬ 
edge aware of the exact ownership. 

Q. Now how much stock was issued by the Northwest 
Broadcasting Company, Mr. Pierce? A. 5,000 shares. 

Q. 5,000 shares. No par? A. Of no par. 

1038 Q. Who owns that stock? A. There is in the 
stock records issued one share to Mr. Robert Grass. 

Q. He is the president? A. He is. 

Commissioner Sykes: At this point, gentlemen, we will 
have to take a recess. I have an engagement. And can 
we not get back at 1:30? 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: We can. 

Commissioner Sykes: All right, we will take a recess 
until 1:30. 

(Thereupon, at 12 o’clock noon a recess was taken until 
1:30 p. m. tlie same day, Saturday, July 12, 1930.) 

1039 After Recess. 

The hearing was resumed at 1:30 o’clock p. m. Saturday, 
July 12, 1930, in Seattle, Washington, at the expiration of 
the noon recess. 

Commissioner Sykes: All right, gentlemen, you may pro¬ 
ceed. 

Whereupon A. E. Pierce, the witness on the stand at the 
time of the takihg of the noon recess, resumed the stand as 
a witness on behalf of Station KJR and further testified as 
follows: 

Continuing cross-examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Mr. Pierce, leaving the financial part of this for a 
moment, to which we will return later, I notice you stated 
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on direct testimony that one of the obstacles to the success 
of KJR was the fact that its channel was in litigation? A. 
I did. T 

Q. Yes. Was its channel in litigation when it went into 
the hands of the receiver before? A. Why, I suppose it 
was, but I did not have anything to do with it. 

Q. Well, was it? Who was litigating it? A. Not of my 
own knowledge, but it is my impression that KOMO applied 
for the frequency upon which this hearing is now being held 
during the month of August, 1929. That is only 

1040 hearsay, however. 

Q. When did KJR go into the hands of the re¬ 
ceiver? A. Approximately the first of September, of 1929. 

Q. And you think that the application of KOMO at that 
time threw KJR in the hands of the receiver? A. Oh, I 

j 7 

don’t believe so, no. 

Q. How many people have owned KJR—how many con¬ 
cerns individually? A. Northwest Radio Service Com¬ 
pany. | 

Q. Did they make any money out of it ? A. Icjon’tknow. 
They were at least insolvent. 

Q. Yes? A. Which forced the proceedings. 

Q. Yes. Who else tried KJR? A. The receiver. 

Q. Did Mr. Kraft ever have anything to do with it? A. 
It is my understanding that Mr. Kraft originally operated 
his own business under an assumed trade n^me filing 
44 Northwest Radio Service Company” and as spch began 
the operation of the station somewhere around 1920 or 
1921, and shortly thereafter incorporated Northwest Radio 
Service Company. 

Q. Are you making any money out of KGA at Spokane? 
A. Not at the present time. 

Q. Well, their channel is not in litigation, is it? A. No, 
but it certainly is a rotten frequency. 

Q. Well, it is 5,000 kilocycles, is it not? A. Ye 
Q. Full time? A. Yes. 5,000 watts. 

1041 Q. 5,000 watts, I mean? A. Yes. 

Q. And full time? A. And full time. 

Q. Is KEX in Portland making any money? It is at 
the present time. 

Q. Well, their channel is not in litigation, is it! A. No. 
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Q. Is KYA in San Francisco at the present time making 
any money? A. No. 

Q. They are not in litigation, are they? A. No, but they 
were in litigation. 

Q. When? A. They were in litigation, and the factor— 
or the certainty of their frequency was not settled until 
January of this year, and shortly after we found that the 
condition of their transmitter was such as made it impos¬ 
sible for them to serve their normal service area, and since 
that time there has been installed the latest type of trans¬ 
mitter of the highest efficiency possible to obtain. 

Q. What is their service area? A. It is my impression 
that it is San Francisco and environments. 

Q. Now getting back to KJR, as a matter of fact KJR 
was already insolvent and right on the rocks before any¬ 
body had ever applied for a frequency, isn't that so? A. 

Oh, I am satisfied that that is the case, Mr. Little- 
1042 page. 

Q. Yes^ I think so. Well then, litigation had noth¬ 
ing to do with that bust-up then, did it? A. I don’t remem¬ 
ber. 

Q. It hasn’t anything to do with the failure of KGA at 
Spokane to make any money, has it? A. I don’t believe so. 

Q. And hasn’t anything to do with KEX at Portland not 
making any money ? A. I said KEX was not at the present 
time being operated at a loss. 

Q. Yes, but they are not making any money, though? A. 
There was a profit made during the month of May. 

Q. How much? A. $700 or $800. 

Q. How much during June? A. I have not received the 
figures as yet. 

Q. How much during the month of April? A. I don’t 
know. But there was a loss. 

Q. Well, the net results of the operation of all four sta¬ 
tions which are now controlled by the Northwest Broad¬ 
casting Company is that none of them are making any 
money, isn’t th$t a fact? A. That is not a fact as I tes¬ 
tified regarding |KEX at Portland. If your question is as 
to the net result for the full time that the Northwest Broad¬ 
casting System has been operating, or controlling the oper¬ 
ations of the four stations, the losses on KJR would nat- 
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urally preclude the chance of any profit on the whole 
thing. 

1043 Q. Well, what is the importance of five kilowatts 
of power for KJR, Mr. Pierce? A. There is some 

importance to having 5 kilowatts of power from the stand¬ 
point of perhaps a little increased efficiency ov^r say, 1000 
watts. And not much. 

Q. You are already covering eastern Washington by 
KGA, are you not? A. I think we are fairly well cover¬ 
ing it. 

Q. And you are covering southern Washington by KEX, 
are vou not? A. I think so. 

m/ 

Q. And you are putting out the same chain programs on 
all three stations, are you not? A. At the present time. 

Q. Well, then, what people would KJR expebt to serve 
by 5,000 watts that are. not already being served by these 
other stations? A. It is not our intention to Continue to 
serve those sections with chain programs originating at 
KJR and being chained to Spokane and Portland any more 
than we are chaining to San Francisco, which we are not 
doing at this time. 

Q. Well now, what is the principal reason in yc^ur opinion 
for the fact that KJR—1 believe you stated that you had a 
$35,000 loss since the receivership, is that correct? A. 
That was my statement. 

Q. Yes. Now what in your opinion was the principal 
reason for that loss? A. There are other reasons than 
that I have stated, but I believe the principal reason 

1044 is, or lias been, the uncertainty as to the |frequency 
upon which KJR might continue to operatp. 

Q. There are plenty of radio stations in the United States 
with less power than 5 k. w. making money, are there not, 
Mr. Pierce? A. I do not know of my own knowledge, but 
that is my understanding. 

Q. Yes. All right now, let us get back to the bonds. I 
think you stated that you have $112,500 worth of bonds? 
A. That is correct. 

Q. Now were not these bonds formerly held by the Home 
Savings Bank? A. They were. 

Q. And you took them over from the bank? A. I did. 

Q. Did you pay cash for them? A. I did. 
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Q. How much cash did you pay? A. I paid par. 

Q. $112,500? A. They were not all owned by the Home 
Savings and Loan Association. 

Q. You paid par for the $112,500? A. I did. 

Q. Have you any liens, contracts or agreements, direct 
or indirect, about the financing or purchasing of those 
bonds? A. I did not get your question. 

Q. Well, are those bonds pledged in any way, directly 
or indirectly? A. No. 

1045 Q. They are not? A. No. 

Q. You did not have to borrow any money to pay 
for those bonds? A. Yes. 

Q. Where did you borrow that money, Mr. Pierce? A. 
I borrowed $25,000 of it from the Northern Savings & Loan 
Association. 

Q. Is that one of which you are an officer? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you put up any collateral for that? A. I did not. 
Q. Is that all you had to borrow to purchase those $112,- 
500 worth of bonds? A. It is. 

Q. That is all? A. Yes. 

Q. What is your rating personally financially, Mr. 
Pierce? A. I believe I have a net worth in excess of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Q. You include these bonds in that net worth, Mr. Pierce? 
A. I do not. 

Q. You mean in addition to the $112,000 worth of bonds 
you have a net worth of $100,000? A. That is the case. 

Q. I think you said there were 5,000 shares of no par 
stock issued by this Northwest Broadcasting System 

1046 or Company? A. That is right. 

Q. Who holds that stock? A. Robert Grass, one 
share; my wife, one share; Thomas Smart, one share; C. P. 
Bissette, Jr., one share; L. N. Rosenbaum, 1,000 shares; 
and the balance, which I believe is 3,996 shares, in my own 
name. 

Q. In your own name? A. Yes. 

Q. You have that pledged as collateral anywhere? A. I 
do not. 

Q. What did you pay for that stock, Mr. Pierce? A. 
$500. 
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Q. $500. $500 for 3,900 shares, is that correct? A. That 
is correct. 

Q. How much did Mr. Rosenbaum pay fc)r his 1,000 
shares ? A. $20,000. 

Q. $20,000? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Pay that in cash? A. He did. 

Q. Now this $35,000 loss, that is the loss of Station KJR, 
is it? A. It is. j 

Q. That is since the new company took it over? A. Yes. 

Q. How much is the loss of KGA since the n^w company 
took it over? A. I can’t say that. 

Q. Approximately how much? A. It might tie anywhere 
from $2,000 to $5,000. j 

1047 Q. Yes, $2,000 to $5,000. A. That is jjist a guess, 
however. Just an impression. 

Q. How much has been the loss of KEX since you took 
it over? A. I don’t know. 

Q. What would you approximate that to be? j A. I have 
not refreshed my memory on that, but I would ^uess prob¬ 
ably a like amount as KGA. 

Q. $2,000 to $5,000? A. Yes. 

Q. What has been the loss on KYA since you took it over? 

A. I do not have the figures on that, and have not seen 
those. It has been heavier by considerable th4n KGA or 
KEX, however. 

Q. Yes. It has been more than $5,000? A. Oh, yes. 

Q. Would you make an estimate on that? A. It might be 
$10,000. It might be $15,000. j 

Q. Taking your lowest figures, then, Mr. Piefrce, as the 
losses, you have had a loss of $49,000 on the operation of 
the Northwest Broadcasting System since it was taken over 
by the new company ? Is that correct ? A. If that is what 
they add up to. 

Q. I think that is correct. Now back to KJR. Does KJR 
owe anything now here—any unpaid bills? A. Jtfot except 
any current—what current bills or normal bills payable. 
There is nothing that is thirty days owing, to my knowl¬ 
edge. It has been our practice to pay our bills 
1048* promptly on or about the 10th of the month follow¬ 
ing. 

Q. What is your payroll of KJR here, Mr. Pierce? A. 
In round figures, $10,000 a month. 
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Mr. Funkhouser: May it please the Court, at this time 
we have a witness, Mr. Faragher, who has just come into 
the room, a very busy man, and may we interrogate him 
now? 

Commissioner Sykes: Very well. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Just step aside a moment, Mr. Pierce. 

(Mr. Pierce was temporarily excused as a witness.) 

Mr. Funkhouser: Mr. Faragher, will you come forward, 
please. Will you be sworn first. 

(The witnessiwas duly sworn by Commissioner Sykes.) 

Whereupon A. W. Faragher was called as a witness on 
behalf of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn by 
Commissioner Sykes, testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

Bv Mr. Funkhouser: 

•> 

Q. Your name is A. W. Faragher? A. Yes. 

Q. What is your occupation or business? A. Vice-pres¬ 
ident of the Central National Bank of Commerce. 

Q. Any other activities and connections? A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know’ Mr. A. E. Pierce? A. Yes, sir. 
1049 Q. How’ long have you knowm Mr. Pierce? A. 

For five vears or more. 

* 

Q. Do you know’ his reputation as to integrity and busi¬ 
ness ability? A. I w’ould say it was very good. 

Q. How about his judgment in business dealings? A. So 
far as I know’, good. 

Q. General standing in the community in w’hich he lives? 
A. So far as I know’, good. 

Q. Do you listen to KOMO and KJR broadcasting sta¬ 
tions? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What do you think of them respectively? A. Well, 
I listen to KOMO on their National Broadcasting pro¬ 
grams. I think they are very good. KJR produces local 
programs that I think are as good. 

Q. You w’ould say that KJR’s local programs are as 
good, at least equivalent to any other local program pro- 
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duced in the city, would you not? A. Well, I don’t know 
that I listen to all local programs. 

Q. All those you have heard? A. I would say so, yes. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all. You can take the witness. 

Cross-examination. 

Bv Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Mr. Faragher, how do you spell your name, please? 
A. F-a-r-a-g-h-e-r. 

Q. Do you know the Fishers here in Seattle? A. Yes, 
sir. 

1050 Q. What is their standing financially ? A. Very 
good. 

Q. What would your bank loan them? A. Qjiite consid¬ 
erable sums of monev. 

•/ 

Q. Would you loan them the limit? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You are acquainted with the men and their general 
standing in this community, too, are you, Mr. Faragher? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What do you say of that ? A. Excellent. 

Q. You are acquainted, too, with the general reputation 
of their radio station here, KOMO? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What would you say of that? A. Very good pro¬ 
grams. 

Q. Now Air. Faragher, as a banker, if an applicant for a 
loan came to your bank to make a loan for a corporation 
which in less than a year showed a $49,000 loss j on operat¬ 
ing, with default on bonded interest, assuming the interest 
for $165,000 worth of seven per cent bonds upon which the 
interest was defaulted, how would your bank regard a con¬ 
cern like that as a borrower? A. It would be a i|ather diffi¬ 
cult question to answer. I would say there wouljd be other 
things—just on the face of it, of course, it woul|d not look 
like a good loan application. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is all. 

1051 Redirect examination. 

Bv Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. It would depend upon, however, the personality of the 
borrower, his individual standing and ability to ljianipulate 
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the work that lie is doing, would it not? A. Yes, sir, and 
his other assets. 

Q. Other activities in the community? A. Yes. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all. 

Recross-examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Well, just a minute. Now you are making that as a 
corporate loan to a corporation with the record that I have 
stated; the loan that you would make, if you would make it 
to a corporation you would want the endorsement or col¬ 
lateral, something beside on that loan? A. Quite likely. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is all. 

Redirect examination. 

Bv Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. You would on any new venture, like the radio indus¬ 
try, or airship business, or anything like that, would you 
not, any new infant industry, you would want something 
additional? A. It is pretty hard for me to pass on the 
qualifications of a loan without seeing the statement and the 

particular situation. 

1052 Q. Yes. A. I would say generally that was true. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Certainly. That is all. You are ex¬ 
cused and may go. Thank you very much, Mr. Faragher. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Funkhouser: Mr. Pierce, will you resume the stand. 

Whereupon A. E. Pierce resumed the stand as a witness 
on behalf of Station KJR and further testified as follows: 

Continuing cross-examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. I believe, Mr. Pierce, that I recall the last question I 
was asking you was about the payroll of KJR. A. I think 
it exceeds $10,000 per month. 
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Q. Does that include any charges that would properly be 
charged in this system to the other stations?] A. That is 
the allocation to KJR alone. 

Q. The allocation to KJR. Do you know wliat the pay¬ 
rolls of other radio stations in Seattle are? A.j I have seen 
figures taken from the Musicians’ Union orj Musicians’ 
Association of Seattle, which would cover the jlhase of how 
much was being paid union musicians by various stations. 

Q. Well, this $10,000 you give, this $10,000 that you list 
up as your payroll includes employees of all kinds and 
character on the payroll of KJR, does it not? A. It does. 

Q. Now then the payroll of Musicians’ Union of 

1053 any radio station would not represent the complete 
payroll, would it ? A. It w^ould not. 

Q. How much of this $10,000 that you give as the payroll 
for KJR is paid to the musicians? 

Mr. Drain: If the Commission please, and Mr. Little- 
page, we expect to introduce the details, accurate figures 
on that from our books. The tabulation. I thought that 
would shorten it from your standpoint. I am not mean¬ 
ing to cut you off, but we are going to show you the exact 
figures. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: All right, if he c*an not tell 
we will let you show it. 

Mr. Drain: We will do it anvwav. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Do you know how much of that goes to musicians, Mr. 
Pierce? A. My recollection is approximately one-half. 

Q. Probably $5,000? That is a month? A. That is as 
near as I can recall. 

Q. Yes. What does the other $5,000 em]brace? A. 
Other employees. 

Q. Yes. All other employees. Now you don’t know how 
many employees and what the payroll of other radio sta¬ 
tions, their employees, are, do you, Mr. Pierc<»? A. Not 
in detail. 

Q. No. Let me ask you this, whether or not you heard 
this announcement made repeatedly over KJR: *‘This pro¬ 
gram comes to you by way of the National Broadcasting 
System, KJR with studios-” 

1054 Mr. Drain: No, no. 
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By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. “—Northwest Broadcasting System, KJR, with 
studios in the Home Savings Building at 1520 Westlake 
Avenue in Seattle. This program is wholly a Northwest 
program. KJR is owned by Northwest people, employs 
Northwest artists and musicians exclusively, and has the 
largest payroll of any station in Seattle. It will pay you 
to patronize the sponsors?" Do you know whether or not 
that is a correct statement ? A. I think it is. 

Q. Well, do you know that that is a correct statement? 

Do you know that KJR has got the greatest payroll in 

Seattle? A. I thought your question was whether that went 

out over the air or not correctlv. 

•» 

Q. No, it went out over the air. We read it in the other 
dav. A. I don’t know that. I am confident that that state- 
ment is true, however. 

Q. What is that? A. I am confident of the truth of the 
statement. 

Q. All right. What is the payroll of KOMO? A. I don’t 
know. 

Q. Well then how do you know that yours is greater 
than its? A. I don’t know, but I am confident that is the 
case, however. 

Q. Well, what do you base that confidence on? A. Upon 
estimates. 

1055 Q. Estimates? A. Yes. 

Q. What are those estimates? Who gave them 
to you? A. Well, I have made inquiries regarding the num¬ 
ber of employees. 

Q. All right. How many employees have you? A. It 
has been some j time since I checked up on the figures on 
it. We have a weekly payroll to more than 60 people. 
We have a bi-monthly payroll to quite a number. The 
exact number I have forgotten. 

Q. Well, do you know how many are on the payroll of 
other radio stations here? A. I do not off-hand. 

Q. No. Who gave you the information from which that 
announcement is made over KJR? A. I don’t exactly 
understand the question. 

Q. Well, are you responsible for the announcements of 
this kind over that station? A. I am responsible for that 
announcement. 
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Q. You have heard that announcement? AJ I have. 

Q. How do you know that is correct? A. B^sed on esti¬ 
mates from inquiries which I have made. 

Q. But vou have not seen any exact figures; have you? 

A. No. ' ! 

Q. Then you don’t know whether it is correct or not, do 
you? A. I don’t know, but I am confident of jhe truth of 
the statement or I never would have ordered ij; made. 

Q. Well, but that is what we want to know, just 

1056 exactly- A. Oh, I will grant that. 

Q. (Continuing:) —just exactly howl you know 
that that is a correct statement? A. I don’t know, 
but- 

Q. Well, what is- ; 

Mr. Funkhouser: If your Honor please, this i£ repetition 
now. He has told of its exactness five or six times. He 
has pursued this course of cross-examination sufficiently • 
far. 

Commissioner Sykes: Well, I believe he has answered 
that question once or twice. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Surely. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: All right. I will ask him 
this: 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Do you know what the payroll- 

Commissioner Sykes: He made it up on estimates; fig¬ 
ures that his station, KJR, expended more than pie others. 
Proceed. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. All right, let me ask you this: You made this up on 
estimates, Mr. Pierce. What was your estimate on the 
payroll of KOMO? A. I took—well now, I Ccpi not an¬ 
swer that right offhand, because it has been probdbly thirty 
to forty days since I made my estimates. 

Q. Yes? A. I had before me at that time the figures 
taken from the records of the Musicians Association. 

Q. Now your payroll is $10,000 a month? A. I am 

1057 inclined to believe that it is a little bit in excess of 

that, but I am not- 
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Q. All right, how much? A. T don’t know, because I am 
not testifying from figures at hand. 

Q. All right. That is, your payroll includes employees 
and talent, does it? A. Our payroll includes every one 
on the payroll of the station. 

Q. All right. Xow what is the additional operating cost 
per month of station KJR? A. I don’t know offhand. 

Q. Do you have any idea? A. I have examined the 
statements, compared them with the books, but I do not 
recall, because I do not have the figures right before me. 

Q. Yes? A. Our treasurer is competent to testify ex¬ 
actly on that. 

Q. Well, what percentage of the payroll for these con¬ 
tinuity writers and programs you put out over KJR do 
vou charge to these other stations. How do vou allocate 
that ? A. The program cost—our programs originating in 
KJR have been charged to KJR. 

Q. Well, they go over your network; do they not? A. 
Some of them do and some do not. 

Q. Will you have the exact figures here, Mr. Pierce, or 
have somebody produce the figures of your monthly total 
operating cost of KJR, together with- 

Mr. Drain: I have told the counsel and the Commission 
that we have that tabulation here, and propose to intro¬ 
duce it. 

1058 Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Yes. Will that also 
include the income of KJR ? 

Mr. Drain: Yes, indeed. Xot any part stuff like 
KOMO’s, but the complete statement. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Well now, what do you expect to do, Mr. Pierce, to 
increase the income of KJR? A. Sell more time. 

Q. You have got full time now on the air, have you not? 
A. Yes. 

Q. How much of that are you selling now? A. The day 
time is fairly well sold up. There is considerable evening 
time available for sale. 

Q. How much? A. I could not say offhand. 

Q. Xow Mr. 'Pierce, if you are mistaken about increas¬ 
ing the income of KJR what, in vour opinion as a banker 

I? * 
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and a business man will be the result of the continued op¬ 
eration of KJR under your management? A. Should I be¬ 
come convinced that it was inadvisable from tljie business 
standpoint to continue some of the items resulting in the 
present expense I would order a reduction in expenditures, 
which as a matter of fact has been the case during the 
past thirty days. 

Q. What reductions have you ordered in the past thirty 
days? A. Reductions in program cost. And program cost 
has been reduced during the past thirty days, as against 
what it was running in April and the early part of 

1059 May. I think the figures of the Musicians Union will 
show that. 

Q. Now you spoke this morning about $20,ti00 in this 
sinking fund that the trustee had? Where is that money 
now? A. That money is in the hands of the Metropolitan 
National Bank, who are trustees under the bond issue and 
have been the original trustees on that. 

Q. And this stock check-up here, Mr. Pierce—5,000 
shares, I believe you said, was issued, and the list that I 
tabulated, if I have it correctly, accounts for 4,904 shares. 
Where is the balance of the stock? A. Does your figure 
give me 3,996? j 

Q. No. And 96? A. And 96. j 

Q. All right, 96. That accounts for 96. That is 4,000 
shares accounted for then—no, that is—that accounts for 
it. That is correct. Then you own all the bon^ls of this 
Northwest Broadcasting System, and 3,996 shares of the 
stock? A. I have not testified that I own all the bonds. 

Q. No, I beg your pardon, you did not. You c^wn $112,- 
500 of the bonds. That is right. That is correct. Now 
in the application of Station KYA, San Francisco, under 
date of March 29, 1930, I see this statement hete: 4 4 The 
corporation has paid all outstanding obligations and has 
a working capital of $25,000 on hand.” Has KYA $25,000 
on hand now? A. I do not know. 

Q. (Reading:) 64 With an addition of $75,000 available 
through the owners in the event it is needed.” Now 

1060 what owners? A. I did not make that application. 

Q. Well, this is the application made for KYA. 
A. I never saw it before. 

Q. You never saw it before? A. No. 
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Q. Well, as a matter of fact, you are the owner of KYA, 
are you not? A. I am not an officer. 

Q. Well, but all of the stock except the qualifying shares 
are held by your company, of which you are the controlling 
owner? A. Yes. 

Q. Well, do you know whether that statement of $75,000 
additional is correct or not ? A. I have an opinion. I do 
not know. 

Q. What is your opinion? A. Yes. 

Q. Well, where is it available from? A. It is available 
from the owners of the Northwest Broadcasting System. 

Q. Well, that is principally you, isn’t it? A. It might 
be available, ves. 

Q. That is principally you, is it not? A. Whether it is 
available from any other source I do not know, but it is at 
least available from that source. 

Q. In other words, if it is available, so far as you know 
the only people that are interested to put it up would be 
the Northwest Broadcasting Svstem, would it not? A. I 
am sorry, but I do not know that. 

1061 Q. Now in this application for KJR, which was 
made on the 14th of June, 1930, I think the testi¬ 
mony—or the statement that was made in connection with 
it—your plan is to build a new transmitter, Mr. Pierce? 
A. It is. 

Q. Why? A. It has become apparent to me that the pres¬ 
ent KJR transmitter is not of the most modern type. The 
developments in radio from an engineering standpoint have 
been very, very rapid since the date of the installation 
of that transmitter. 

Q. When did you first conclude that that transmitter 
was out of date? A. I did not realize that until probably 
between thirtv and sixtv davs ago. 

Q. Had you ever heard any criticism or objections to that 
transmitter? A. Oh, yes. 

Q. You read the testimony that was put in in reference 
to KJR in Washington last November, did you not? A. 
I read the testimony of Mr. Clark. 

Q. Did you read anyone else’s testimony? A. I don’t 
recall it. 
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Q. Had you heard anything about the inefficiency of that 
equipment until thirty or sixty days ago? A. Yes, I had 
heard that statement made by several people. 

Q. Yes. Did you inquire to see as t° what the 

1062 trouble was out there? A. I endeavored to. 

Q. Well, when did you make that inquiry? A. 
From time to time. 

Q. The application for this new construction was not 
made, however, until the 13th day of June, wjhicli is less 
than a month ago—was it? A. Yes, but we had contem¬ 
plated making it for some little time before. i 

Q. All right. Let us see something about tjiis applica¬ 
tion? A. However, there was no use, in my opinion, in 
making application as long as the frequency question was 
up in the air. That was my personal opinion pn it. 

Q. Well, it is up in the air yet, is it not? A. Yes. 

Q. You made the application, did you not? A. Yes. 

Q. It isn’t any more up in the air now than when you 
took this over from the hands of the receiver^ is it? A. 
No, but this hearing is upon that application as well as 
upon the application of KOMO. 

Q. Yes, but there is no difference in the situation so far 
as any uncertainty of this channel is concerned, is there? 
A. No, but it would have been futile and ridiculous for us 
to nave made an application—I am speaking from the busi¬ 
ness standpoint—as long as the question of whether we 
were going to have 5,000 watts of power or npt was con¬ 
cerned. 

Q. Would not have anything to do with you mak- 

1063 ing the application, would it? A. What~ do you 
mean? 

Q. Well, you could make the application any|way, could 
you not? A. Yes, we could, but on its face that would be 
futile and ridiculous. 

Q. You had the assignment of the 5,000 waits and the 
970 kilocycles ever since you took it over, have you not? 
A. Yes, but subject to further action by the Commission. 

Q. Well, you are always subject to that, are you not? 
A. Oh, yes, but not in the—not in the wav that we have 
been, which is obvious. 

Q. Yes? A. As a matter of fact there is no station has 
4o—o33oa 
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any certainty as to its remaining on the frequency assigned 
to it for a longer period than 90 days. 

Q. Yes? A. But there are not very many stations that 
have the applications by some other station pending for 
the same frequency, and of which there is any likelihood of 
their losing their frequency, as existed in our case. 

Q. There would not have been any uncertainty about this 
station if you had accepted the decision of the Federal 
Badio Commission last November, would there? A. Not a 
bit. 

Q. Now do you know where you are going to locate your 
new station, Mr. Pierce? A. We have one site ten- 
1064 tativelv, but tests have not been fullv made. That 
question, however, lias been passed to our engineer. 
I am not an engineer. 

Q. You do not know where it will be located then posi¬ 
tively? A. Not positively. 

Q. You have: seen the application, have you not ? A. Yes, 
and it is my recollection that the application also states 
that if granted it would be in such form as would permit 
us to make held test survevs and such additional survevs 

* i 

as to determine the best location for it. 

Q. I call your attention to the answer to Question 19(a) 
on your application: 


“The following radio transmitting stations (by call let¬ 
ters) are located within one mile of the proposed location 
of transmitter: —. Two miles: None. Three miles: None. 
Eight miles: None.” 


How do vou know there won’t be anv within eight miles 

of the new station if vou do not know exactlv where it is 

* * 

going to be? A. I do not. 

Q. That question might be answered entirely wrong 
then, might it not? A. Is that question answered? 

Q. It is answered right here. There it is. (Indicating.) 
Look at it. A. Well, the answer is “None” to the two, 
three and eight miles, and the answer is blank as to one 
mile. 

Q. Well, it may be located then within one mile 
1065 of other radio transmitters? A. So far as I know. 
I am not the engineer. 
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Q. Well, if it is located within one mile it jvill have to 
be within eight miles—would it not? A. Presumably so 
on its face. 

Q. Or it would have to be within two miles or three miles, 
would it not? A. Yes, surely, it might be. j 

Q. Now in making the answer to 19(b): 4 ‘Give the dis¬ 
tance from transmitter to each of such airports or flying 
fields”. Now is that your proposed new transmitter, or 
your present transmitter you are talking about there? A. 
I don’t know. I have read the application over, but I have 
not paid any attention to it for some time. 

Q. Well, you saw the application, didn’t yoh? I think 
you have stated you did? A. Why, I saw the fqrm. 

Q. You didn’t see the answers? A. I may Jiave and I 
may not have, Mr. Littlepage. 

Q. Yes? A. As a matter of fact that phase of it was 
turned over to our engineer with instructions to have them 
properly answered. 

Q. All right. Here is something you ougl^t to know 
about—the answer to 25(a): 

“Is applicant directly or indirectly interested 
ership or control of any other radio station?” 
is “Yes”. 

And then under 25(b): 

“If so, state call letters and location of such stations:” 

1066 And the answer: 

“KGA, Spokane, Washington, KEX, Portland, Oregon.” 

You are also interested in KYA at San Francisco, are you 
not? A. We own all of the capital stock except the qualify¬ 
ing shares. 

Q. This says “directly or indirectly”? A. Well, I guess 
you are as good a judge as I am on what the answer should 
be there. 

Q. Well, it is not a correct answer there. Did you state 
in the beginning of your testimony—I believe you did, Mr. 
Pierce—that you were now giving most of yoifc time to 
radio? A. Yes. 


in the own- 
The answer 
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Q. You are connected with all these other institutions? 
A. I might add to that, Mr. Littlepage- 

Q. Well, just answer the question. You are connected 
with these institutions in the capacity you have stated, I 
believe? A. Yes. 

Q. They are all successful, aren’t they? A. Yes. 

Q. The only business you are connected then with that is 
not operated successfully is radio, isn’t it? A. Yes. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is all. 

1067 Redirect examination. 

Bv Mr. Drain: 

Q. How does it happen, or how is it, Mr. Pierce, that you 
have been able to devote as much time to the radio business 
as you have been? A. For the reason that my other busi¬ 
nesses have been developed over a sufficiently long period 
of time that I had been aide to train subordinates to carry 
on the detail, and consequently requiring but very little 
time except in a supervisory way of the other businesses. 

Q. And you are doing that now with the radio business, 
are you not, as far as you can? A. Why, I have hopes of 
accomplishing that result. 

Q. Mr. Pierce, I believe you have testified in cross exam¬ 
ination that you have been able to locate the owners of all 
of this $165,000 bond issue except $600? A. That is cor¬ 
rect. 

Q. Have you had up with the owners anything about the 
interest on those bonds? A. I have. 

Q. What have they told you or instructed you in that 
regard? A. They have told me to go ahead and that they 
were behind me in what I- 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Just a minute. This is exactly 
the type of hearsay testimony that Mr. Drain has been ob¬ 
jecting to all through the hearing. What was told him. 
What these people told him. 

Mr. Funkhouser: But you brought it up. 

1068 Mr. Drain: Brought up with all the insinuation 

whv the interest is in default. We want to show- 

•> 

Commissioner Sykes: Go ahead. We are not quite as 
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strict as a court of law, and this has been gone ijito, and as 
a matter of fact the Commission would like to l^now as to 
how they expect to handle these bonds. And if he has 
talked to the other bondholders, why we are interested in 
knowing that. Proceed. 

The Witness: 

A. I talked with Mr. Lyle of Tacoma within the past 
thirty days, and exhibited to him statements, financial state¬ 
ments, and Mr. Lyle was quite complimentary, anjl said that 
he was very pleased with the prospects of my working the 
radio problems out, and for me to go ahead, soj far as he 
was concerned, without anv fear that so far as he was con- 
cerned the bondholders would step in. That accounts for 
$17,000 of bonds above those that I have. 

I have not talked at length with Mr. Cooper of] Spokane, 
except a short conversation over the telephone somewhere 
between thirtv and sixtv davs ago. lie had asked me to let 
him know what progress was being made, and then called 
me up before I had answered his letter. For what purpose 
T do not know. And his attitude was the san^e as Mr. 
Lyle’s. That accounts for $27,400 more, which only leaves 
the $7,500 and the $600. 

It is mv recollection that there lias never been a demand 
♦ 

made on the Northwest Broadcasting Svstem. As a matter 
of fact, the trustee failed to notify bondholders of the delin- 
quency existing, according to my best information, prior to 
the insolvency proceedings of the Northwest Radio 
1069 Service Company, and it is also my information that 
the first default existed better than 60 day^ prior to 
the insolvency proceedings. 

Bv Mr. Drain: 

•/ 

Q. Mr. Pierce, did the association of the Northwest Radio 
Service Company with Mr. Linden’s A. B. C. chain have 
any bearing or effect on the financial difficulties of the 
Northwest Radio Service Company? A. Yes. 

Q. As a matter of fact, that is what caused it to go bust, 
was it not ? A. I would not want to go so far as to say that 
the failure of the American Broadcasting Company was 
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responsible for the failure of the Northwest Radio Service 
Company, because I do not know. But I am of the opinion 
that they both suffered from the same mismanagement. 

Q. Mr. Littlepage, s I recall it, ^sl^^^ v ^u ^ 1^1 ^ ^)u c^)n 
sidered a 5,000 watt power of importance. I want to ask 
you whether you consider a power of 5,000 watts of any im¬ 
portance from this standpoint: From the standpoint of giv¬ 
ing independent advertisement to this locality out in regions 
perhaps where the service listening could not be carried 
on, but where the people would get an independent Seattle 
station? A. I do consider a 5,000 watt transmitter to be 
of much greater value from that standpoint. 

Q. That would help the people out in the country to know 
something about Seattle, would it not? A. It would. 

1070 Mr. Drain: That is all. 

Recross-examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Yet it has not helped out KGA at Spokane much? 
You have a 5,000 watt there? A. Yes. 

Q. It has not helped out KEX in Portland? You have 
got a 5,000 watt out there? A. That requires a double 
answer, but I presume you want to know whether we have 
got 5,000 watts or not. And we have. 

Q. You have got 5,000 watts. In other words, you have 
got three 5,000-watt stations today, have you not? A. Yes. 

Mr. Littlepage: Yes. That is all. 

Redirect examination. 

Bv Mr. Drain: 

* 

Q. I meant to ask you, Mr. Pierce: What is the Spokane 
frequency? 1,470, is it not? A. 1470. 

Q. And it is not satisfactory? A. It is far from satis¬ 
factory. As a matter of fact, Mr. Linden had a different 
frequency and lower power, and gave it up to get 5,000 
watts. Why I cannot figure out, if he had to take 1470 
kilocycles in order to get it. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. 
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Recross-examination.

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: j 

Q. Mr. Pierce, you spoke about your conversations 

1071 with Mr. Lyle and Mr. Cooper about this bond in¬ 
terest. A. Yes. 

Q. Now there is only one of two things they could do. 
Either let you go ahead and hold up payment, of put you in 
the hands of the receiver, isn’t that right? A. Ipo you wish 
to know what my statement to them was regarding- 

Q. No, I asked you this. You said that they told you 
that it was all right, I believe? A. Yes. 

Q. All right; they could not have told you anything else, 
could they, without—suppose they had told you that you 
had to pay that bond interest right away. Cohldn’t they 
have brought a receivership proceeding? A. Sure. 

Q. Yes. Tf anything so unfortunate should happen— 
which we hope will not happen for a couple of scores of 
vears to come, that your estate, as owner of $lli500 worth 
of these bonds had to go into process of settlement, would 
they not either have to put this concern right how in the 
hands of the receiver, or put those bonds out on the market 
and sell them for what they could get as bonds with de¬ 
faulted interest? A. Yes, but that is not the last answer 
on the thing as to what might be done. Should that contin¬ 
gency arise- 

Q. Of course we hope it won’t. A. Which we hope it 
won’t- 

Q. Sure. I agree with you. A. A subsequent re- 

1072 financing could be made to pay up the f^ce of the 

bonds. ! 

Q. Yes. Well now, then, that would require another 
refinancing, and as a banker, which you are, Mr. Pierce, 
would that present an attractive financing proposition to a 
banker? A. It might or might not. 

Mr. Littlepage: I think that is all. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. 

(Witness excused.) 

Commissioner Sykes: Call your next witness. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Mr. Smart. ! 
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Whereupon Thomas F. Smart was called as a witness on 
behalf of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn 
by Commissioner Sykes, testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Your fulllname? A. Thomas F. Smart. 

Q. What position do you hold with the Northwest Broad¬ 
casting System, Incorporated? A. Secretary and Man¬ 
ager. 

Q. How long have you been holding those positions? A. 
Since January 15th. 

Q. Have you had any previous experience in radio mat¬ 
ters at all? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Just tell us what they are? A. Previous to 
1073 that time I was in the capacity of assistant to the 
General Manager of the Northwest Broadcasting 
System, and up until the time it was formed- 

Q. Do you mean the Northwest Radio? A. Well, up 
until the time it was formed I was assistant to the manager 
of the—assistant to the receiver as manager. 

Q. Of the Northwest Radio Service Company? A. Well, 
the receiver of that. 

Q. Yes. Any other radio experience or connection? A. 
Previous to that time I was a part owner of Station KRSC 
in Seattle. And a part owner of Station KFQW in Seattle. 
And for approximately three years I was radio editor of 
the Seattle Posit-Intelligencer. Previous to that time I was 
radio editor of the Portland Telegram. 

Q. How long did you have an interest in these two sta¬ 
tions to which you just referred? A. Oh, for approxi¬ 
mated two vears. A vear and a half or two vears. 

Q. Did you have any active part in the running of them? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Just tell us what it was? What you know about it. 
A. Weil, it was largely taking care of programs, actual 
sales of contracts, producing the broadcasts, that is, except¬ 
ing the mechanical end of it. 

Q. And a’ ou sav vou were radio editor of the P. I.? A. 
Yes. 
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1074 Q. For how long a time? A. For approximately 
three years. 

Q. And on what other paper? A. The Portland Tele¬ 
gram. 

Q. How long were you there? A. As radio editor about 
six months or a year. 

Q. How long have you lived in Seattle? A. Practically 

all mv life. 

* 

Q. How long is that? A. Thirty-six years, j 

Q. What are your duties in connection with jhe manage¬ 
ment or operation of Station KJR? A. I am in direct 
charge of all sales and ail production, excepting the me¬ 
chanical end. 

Q. You run the business end of the establishment 
largely? A. Yes. 

Q. That is under your supervision? A. Under my 
supervision, yes. 

Q. As far as the production and sales end are concerned? 
A. Yes. 

Q. How many staff artists do you have onl KJR? A. 
We have an average of seventy. 

Q. How many have you right now? A. Right now I be¬ 
lieve we have 69, I think. 

Q. And for the last six months what would you say it has 
run, Mr. Smart? A. It averages approximately 70, or a 
little more. A little less now than we did have thirty days 
ago. 

Q. Of what are those staff artists mac^e up, as to 

1075 the kind of things they are qualified or prepared to 
do? A. Well, the people that play the different in¬ 
struments, as well as the vocalists. That sort of thing. 

Q. Orchestra and singers? A. Orchestra and singers, 
yes. 

Q. In the regular employ of the station? A. Yes. 

Q. What other employees do you have around [the studio? 
A. We have our studio force and our office force. 

Q. I hand you a tabulation of the office employees, and 
so on, or what purports to be that, and ask you what is that 
tabulation there? A. That is a list of our office and studio 
employees. 
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Q. Did you make it up? A. That was made up under my 
supervision and checked by myself. 

Q. Do you know that that is correct? A. Yes. 

Mr. Drain: I offer it in evidence if the Court please. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let it be marked. 

(Tabulation of office employees, studio employees and 
number of station employees of Station KJR was marked 
KJR Exhibit 1, and filed with the Commission.) 

By Commissioner Sykes: 

Q. I would like to ask one question: You say staff artists, 
and so forth. Do you mean full time, or do you count part 
time in that too? A. Well, their time varies from—in fact 
we call all of our artists our staff artists. Their time 
1076 averages from one hour a day to some of them as 
high as eight hours a day, but we have a contract 
with those people to be with us every week. 

Bv Mr. Drain: 

Q. And it makes them subject to your call? A. Subject 
to our call, yes. 

Q. I hand you another paper, Mr. Smart, and ask you to 
tell me what that is? A. That is a list of our musicians 
and singers. In other words, our artists. 

Q. Is that made up under your direction? A. Yes. 

Q. Did you check it? A. Yes. 

Q. Is it accurate? A. Yes. 

Mr. Drain: I offer it in evidence. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let it be marked. 

(List of number of musicians, spot singers, and staff 
singers of Station KJR was marked KJE Exhibit 2 and 
filed with the Commission.) 

Bv Mr. Drain: 

* 

Q. Just tell us, Mr. Smart, what is the general nature of 
the programs put out over Station KJR. A. There are 
musical programs, both classical and popular types. We 
have sports broadcasts, educational broadcasts, broadcasts 
of a civic nature, and broadcasts exploiting the Northwest. 
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Q. Any religions broadcasts? A. 4^ religious 
1077 broadcasts. 

Q. How about educational? Have you any educa¬ 
tional broadcasts? A. Yes, we have educational broad¬ 
casts too. 

Q. These musical broadcasts, just tell us ja little more 
about what thev consist of? A. Thev consist of largelv 
orchestras, ranging from trios, quartets, quintets, sextets, 
ten piece popular and classical orchestras, orchestras as 
high as twenty pieces, as well as song recitals by various 
singers. 

Q. As I understand it, you have your musical programs 
organized into two distinct classes of the classical and 
popular? A. Classical and popular, yes. 

Q. And you put both of those on? A. We juse the both 
types, yes, to give a variety to our programjs. It is our 
custom to put on one hour of classical and one hour of pop¬ 
ular, another hour of classical and another hour of popular, 
rotating them. 

Q. Do you run any phonograph records? A|. Yes, we do 
have phonograph records from 12 o’clock midnight until 3 
in the morning. That is daily, except Sunday. And some 
phonograph records during the day time. 

Q. Off and on during the day time ? A. Yes, off and on 


during the dav time. Different hours. 

Q. Any talent on during the day? A. Yes. 

Q. How about phonograph records after six 
1078 o’clock? A. Never use phonograph records between 
6 p. m. and 12 midnight, excepting aji occasional 
electrical transcription, 

Q. How much of the electrical transcription do you put 
on after 6 o’clock? A. Approximately 15 minutes a week. 

Q. And these things that you have been telling that you 
have been doing, you have been doing them over the last 
several months? A. Yes, since January the lpth. 

Q. There have been occasions when you have run the 
electrical transcription more than one day a w<^ek, though? 
A. Oh, yes, but that is the average. 

Q. Sometimes four or five days for the fifteen minute 
period? A. Yes. We have run—for about A month we 
had a half hour electrical transcription on once a week. 
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Q. Tell us something about these sports broadcasting 

that you do? A. We have the exclusive broadcast from 

the Pacific Coast Baseball League, Seattle games, that is 

all games in which the Seattle team participates. We 

broadcast exclusively the wrestling match. Just recentlv 

exclusively broadcast the World’s Championship wrestling 

match from the Civic Auditorium. 

Q. Do you recall any other sports broadcast now? A. 

No. I have made a little list here if I mav refresh mv mem- 

* • 

orv from it? 

w 

Q. Certainly. Anything to expedite it. A. Well, 

1079 we broadcast the crew races, and the Sharkey-Scott 
fight by Postal Reports. And the Seattle Com¬ 
munity League Baseball. 

Q. Tell us of some of your civic broadcasts? A. Well, 
we have exclusive broadcasts of the Seattle Park Band 
Concert. We were selected by the Park Board to broad¬ 
cast that. The Congressional Medal men. We had the 
Homecoming to Helene Madison, and have done a great 
deal of work for the Boy Scouts. The Citizens Military 
Training Camp. We took the Firemen’s Fund. And the 
Census. The Chamber of Commerce broadcasts. The 
Good Will Industries. And for the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. And also for the Federation of Labor. 
We broadcast Mayor Edwards reception at the time of his 
election. And I think that this would come in under civic— 
we broadcast a garden talk, practical gardening, every eve¬ 
ning. 

Q. What is the policy of the station towards contributing 
to the furthering of the civic activities of this community? 
A. To do anything we can to further them. 

Q. Tell us of some of your religious broadcasts. A. We 
broadcast the Christian Science Lectures. We broadcast 
daily the Emanuel Church—that is Sunday, I should say. 
Every evening we have devotional services, which is the 
various churches down town who supply the minister for 
that and put on their own services. And we have the Unity 
Society on each noon. We put on an organ concert from 
the Catholic Church. In fact, in that too I might say 

1080 that we stand ready to any time aid—do anything 
we can to further the religion. 
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Q. Do you discriminate in any way between the different 
religious denominations? A. Not in the least. 

Q. Your station is open to all, regardless of creed, on 
equal terms? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Tell us of some of your educational broadcasts. A. 
Well, we have had the University Extension course, broad¬ 
casting a great deal for them. The Lincoln ^igh School. 
Captain Salisbury, one of the outstanding lecturers of the 
Pacific Coast, recently gave us a series of lectures each 
evening on the South Sea Islands. We have had broad¬ 
casts from various high schools around. As well as for 
the University of Washington. 

Q. Tell us a little more, Mr. Smart, if you will, please, 
about some of your musical artists that you liavje. A. Well, 
sir, we have, I think, the finest group of artists in the 
Northwest. j 

Q. Who are some of them? A. Henri Damski, our musi¬ 
cal director, is an outstanding artist in the Northwest. 
Is recognized as such. Ernest Gill, violinist, is cfoncert mas¬ 
ter of the Seattle Symphony Orchestra. Jlan Naylor, 
cellist, of the Seattle Symphony Orchestra. In fact, pretty 

nearlv everv one of our classical artists are members of 
- * 

the Seattle Symphony Orchestra. 

1081 Q. Do you recall any others? A. Yes, sir, Hubert 
Graf, harpist. John Russel, violinist. $am Meyer, 
violinist. j 

Q. Are they on the staff? A. Yes. Signor Merigiolli, 
cellist. 


Q. You say your musical director is Mr. Damski? A. 
Henri Damski, yes. | 

Q. How often does he lead an orchestra ovef your sta¬ 
tion, Station KJR? A. Possibly two to four hoi(irs a night. 
Q. Every night? A. Yes, sir, except SaturdaV. 

Q. Except Saturday? A. Yes. That is his! night off. 


Q. Since the first of the year, since you have!been man¬ 
ager there, Mr. Smart, has the station been used by any 
candidates for election here in the city? A. Yes, sir. 


Q. When was that? A. The last city election. 

Q. When was that? A. I believe it was in February, 
and March too. The primaries were in February, and 


the general election in March. 

Q. That was a municipal primary and election? A. Yes. 
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Q. Do you reicall the names of any of the candidates that 
did use the station to broadcast at that time? A. I think 
I can recall practically all of them. 

Q. Just tell us who thev were. A. Mavor Edwards. 
James Scavotto. 

1082 Q. What were they running for? A. Mayor Ed¬ 
wards for Mavor. James Scavotto for council. 

•> 

Frank Lobby, ifor council. Colonel Lamping for Board 
Commissioner. And two of the School Directors. I have 
just forgotten their names. 

Q. Do you know what the outcome was with regard to 
the election of the men who used your station? A. Well, 
it so kappenedi that all of the men, with one exception— 
and that was the competitor of Colonel Lamping—were 
elected. 

Q. All of the men but one that used your station were 
elected? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know whether the defeated candidates used 
anv other station? A. As I understand, thev did, ves. I 
do not know from my own knowledge. I did not hear 
them. 

Q. Now I believe you told us that you were in charge 
of sales—commercial accounts of the station? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Have you taken some active part in that, as well as 
supervising subordinates? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. From your own knowledge, Mr. Smart, just tell us 
what effect, if any, the fact that the frequency of KJR 
has been in litigation has had upon the securing of com¬ 
mercial accounts. A. Why, it has had a demoralizing ef¬ 
fect. In fact every account you contact wants to know 
where KJR is going to get off on their wave length. 

1083 “Are you going to have this wave length tomorrow, 
or are you going to have another wave length ? What 

are you going to have?” 

Q. What, in your opinion, would be the effect if that un¬ 
certainty would be removed and you could tell these people 
that the controversy had been settled in favor of KJR? 
A. Whv, T should sav that we would at least double our 
sales. 

Q. How long a period do you think it would take to do 
that? A. Within a period of thirty days. 

Q. Within a period of thirty days? A. Yes. 
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Q. What are your present rates for evening hours? A. 
Our local rates are $90 an hour. 

Q. How much? A. $90 an hour. | 

Q. Has that rate been increased since the first of Janu¬ 
ary? A. Yes, sir, it has. 

Q. What was it before that? A. $60 an hour. 

Q. With the uncertainty of your frequency removed, 
might there be further increase? A. Yes, indeed. 

Q. What about your day rates? A. Our da^ rates be¬ 
fore the first of the year for a 15-minute peifiod during 
the morning, $75 a month. At the present time we are 
getting $200 for 10 minutes, for that same time. 

1084 Q. Ten minutes a day for the month? A. Yes. 

Q. That is every day but Sunday? A. Every day 

but Sunday, yes. 

Q. Daily, except Sunday? A. Yes. 

Mr. Drain: You may inquire.

Q. You were the general manager for the ijeceiver of 
the Northwest Radio Service Company, did I Understand 
you? A. No, I was his assistant. 

Q. Oh, I see. Who was the general manageii? A. Mr. 
Horr. Ralph A. Horr, receiver. 

Q. And vou were a part owner of Station KRSC? A. 
Yes. ' | 

Q. I thought Mr. Leberman was the owner. A. He is. 
He is the owner now, and he was a part owner ait the time 
that I was with him. 

Q. You owned some of the stock, did you, of the cor¬ 
poration? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You paid in, as I understand it, in that combanv? A. 
Yes, we created the corporation at the time when we 
started down town. 

Q. I see. And that was not profitable? A. No. It just 
started. 

Q. And the receiver’s operation of KJ]$ was not 

1085 profitable? A. No, it was not. 

Q. And you were part owner of KFQW ? A. Yes, 
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Q. Do you recall the names of any of the candidates that 
did use the station to broadcast at that time? A. I think 
I can recall practically all of them. 

Q. Just tell |us who they were. A. Mayor Edwards. 
James Scavotto. 

10S2 Q. What were they running for? A. Mayor Ed¬ 
wards for Mavor. James Scavotto for council. 
Frank Lobby, ifor council. Colonel Lamping for Board 
Commissioner, i And two of the School Directors. I have 
just forgotten their names. 

Q. Do you know what the outcome was with regard to 
the election of the men who used your station? A. Well, 
it so happened that all of the men, with one exception— 
and that was the competitor of Colonel Lamping—were 
elected. 

Q. All of the men but one that used your station were 
elected? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know whether the defeated candidates used 
anv other station? A. As I understand, thev did, ves. I 
do not know from my own knowledge. I did not hear 
them. 

Q. Now I believe you told us that you were in charge 
of sales—commercial accounts of the station? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Have you taken some active part in that, as well as 
supervising subordinates? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. From your own knowledge, Mr. Smart, just tell us 
what effect, if any, the fact that the frequency of KJR 
has been in litigation has had upon the securing of com¬ 
mercial accounts. A. Why, it has had a demoralizing ef¬ 
fect. In fact every account you contact wants to know 
where KJR is going to get off on their wave length. 
1083 “Are you going to have this wave length tomorrow, 
or are you going to have another wave length ? What 
are you going to have?” 

Q. What, in your opinion, would be the effect if that un¬ 
certainty would be removed and you could tell these people 

that the controversy had been settled in favor of KJR? 

•> 

A. Whv, I should sav that we would at least double our 
sales. 

Q. How long a period do you think it would take to do 
that? A. Within a period of thirty days. 

Q. Within a period of thirty days? A. Yes. 
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Q. What are your present rates for evening hours? A. 
Our local rates are $90 an hour. 

Q. How much? A. $90 an hour. 

Q. Has that rate been increased since the first of Janu¬ 
ary? A. Yes, sir, it has. j 

Q. What was it before that? A. $60 an hour. 

Q. With the uncertainty of your frequency removed, 
might there be further increase? A. Yes, indeed. 

Q. What about your day rates? A. Our day rates be¬ 
fore the first of the year for a 15-minute period during 
the morning, $75 a month. At the present tipe we are 
getting $200 for 10 minutes, for that samb time. 

1084 y. Ten minutes a day for the month? A. Yes. 

Q. That is every day but Sunday? A. Every day 

but Sunday, yes. 

Q. Daily, except Sunday? A. Yes.

Q. You were the general manager for the ijeceiver of 
the Northwest Radio Service Company, did I Understand 
vou? A. No, I was his assistant.

Q. Oh, I see. Who was the general manager? A. Mr. 
Horr. Ralph A. Horr, receiver. j 

Q. And you were a part owner of Station K[RSC? A. 
Yes. " j 

Q. I thought Mr. Leberman was the owner. iA. He is. 
He is the owner now, and he was a part owner art the time 
that I was with him. 

y. You owned some of the stock, did you, oi the cor¬ 
poration? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You paid in, as I understand it, in that company? A. 
Yes, we created the corporation at the time when we 
started down town. 

y. I see. And that was not profitable? A. N<j>. It just 
started. | 

Q. And the receiver’s operation of KJR was not 

1085 profitable? A. No, it was not. 

Q. And you were part owner of KFQW? A. Yes, 
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sir. 

Q. And that was not profitable? A. Yes, it was profit¬ 
able at the time. 

Q. You made some money on that, did you? A. Yes. 

Q. How mudh? A. Well, we made a small profit on the 
thing. We started in from nothing, and built it up. Mak¬ 
ing— 

Q. What do you mean, a small profit? A. We were mak¬ 
ing very fair salaries for ourselves. The other chap and 
myself, that were interested in the corporation. 

Q. Well, you would expect to make a salary wherever 
you worked? A. Yes. Well, that is all we expected from 
that. 

Q. There wasn’t any profit, was there, as a matter of 
fact, over and above vour salarv? A. No, there wasn’t 
any big profit out of it. 

Q. You have not been connected with any broadcasting 
station that was profitable? A. Only through my connec¬ 
tion with the Post-Intelligencer. 

Q. Well, that is not a broadcasting station. A. Well, we 
were having ai lot of broadcasting at the time. 

Q. I asked you with a broadcasting^station. A. Never 
connected with one that was extremely profitable, 
1086 no, sir. 

Q. And KJR under your present management is 
not profitable? A. Not at the present time. 

Q. You attribute the failure to make profits to the un¬ 
certainty as to the frequency. If that is the case then 
KOMO ought to be suffering the same loss, had it not? 
A. Well, no, they have had their frequency. There has not 
been any question about their frequency, as I understand. 

Q. Well, they are applying for another frequency, and 
there is some uncertainty, is there not? A. Well, as to the 
other frequency, but I do not see as to the one they have. 

Q. Well, you already have a frequency, the same as 
KOMO has; you are both operating on the air with a fre¬ 
quency at the present time, are you not? A. Yes. 

Q. So that as a matter of fact there is the same uncer¬ 
tainty for KOMO that there has been for KJR during the 
past six months? A. I hardly see your comparison. 

Q. Naturally the advertisers who patronize KOMO read¬ 
ing the newspapers are experiencing the same feeling of 
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uncertainty that your prospective advertisers experience 
when they read the newspapers, isn’t that true. A. That 
I haven’t noticed. I haven’t come in contact with that. 

Q. Your contracts that you speak of losing because of 
this uncertainty, how long do they run? A. I am 

1087 talking about prospective contracts that we are hav¬ 
ing trouble with. 

Q. Did any advertiser here tell you that the^ would not 
sign up any contract because of this litigation? A. I have 
had them tell me that they would not sign for any length 
of time while this was in view. 

Q. How many of them have told you that? A.. Well, off¬ 
hand I could say three or four that I know of rjght now. 

Q. And because of the three or four that have told 
you that—do you base your prediction that you will double 
your sale on what those three or four have tolfi you? A. 
This is within the last few days that I have had in my own 
experience myself, that I have contacted myself. 

Q. You have not come in contact with ma4y of them 
yourself? A. I do not contact largely myself. It is done 
under my supervision. But this is in the past month that 
I have done that now. 

Q. You dcrnot try to get advertising then yoifrself? A. 
No. ' | 

Q. How do you know that you are losing so much busi¬ 
ness because of this uncertainty? A. Because cif what my 
salesmen tell me. 

Q. Because of what your salesmen tell you; and that is 
their alibi, because they are not getting any mor^ advertis¬ 
ing, isn’t it? That is their alibi for not getting ^ny more? 
A. No, I would not say that. 

1088 Q. Well, it is the alibi, isn’t it? A. I would not 
call it that. 

Q. As a matter of fact, the reason you are i^ot getting 
the advertising is because you can not give the service now, 
isn’t that the fact, Mr. Smart? A. My personal advertisers 
are well satisfied. 

Q. Well, how many advertisers have you got? A. Oh, I 
should say we have around forty. 

Q. Have you got a list of those advertisers? A. I 
haven’t it with me. 

Q. You haven’t it? A. No, I haven’t it with me.

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Q. Can you produce it? A. I could submit one, yes, in¬ 
deed I could. 

Q. Do the 40 advertisers broadcast all the time over 
KJK? A. I should say approximately that many. That 
is my estimate, yes. sir. 

Q. Then on every day’s broadcast there are 40 adver¬ 
tisers? A. No, not on every day’s broadcast. 

Q. Well, how do they run? On every day except Sunday 
do you have forty advertisers? A. No, we sell one-half 
hour one day a week, approximately. For instance, I can 
mention one account now that uses two half hours a week. 
In fact I know of one account that uses one hour a dav. 

Q. Will you produce the list of your advertisers, 

1089 Mr. Smart? A. Yes, indeed. 

Q. And you sell time by so much an hour, and 
furnish the program? A. At a certain cost, yes, sir. 

Q. You do not furnish programs for all your advertis¬ 
ers, do you? A. If they wish to pay for the talent, yes. 

Q. I didn’t ask you that. A. That is the wav we do with 
all of our accounts. 

Q. I asked you if all your advertisers took programs? 
A. No, thev do not. 

Q. Some of them are simply announcements? A. Some 
are announcements, yes. 

Q. And those 40 include some advertisers who simply 
purchase a few minutes of time? A. Yes. 

Q. Either daily or weekly, or at some intervals, for an¬ 
nouncements? A. That is true. 

Q. What is your rate? Is it uniform to each advertiser? 
A. Yes, sir, national and local rates. 

Q. You do not mean that you charge an advertiser the 
same amount for an announcement as you would if you 
put a local program on, do you? A. No. 

Q. Well, are not your rates dependent, to a certain ex¬ 
tent, on the kind and amount of program? A. Oh, indeed 

ves.

1090 Q. For example, what do you charge the Wash¬ 
ington Motor Coach System monthly? A. For time 

signal ? 

Q. Yes. A. $250 a month. 

Q. They pay that, do they? A. Yes, sir, every month. 
Q. What is the time signal? A. At eight o’clock, I be- 
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lieve their time is—no, at 9:30 we say that it pis 9:30, and 


it is time to consider taking a summer vacation. 

Q. What do you charge the Home Savings aiid Loan As¬ 
sociation? A. For which? 

Q. For your broadcasting their programs? A. Charge 
them, as I believe, $400 a month. Have a year’s contract. 

Q. $400 a month on a year’s contract? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How many broadcasts do they have a month? A. 
They have one every Sunday. 

Q. How many piece orchestra ? A. Twenty p^ece orches¬ 
tra. 

Q. Twenty piece orchestra? A. Yes, sir. | 


Q. And you charge them $400 a month, and th\ey actually 
pay that to you? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is the musician’s rate? A. We pay 
1091 them—for six of the men I believe it is tlfree dollars 
and sixty-some cents—I could not give y^>u that ex¬ 
actly, but approximately that, and for the balance it is $4 
an hour men. 

Q. You spoke of the musicians that you have jrn contract 
approximately—you say that there are 70 staff artists? 
A. Yes. | 

Q. Do you mean that those include the vocalists too? 
A. Yes. j 

Q. How many musicians do you have on exclusive con¬ 
tracts? A. We have around—at the present tiine I think 
we have 56 I think it is. I would not say for sure. I can 
not give you the exact number. 

Q. You mean you have contracts with those 56 Musicians? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Under the terms of which they can not broadcast over 
any other broadcasting stations? A. No; we have first 
call on them. 


Q. What do you mean by 44 exclusive”? A. We have 
first call on them. 

Q. You have first call on them? A. Yes. 

Q. In other words, some of the musicians may be broad¬ 
casting over other stations? A. Oh, yes, perfectly all right. 

Q. It is not exclusive then, is it? A. No, I did not say 
exclusive. You misunderstood me. 

Q. I misunderstood you then. These 56 musicians, 
1092 how do their wages run? What do you pay the 
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average 


of those 56 musicians a week? 


A. Pav a regular

scale. Regular union scale. 

Q. Well, liow does that run? A. On an average of about 
$4 a man an hour. 

Q. Well, what does it amount to on a weekly pay check? 
A. I can not give you the exact figures on that. 

Q. As a matter of fact some of them run as low as $4 
a week, do they not? A. We have them, I guess—one ap¬ 
pearance a week, yes. Very few of them, though. 

Q. Now you iconsider Mr. Gill one of your outstanding 
artists? A. He is one of them, yes. 

O. Yes. And during the week of May 25th to May 31st 
he drew $17.50, is that correct? A. Yes, I believe he was 
on part time that week, yes. I think that was his vaca¬ 
tion. 


Q. Well, he only drew $7.50 in the week of June 1st to 
June 8th? A. Yes. 

Q. How long does his vacation last? A. Well, I don’t 
know. I just said that. I don’t know whether he- 

Q. As a matter of fact in the June 15 to June 21st week 
Mr. Gill only drew $17.50, isn’t that a fact? A. I couldn’t 
tell vou. 

Q. In the week of June 8th to June 15th he drew $7.50. 

And yet die is one of your outstanding artists? A. 
1093 He is considered an outstanding artist, yes. 

Q. The Exhibit No. 2 lists “Number of musicians 

employed belonging to Association”. You mean the- 

A. The Musicians’ Association. 

Q. The Musicians’ Association? A. Yes. 

Q. And you list 41 musicians during the week beginning 
December first. Well, take the week beginning June 22nd. 
For instance, during that week you list that you employed 
46 musicians. Does that mean that those musicians played 
every day? A. No. That means the number that were paid 
during that week. 

Q. If a man played five minutes during that week over 
your station he would be one of the 46, is that correct? 
A. Yes, that is correct. 

Q. What do you pay a month? What is your average 
monthly payroll for musicians? A. I could not give you 
that offliand. 
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Q. Well, was Mr. Pierce approximately correct when he 
said it was about $5,000? A. I should say h^ was. Ap¬ 
proximately that. I could not say. 

Q. Or an average of approximately $71 a month per 
musician? A. That would be pretty hard for me to say. 

Q. Well, if you have 70 musicians on the average each 
month, then it means an average rate of about $70 

1094 a month per man? A. Yes, an average j:ate, yes. 

Q. What do you mean by the average number of 
spot singers? A. That is on the outside column, you mean? 

Q. The middle column. A. The middle column—are 
the singers that were paid weekly, and the outride column 
were the vocalists that were paid semi-monthly. And the 
last month thev were combined. 

Q. You have five that were paid by the monthl? A. Yes. 
And this past month they were combined, and the:"e is no dif¬ 
ference at all. 

Q. Were the programs that were referred to and intro¬ 
duced in evidence of KJR’s taken over the Dictaphone, 
approximately correct for the dates they purported to have 
been taken? A. Well, do you mean- 

Q. Well, did you notice anything wrong with that outside 
of the fact that some of it was indistinct? AJj Well, the 
tabulations were incorrect, according to my checfy 

Q. Well, the programs as they were given, actually, 
though, disregarding the tabulations, were substantially 
correct? A. Yes, with one or two exceptions. A[Iay be one 
or two exceptions. / 

Q. And would you say that those programs^ w^re typical 
of the ordinary programs that KJR broadcasts oh the days 
indicated? A. Yes, I should say so, yes. 

Q. You do use records to a large extent during 

1095 the dav time? A. We do use records during the 
day time, yes. 

Q. Do you use records for sponsored broadcasts? A. 
Yes. 

Q. Naturally you do not charge as much for the time 
where records are used as where you use actual talent? 
A. No. 

Q. How much of your time is sponsored? A. The exact 
percentage I could not tell you. Our day time] with the 
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baseball games on now, is pretty well taken care of from 
eight o’clock in the morning until six at night, although 
our night time is not so well. 

Q. Well, is the baseball game sponsored! A. Partially. 
Only in spots. We sell announcements on that now. 

Q. What do you pay for the privilege of broadcasting 
the baseball games! A. We pay nothing, and they pay us 
nothing. 

Q. You make announcements for the Ball Association! 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Does the $400 a month charged to the Home Savings 
and Loan Association include the cost of the orchestra! 
A. That is to cover the cost of the orchestra. 

Q. Is that part of the $5,000 a month payroll, what you 
pay the orchestra on that broadcast! A. Yes. 

Q. The station time is included! A. What little is left, 
yes, is to cover station time. 

Q. Then out of that, you get about $20 for station 
1096 time! A. Just about. 

Q. What is your schedule rate for station time! 
A. At the time it was written it was $60. 

Q. The Home Savings gets $20 and you charge $60 to 
other advertisers, is that right! A. Yes, correct. 

Q. Can you bring in your payroll on your musicians, 
Mr. Smart! A. Yes. 

Q. Itemized as to names, just for the four weeks, these 
last four weeks on your Exhibit No. 2, beginning June 
first, and ending July 5th- 

Mr. Drain: I will say for the benefit of counsel that we 
have that tabulation of the payroll, and expect to introduce 
it, except that I believe that it closes on June 30th, and not 
to July 5th, which I take it would make no difference to 
counsel. 

Mr. Graham: Well, is that itemized as to each employee, 
Mr. Drain! 

Mr. Drain: Not itemized as to names. It is itemized as 
to musicians. 

Mr. Graham: It is segregated then as to a certain amount 
paid the musicians, and a certain amount to singers! 

Mr. Drain: Yes. As a matter of fact, musicians, talent 
and station. 
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Mr. Graham: Well, you have got Stuart reports cover¬ 
ing your payrolls that you rendered to the Union—or 
rather the Stuart report is made in connection with 

1097 the union musicians’ activities. Can you bring 
those, Mr. Drain? 

Mr. Drain: Yes. 

Mr. Graham: For those weeks? 

Mr. Drain: Would be glad to. 

Mr. Graham: That is all. 

Commissioner Sykes: Anything on redirect? 

Mr. Drain: Yes. I want that exhibit. I think it is No. 
3. The Dictaphone exhibit. 

Redirect examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Mr. Smart, you were asked on cross-examination as 
to whether you had looked at KOMO Exhibit No. 3, and I 
believe you said that you had? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And that you found some errors in the tabulation? 
A. In the tabulation. 

i 

Q. Will you just take that exhibit and pleajse tell us 
some of those conspicuous errors that you foundt A. The 
Dictaphone record itself was apparently correct, but in 
making their tabulations there was quite a bit of difference. 
For instance, in the Incoming Chain they had ^JR as 4 
hours. Incoming hook-up. As a matter of fact vfe have no 
time coming in—in incoming hook-up. Nor was anything 
shown in here that this chain was incoming. They gave us 
5 hours and 30 minutes—I made a note of it here—and I 
found an error in that. 

Q. If you have a memorandum? A. Yes, I ha^e a mem¬ 
orandum. They gave us the credit of studio pro- 

1098 grams as 9 hours and 15 minutes. That is including 
the incoming chain, that studio program. They gave 

us electrical transcription of 15 minutes. Remope control 
one hour. And total records 5 hours and 30 minute s. Check¬ 
ing their own records we found that the actual total hours 
of studio programs was 11 hours. This is on Sunday, June 
the 15th. The electrical transcriptions, their summary is 
correct, 15, as was their total hours of remote control, one 
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hour. Total records, 3 hours and 45 minutes was our check 
on those. 

Q. Instead of what figure? A. Instead of 5 hours and 30 
minutes. Now on the next day, on Saturday- 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. To test out the question: Just what did you check 
your hours of phonograph records from, Mr. Smart? A. 
Against your report here. 

Q. You mean when it does not say ‘ 4 phonograph record” 
you do not charge it up as a phonograph record? A. No, 
when it was a studio program, and the record is very spe¬ 
cific to bring that out. 

Q. In checking that over as a matter of fact didn’t you 
find any number of pieces of music that obviously were 
phonograph music that were not so stated on the air? A. 
Those were not counted as studio programs. 

Q. Did you see where Rudy Vallee was referred to there? 
Did he come out here and broadcast over your station, from 
your studios? A. Oh, I would not count that as a studio 
program. 

1099 Q. Did you see where Marion Davies was referred 
to? A. I didn’t count that in. I didn’t notice that. 

Q. Let us test that out. You checked phonograph records 
simply where it was said “phonograph” on the air, did 
you? A. No, it shows in your explanation here the differ¬ 
ence between studio program and records. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. And as a matter of fact, you checked your records 
against their records too, didn’t you, Mr. Smart? A. Yes. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. That is what I want to find out. I understood you 
to say that where no record was announced on this program 
you did not charge it on your list here as phonograph 
record, that you are comparing it with, is that correct? A. 
I beg your pardon ? 

Q. Well, in fixing up the list of phonograph records there 
did you make it up from the announcements where it says 
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“Phonograph records”? A. No, sir, I checked the pho¬ 
nograph records from the balance of time. I checked first 
for studio programs. I checked from the top of your tab¬ 
ulation here for studio programs. Then to electrical tran¬ 
scriptions. Then I went to Hours of Remote Control. And 
substracted that from the total hours of broadcast, of your 
own hours of broadcast. 

Q. You read that detail statement there, takihg the Dic¬ 
taphone record, didn’t you, Mr. Smart? A. Yes. 

1100 Q. Didn’t you find any number of phonograph 
records there that were not announced as such? A. 

I don’t recall that offhand. They may have been. 

Q. You don’t know that they were not? A. I would not 
say that they were. 

Q. Well, if Marion Davies was announced there it was a 
phonograph record? A. Yes. 

Q. You will find there by looking, I think, that it was not 
announced as such. And numbers of others| A. Very 
likely that is true. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Take the Marion Davies; it was not Mariom Davies at 
all? What is your local performer? A. Mary Davis. 
She is a local entertainer of ours. She would fee a studio 
program. 

i 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: I 

I 

Q. Is Rudy Vallee a local entertainer here? |A. Not to 
my knowledge. 

Q. He is not over your station? A. No, he is not. 

Q. And you found it in there? 

i 

Mr. Drain: Just a minute. There will be tifne for re- 
cross examination. Let us have order. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let Mr. Drain go ahead. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. And as a matter of fact, Mr. Smart, you first checked 
their own record against your actual records ydiich you 
have as a correct record of your station, didn’t you? 

1101 A. Yes. 

Q. And after seeing what actually went out. then 
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you checked both your record and their record against 
their tabulation? A. Yes. 

Q. And you found some glaring inaccuracies in those 
tabulations? A. Yes. 

Q. All right. Did you find any more now than those 
which you referred to? A. Yes. For instance, now, on 
the next date, the total hours of studio programs, they gave 
us 8 hours and 30 minutes, whereas we only had 8 hours 
of studio programs that day. The electrical transcription 
we had none.! Total hours of remote control they were 
correct; 4 hours and 25 minutes. Total hours of records, 
we actually had 7 hours and 5 minutes, whereas thev only 
show 6 hours and 15 minutes. That is on the other side. 
In fact, the next day, Friday, showed Studio Programs— 
our actual studio programs 7 hours and 45 minutes, whereas 
they showed 7 hours. Electrical transcriptions both are 
correct in 15 minutes. They next show us remote control 
as 3 hours and 25 minutes, when, as a matter of fact we 
were onlv remote control for 2 hours and 40 minutes. The 

m/ 

total of hours of records, we were both correct in the total 
hours of records of 9 hours and 20 minutes. And there are 
errors of that i kind throughout the whole thing. 

Q. There are errors of that kind throughout the 
1102 whole thing? A. Yes. It is not a question of which 
side it is on. It is just a question of the inaccuracy. 

Q. But as a matter of fact there are more errors against 
KJR than in its favor, are there not? A. Yes. And then 
each time in their tabulation they gave us from 3 to 5 
hours of incoming chain, of which we have none whatso¬ 
ever. 

Q. Mr. Smart, in those rates that you gave me in the di¬ 
rect examination as $90 an evening, and so on- A. 

Yes. 

Q. That is exclusive of talent? A. Exclusive of talent, 
yes. 

Q. Whatever an orchestra costs, the advertiser would pay 
the cost of the talent in addition? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now 1 meant to ask you: The business offices and the 
studios of KJR are in the same building? A. Yes, sir, in 
the same building. 

Q. Contiguous? A. Yes. 
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Q. And you have direct personal supervision of both 
of them? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Just tell us generally, Mr. Smart, of what your studios 
consist. First, where are they? A. In the Hoijie Savings 
Building, 1520 Westlake Avenue. | 

Q. Of what does your studio consist? A. We have three 
large studios with two entrance rooms—rather, I 

1103 should sav fovers, and with one musical librarv. 

Q. What, approximately, is the sizb of these 
studios? A. About 40 by 60, one of them is; and the other is 
about 40 by 40, I should say. And another one about 50 
by 50. 

Q. And when you are going to have two different orches¬ 
tras in the evening you can have them one set up in an¬ 
other studio so that it is ready to begin the moment the 
first orchestra discontinues? A. Yes. 

Q. What do vour business offices consist of? A. We have 
one large room, with a small private office, oi^ the third 
floor, with a smaller room for continuity department. 

Q. How large is the large room? A. The large room is 
about 40 bv 50, I should sav. 

Q. Have you ever had any musicians on for five minutes? 
A. No, we never have. We would have to pay them for 
an hour, if we did. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. 

Recross-examination. 

Bv Mr. Graham: 

Q. These studios you are speaking of were inherited from 
the American Broadcasting Company? A. Those were the 
ones that were used by the American Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany, yes. 

Q. What do you call a studio program? Hokv do you 
definite it? A. I call a studio program anything 

1104 originating from a studio, excepting a recording. 

Q. In other words, one person that broadcasts over 
the microphone is a studio program? A. Unles^ it is an 
announcer, yes. 

Q. Turn to June 9, the program at 8:15, in that book. A. 
What day is that? Monday? 
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Q. Yes. A. At what time did you say? 

Q. June 9. j 8:15 a. m. Purports to be the broadcast of 
R. R. Waldron? A. Yes. 

Q. Handwriting expert? A. Yes. 

Q. Answering certain inquiries in analyzing people’s 
handwriting. Have you got it there yet, Mr. Smart? A. 
I haven’t got it here yet. At 8:15—yes, sir, here we are. 

Q. Is that what you call a studio program? A. I would 
call that a studio program, yes, sir. 

Q. There i^ some room for difference of opinion as to 
what is and is not a studio program. There is in the broad¬ 
casting field a certain idea that a studio program is some¬ 
thing that has an entertainment value, and consists of some¬ 
thing more than simply one person talking over the air? A 
thing of this kind? A. Well, I don’t know as I have ever 
heard of it if there is. 

Q. Well, now, do you consider that Mr. Waldron, for in¬ 
stance, in talking along this line: “Mr. W. L.— 
1105 vou’re a dreamer, not a doer. The reason for vour 
failure is your lack of confidence in self. You must 
be firm, determined and steadfast. Stand on your own feet. 
Assert your rights, and success will be yours.” And so 
on along that line. Do you think that has entertainment 
value? A. A great many people find it so, judging from 
the letters and the mail. 

Q. You would define that then as a studio program? A. 
Yes, I would. 

Q. Now if the compilers of these tabulations took the 
view that studio programs are something more than simply 
a broadcast of this type, that might account for the dis¬ 
crepancies there on studio programs—might it not? A. 
Well, it should not show the discrepancies in records cer¬ 
tainly. 

Q. I am asking you as to studio programs. A. I do not 
know what basis they worked it. It is according to what 
basis they worked on. 

Q. It could account for the discrepancy, in the difference 
in which they defined studio programs as against your 
definition of them? A. If they did not class them as studio 
programs I would say there was a difference, yes. 

Q. Now, furthermore, where phonograph records are 
broadcast, and the Dictaphone might possibly not catch 
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the words 44 phonograph record”, that might account for 
the discrepancy as to the total time? A. No, Ij would not 
say it could. 

Q. Can a person detect a phonograph record when 

1106 it is broadcast over the air when they are not told 
what it is? A. Well, a great many people claim that 

they can. 

Q. Well, have you ever tried to differentiate between a 
phonograph record, not knowing anything more tjian simply 
what you hear? A. No, I really have not, to tbll you the 
truth. I have not myself. 

Q. The total time on these tabulations does balance out 
with the total time vou were on the air; isn’t that the case? 
A. Yes. Pretty nearly. 

Q. It is simply as to the segregation of tinjie between 
phonograph records, studio programs, transcriptions and 
remote control? A. Yes. 

Q. As a matter of fact the Sunday that you referred to 
in such detail is rather to your station’s advantage from 
the standpoint of phonograph records, isn’t it? A. Yes. 
And Monday is just the other way. That is why J. gave both 
days. 

Q. Now referring to a broadcast on June 5 bver KJR 
at 11:20, the Tanite Skin Ointment, do you call that a 
studio program? A. No, I did not count that. That is an 
announcement. 

Q. Dr. Dean Clinics, Specialists in Intestinal Ailments. 
Do they broadcast over your station. A. Yes, they do. 

Q. Is that a studio program? A. Theijr morning 

1107 program is a studio program, yes, and tfyeir after¬ 
noon program is a record program. 

Q. A lecture program? A. No, a record program. 

Q. A record program? A. Yes, that is right. 

Q. How about Painless Parker, the Dentist? A. Pain¬ 
less Parker the Dentist broadcasts a record program. That 
is counted as a record program. 

Q. That is a studio program? A. A record program. 

Q. A record program? A. Yes. 

Q. How about Carmenia Shampoo Soap? A. Carmenia 
Shampoo Soap—that is a studio program. 

Q. Kelpine? A. Yes. 
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Q. Is the Grant-Rees Optical Company a studio pro¬ 
gram? A. That is an announcement. 

Q. That is simply an announcement? A. Yes. 

Mr. Graham: That is all. 

Redirect examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Mr. Smart, the failure of the Dictaphone to catch the 
announcement of phonograph records would not explain the 
fact that in many of these tabulations the number of hours 
given for the records being on was too great, would 
110S it? A. No, sir. 

Q. That would make it too little rather than too 
much? A. Yes. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. 

(Witness excused.) 

Commissioner Sykes: Call your next witness. 

Mr. Drain: Mr. Provine. 

Whereupon R. A. Provine was called as a witness on 
behalf of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn 
bv Commissioner Svkes, testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

Bv Mr. Drain: 

•> 

Q. What is your name, please? A. R. A. Provine. 

Q. Mr. Provine, what position do you hold and occupy 
with the Northwest Broadcasting System? A. Treasurer. 

Q. As Treasurer what are your duties? A. My duty is 
to take care of the finances of the corporation, and take care 
of all the books of account in my office. 

Q. The books of account are kept under your personal 
supervision? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I hand you a sheet of paper that says at the top, 
“KJR. Operating Costs and Income January-June Inclu¬ 
sive” for the—it does not sav the vear—I take it if 

v •» 

1109 is this year—and ask you if that was made up under 
your supervision and was checked by you? A. Yes. 

Q. Is it correct? A. It is. 
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Mr. Drain: I offer it in evidence. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let it be marked. 

(Paper headed “KJR. Operating Cost and Ipcome Jan¬ 
uary-June, Inc.”, was marked KJR Exhibit 3 and filed with 
the Commission.) 

•' 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Mr. Provine, have you also prepared from the books 
and records of the Northwest Broadcasting System a tab¬ 
ulation showing the KJR payroll? A. Yes. 

Q. That is running from the period of December 1, 1929 
to June 30,1930? A. Yes. j 

Q. This tabulation was prepared under your personal 
supervision and checked by you? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know it to be correct? A. I do. 

Mr. Drain: I offer it in evidence. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let it be marked. 

(Paper headed 44 KJR Weekly Payroll from the Books 
of Account, December 1,1929 to June 30,19,30” was marked 
KJR Exhibit 4 and filed with the Commission.) 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: May I ask ai question 
1110 about this Mr. Drain? 

Mr. Drain: Do you mean for the purpose of 
whether you want to object? 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Yes, for the purpose of finding 
whether I want to object. 

Mr. Drain: Certainly. 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: j 

Q. Mr. Provine, we will take this statement of the pay¬ 
roll and we will take June 1, to 7, $1,341. Is there anything 
that shows whether or not that payroll was paid for by 
KJR, or whether if that happened to be a Homd Savings 
Program, which I believe they stated cost $400, that talent 
was paid for by the Home Savings? A. Everything in this 
statement was paid for by the Northwest Broadcasting 
System. 

Q. Then the Home Savings talent would be included in. 
on this, is that correct? You heard the testimony here a 
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few moments ago that of that $400 a month which was paid, 
that the talent was included in that! A. Well, I might 
explain that by stating that there is no separation made in 
the billing as between talent and total. 

Q. In other words, this “Talent” figure may represent 
an amount which was paid by the sponsor of some program, 
and not KJR, is that correct? A. No, that is incorrect. 

Q. All right. Then how would the Home Savings talent 
bill show up on this sheet? A. The Home Savings- 

1111 Mr. Drain: I think counsel is in error. I do not 
recall any testimony that they paid anything di¬ 
rectly. The Home Savings pays no different than anybody 
else. It is all paid in to the owner of this station, and then 
the station pays for the talent. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Well, Mr. Drain, there was tes¬ 
timony that the Home Savings paid for their programs $400 
a month. 

Mr. Drain: lYes, which included the talent. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Yes. 

Mr. Drain: But the station paid for the talent, and the 
Home Savings pays the station. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: In other words, the $380 talent 
goes in as being paid for by the station. 

Mr. Drain: Sure; it was paid for by the station. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: All right. 

Bv Mr. Drain: 

* 

Q. That is correct, isn’t it, Mr. Provine? A. Surely. 

Q. Mr. Pro vine, have you prepared a statement showing 
the balance sheet of the Northwest Broadcasting System, 
Inc., as to June 30th, 1930? A. Yes, I have. 

Q. Prepared under your personal supervision and 
checked by you ? A. Prepared by me personally. 

Q. You know it to be correct? A. I do. 

Mr. Drain: I offer it in evidence. 

1112 Commissioner Sykes: Let it be marked. 

(Paper headed “Balance Sheet, Northwest Broadcasting 
System, Inc. June 30, 1930.” was marked KJR Exhibit 5 
and filed with the Commission.) 
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By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Mr. Provine, have you also prepared 4 tabulation 
showing the KJR payroll prorated to a weekly basis? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. That is not the way your books are ke^t, is it—on 
the weekly basis?- A. The Musicians’ payroll is kept on a 
weekly basis, but for the most part all of the cither is kept 
on a monthly basis, and therefore we prepared this pro¬ 
rated schedule to show the weekly basis in tdtal and the 
monthly. 

Q. Is this prepared under your supervision? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know it to be correct? A. I do. 

Mr. Drain: I offer it in evidence. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let it be marked. 

(Sheet headed 4 4 KJR Payroll pro-rated to Weekly Basis, 
December 1, 1929-June 30, 1930” and 44 KJR Payroll Pro¬ 
rated to Monthly Basis” was marked KJR Exhibit 6 and 
filed with the Commission.) 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Mr. Drain, wl|ien he says 
he knows that to be correct, are we to understand that that 
is correct as to what the figures on the books show? 

Mr. Drain: That is reflected by the books. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is what the books 
show ? 

1113 Mr. Drain: This witness is not testifying about 
anything except what the books show. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That goes to the balance 
sheet also? 

Mr. Drain: Yes, that goes to the whole business. He is 
not testifying to anything except that these are a true and 
correct tabulation from the books and records of the com¬ 
pany. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Is that true? A. That is true, except as tp one point 
in this last statement. It being a pro-rated statement—or 
rather the other statement, which is a statement of the 
books, shows the payroll by weeks, and includes the week of 
June 29 to July 5th. The pro-rated basis carries only to 
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June 30th. In order that the books may agree, the book 
record carries from January 1st to June 30th. 

Mr. Drain: Cross-examine. 

Cross-examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. This “Operating Costs and Income” of KJR, that is 
the total cost, is it, Mr. Provine, of these months, January, 
February, March, April, May and June? That is correct, 
is it? A. Yes. 

Q. Does KJR and its properties pay any taxes? A. 
Yes. 

Q. Any taxes listed on here? A. No. 

Q. So there would be six months taxes more if this 

1114 is a six months’ period, going on to this operating 
cost? A. No, for the period of 1930 they have not 

been assessed as yet. 

Q. Well, is it not customary to make the calculations of 
the income—that is if taxes come out of this, that the taxes 
will come out of the net income of this year, won’t they? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Well, that will reduce that net income, will it not ? A. 
It will at the end of the year. 

Q. Yes? A. When we receive the figures. 

Q. Yes. Well, how much taxes, if you know, do they pay? 
A. The taxes have not been put on the books for the reason 
that we have no knowledge of what the tax will amount to 
vet. 

Q. But whenever they are, though, and the taxes are pro¬ 
rated, it will reduce this income by that amount for the six 
months? A. Yes, that proportion of the taxes would be 
chargeable. 

Q. Yes. Now then, this expense here of operating cost; 
Studio Salary, Talent, Copyright Fees, Studio Expense— 
now does that include the expense of the programs that are 
put over KG A and KEN? A. I would say not. 

Q. Yes? A. In that it is an expense of the programs put 
over the station KJR. 

1115 Q. Now do you know anything about how the in¬ 
come and operating costs are made up for these other 
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stations, Mr. Provine? For instance, KGA anp. KEX, do 
you have anything to do with that? A. Yes. j 

Q. Now it* any of those were pro-rated, this!expense of 
these programs that you put out over the chain pro-rated 
with those stations, it would cut their income djown, would 
it not? A. Well, it is a hypothetical question. | Naturally, 
if you put something on their expenses that increased their 
expenses it would automatically reduce their !income. 

Q. Well, if you did not charge KEX or KGA 1 for any of 
this talent that they put out over that station, and you 
were to charge them, it would reduce the income of those 
stations, would it not? A. Obviously. 

Q. Yes. Have you made up an operating c^)st and in¬ 
come statement of the Northwest Broadcasting System, Mr. 
Provine? A. As a whole? 

Q. Yes. A. An Operating and Income statement? 

Q. Just the same as this, only applied to the whole sys¬ 
tem? A. Yes. 

Q. Have you got that? A. No. 

Q. Will you bring it in? A. For what period do you re¬ 
fer to? 

Q. The same period that you fixed this. Yoq have got 
a period here of January to June—six months. A. Well, 
I have not completed the June figures on KEX and 
1116 KGA as yet. 

Q. How long would it take you to complete it? A. 
We have all the figures up to the month of June com¬ 
pleted, of course. 

Q. For the whole system? A. Yes. 

Q. Will you bring that in? A. Yes. 


Mr. John M. Littlepage: I would like to have it also pro¬ 
rated according to stations. 


Mr. Drain: Well now, we are perfectly willing to bring 


in anything we have, Mr. Littlepage—any statement of ac¬ 
counts, but if we are making this up from our IBooks, and 
so on, I think we are entitled to bring it in as carry it 
and as we show it. If that is not the way that you want it, 
and so on, you can inquire about that end of it. I do not 
wish to in the time between now and Monday undertake to 
prepare a tabulation that differs in any way from our regu¬ 
lar accounting system. 
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Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, I do not want to put 
vou to anv extra trouble about that, Mr. Drain. 

Mr. Drain: Well, you see what I mean about that. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: If he will bring in a correct 
statement of the operating costs and the income of the 
whole Northwest Broadcasting System, beginning with 
January and running up—I think you have not got it for 
June—that would be five months you have got it? 

The Witness: Yes. 

Mr. Drain: Any statement we will bring in will be 
1117 correct. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, on that, Mr. 

Drain, you made some reflections here before about this 

summarv of KOMO. Now I want to ask counsel if thev 
» * 

have anv doubts about the accuracv of the details of the 
figures from which that summary is made? 

Mr. Funkhouser: We do not know. 

Mr. Drain: I have uncertainty. I would not say any 
doubt. I have uncertainty. I just do not know. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: What is the basis of your 
uncertainty? That this company would bring in a sum¬ 
marv of figures based on incorrect details intentionallv? 

Mr. Drain: i Well I do not know. It just was not in 
accordance with anything I had ever seen. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, neither are those in 
accordance—because you know, Mr. Drain, that in ac¬ 
counting, in giving a company’s income and expense, that 
taxes are one of the biggest things. And in this account 
there is no charge made for taxes for this period. 

Mr. Drain: Our books may not be kept the way you like 
to have them kept, but that is the way they are kept. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, we do not care how 
you keep the books. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let us go on with the examina¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: We want the facts reflected, 
and this- does not reflect the facts of the actual, proper 
charges against this station. 

Mr. Drain: iWashington people do not evade taxation, 
Mr. Littlepage. 
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1118 Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: What is it!? 

Mr. Drain: We do not evade taxation out here, 
any of us. We are not allowed to. j 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: j 

Q. You are the treasurer, you say, Mr. Provinej? A. Yes. 

Q. All right. I see here in red figures you| have the 
deficit for the month of January of KJR $5,972.$3, and the 
deficits running along with the average deficit fjor the six 
months’ period of $5,241.15. Where did you get jhe money 
to pay for those things? A. The money for carrying on 
the business is supplied to me by Mr. Pierce. 

Q. Mr. Pierce? A. Yes. Where it is in excess of our 
income. 

Q. What do you give Mr. Pierce to represent that ad¬ 
vance, Mr. Provine? A. There have been at certain times 
notes given to Mr. Pierce to represent that advance. 

Q. Well, now these advances for deficits, here, as I un¬ 
derstand, they are represented then by loans by Mr. Pierce? 
A. They were for a time. But that was converted to a 
capital account. 

Q. Capital account? A. Yes. 

Q. In what form? A. Capital surplus. 

Q. Capital surplus? A. Yes. 

1119 Q. That is to say, Mr. Pierce’s money, which was 
paid in was credited to Capital Surplus? A. Yes. 

Q. And then did the corporation give him the corporate 
note? A. No, the notes were cancelled when it was turned 
in to Capital Surplus. 

Q. Well, what has Mr. Pierce got to represent these ad¬ 
vances then? A. His stock. 

Q. His stock. Well, I see you carry the capital[ stock of 
this Northwest Broadcasting System, Inc., at $f500? A. 
Yes. j 

Q. Is that a part of the stock that Mr. Pierce fias? A. 
Yes, that I think was testified to. 

Q. Yes. Well, you have got a total deficit for sii months 
for one station of $31,446.91. That is represented by stock 
that Mr. Pierce has issued to him from time to tirpe, is it ? 
A. No, sir. 

Q. Well, when did he get the stock or any other Evidences 
of the advances of money to this company? A. Asj I stated 
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a few moments ago there were some notes issued. In the 
first place there were notes issued. 

Q. Well, whjat is issued now? What did you give Mr. 
Pierce—or I will ask you this: Did Mr. Pierce advance this 
$4,883.86 to carry your payroll in June? A. I would an¬ 
swer that by saving that Mr. Pierce advanced monev as re- 
quired. Not that definite amount. 

1120 Q. Well, this amount was required from some 
place, wasn’t it? A. Yes. 

Q. It was a deficit? A. Yes. 

Q. Was any!of that converted to capital? A. I do not 
want to be misunderstood in the testimonv which I have 
made regarding capital surplus. It was definitely stated 
that it was capital surplus. 

Q. Well, part of your capital then is represented by the 
amount of money that Mr. Pierce puts in to pay the deficit, 
is that correct ? A. No, that is technicallv incorrect. 

Q. Well, what are the facts about it ? A. The funds con¬ 
tributed are turned in to capital surplus. 

Q. Yes. But what does Mr. Pierce get? Does he get 
anything additional? Now for example, the month of July 
is on. At the end of this month you will have another defi¬ 
cit, will vou not? A. We mav. 

• » 

Q. Well, you have had it ever since the Northwest Broad¬ 
casting Company has been operating the station, have you 
not? A. Yes. 

Q. Every month? A. Yes. 

Q. Well, isn’t it too much to hope that you won’t have it 
this month? A. Well, we are constantly improving our 
situation. 

1121 Q. Well, you had a deficit in the month of January 
of $5,792.83, and, in round numbers, you had an 

average deficit of $5,241. And the deficit for June was 
$4,883.86. Have you figured how many months it would 
take at that rate ? Now I want to call your attention to this, 
that vour deficit for the month of March was onlv $2,709.01. 
For the month of April it was $5,366.32. Did not improve 
that month any. And the month of May it jumped to $6,- 
553.14. Then if dropped back in the month of June then to 
$4,883.86. And the total- 

Mr. Drain: Do I understand that counsel is asking the 
witness am* Questions about it? 
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Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, I want to fir.d out some 
of these things. 

Mr. Drain: Well, ask the question. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: I will ask questions. 

1 l 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. What will you give Mr. Pierce—or what did you give 
Mr. Pierce on behalf of this corporation to represent the 
money he put up to carry the deficit for the month of June? 
A. Nothing. j 

Q. Have you got any agreements or arrangements made 
with Mr. Pierce or any one else to put up these deficits from 
time to time? A. Agreements? 

Q. Yes. A. No. 

Q. No agreements? A. No. 

1122 Q. It depends upon the voluntary generosity of Mr. 
Pierce then, does it? A. Why, I would not' call it a 

voluntary generosity. It is a business proposition with Mr. 
Pierce. 

Q. Well, if somebody did not put up these deficits each 
month you would have to stop operating the station, would 
you not? A. We would probably have to retrench in our 
expenses and put on a different type of program.) 

Q. Yes. Mr. Pierce testified, Mr. Provine, i|his morn¬ 
ing, that Mr. Rosenbaum got 1,000 shares of |stock, for 
which he paid $20,000. Were you treasurer of the company 
when this was done? A. Yes. 

Q. Where did the $20,000 go? Who got it? A. I pre¬ 
sume Mr. Pierce got it. 

Q. Well, it didn’t go to the companv’s account, did it? A. 
No. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is all. 

Redirect examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Mr. Provine, Mr. Littlepage asked you something like 
this, that if a certain amount of these program costs were 
charged against the Spokane and Portland stations it would 
increase the deficit,—or the operating loss of thos^ stations. 
I ask you, the fact that it has not been so charged increases 
the operating loss of KJR station? A. Certain)y. 

1123 Mr. Drain: That is all.

Recross-examination. 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

A. Just a minute, Mr. Provine. Then if that increases 
KJR’s operating cost it would in turn increase the operat¬ 
ing costs of the other stations to which that would—I think 
I have got this question mixed up. 

Mr. Drain: I think so. 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

Q. How is the operating cost of, we will say, KEX charged 
up? Against that station? A. The operating cost of 
KEX? 

Q. Yes, the operating cost of KEX. A. Yes. 

Q. For programs, and so forth? A. Yes. 

Q. And they have some costs which are not' included in 
this loss here which is KJR’s loss, is that right? A. Thev 
are a separate corporation, you understand. 

Q. They are a separate corporation’ A. Yes. 

Q. In other words, the total operating cost of the North¬ 
west Broadcasting System, Incorporated, including all 
three or four of these stations, is larger than only repre¬ 
sented here by KJR’s statement? A. Oh, certainly. 

Q. Yes? A. This is the statement of KJR. 

1124 Mr. John M. Littlepage: That is all. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. Thank you, Mr. Provine. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Funkhouser: Mr. Drain. 

Whereupon J. E. Drain was called as a witness on behalf 
of Station KJR and, having been first dulv sworn bv Com- 
missioner Sykes, testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

Bv Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. State your name to the Commission. A. J. E. Drain. 

Q. You are no relation to this good looking gentleman to 
my left, Mr. Drain, are you? A. Never saw the man be¬ 
fore. 
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Q. Never saw the man before. What is your business, 

Mr. Drain? A. The Investment business.

Q. You are in the investment business? A, ^ es. 

Q. Do you do any advertising? A. Yes.

Q. Over what station, and what has becjn your ex- 

1125 perience with it, Mr. Drain. A. Well, 'jve are on 
KJR now, which we have been on for d>ver three 

years. We have been on KJR for over three years. 

Q. Previously, what station? A. We started in at 
KPCB, and shortly after took a program on KJR. And 
maintained the program on KJR all this time, Ijmt moved 
from KPCB to KNA, and from KXA to KOL, aijid now we 
are on KJR exclusively. 

Q. How long have you been on KJR exclusively" A. 
About a vear. 

Q. What do you find? Do you get any replies or in¬ 
quiries about your work as the result of your advertising 
over KJR? A. We get on an average—it wil. average 
about: 125 inquiries a day. 

Q. Do you remember about the grand total of what you 
have gotten? A. Since we have been on the ciir, about 
240,000. 

Q. 240,000 on KJR? A. We attribute the biggest amount 
to KJR, ves. 

Q. What is the range? How far? A. Of letters we get? 
Q. Yes. A. Well, the farthest we got was Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia. 

Q. Yarmouth, Nova Scotia. And the Eastern part of the 
United States too? A. We got a letter from Newark, New 
Jersey. We received from the Philippine group. And we 
got a letter from the boat off the cost of China. And 

1126 we get letters from San Diego, Sacramento^ Omaha, 
Nebraska. We got one today from Billinas, Mon¬ 


tana. We get; them from all over the West. 

Q. In determining what radio you would use, or medium 
of advertising, did you make any inquiries as to otlter radio 
stations besides KJR? A. Yes, we have inquired as to— 
in going into the radio advertising we tried 1o find out the 
class of program that the public wanted, besides the invest¬ 
ment information that we give. 
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Q. Give the Commission the results of vour investigation. 
Mr. Drain? A. Well, when we started on the air first we 
started in on KJR on the 15-minute talk. At the same time 
we were on KPCB with an hour program. We took the 
average talent, you might say—we had a seven-piece or¬ 
chestra on KPCB. Being new in the business, Peter 
Meremblum—that was the man—I think he is with KOMO, 
isn’t he?—yes—he sold us the idea of a string—what do 
they call them?—quartets or quintet—string trio, and we 
put them on in place of the seven-piece orchestra, but there 
were so many complaints came in—the music was too deep, 
too heavy, and the public did not appreciate it, so after 
sixtv davs we went back to the semi-classical or average 
day music, if you would call it that. 

Q. And then is when you began to get your heavy mail? 
A. Yes. We found that—we followed the Majestic Theatre 
of the Air on KJR for, oh, probably a year and a half, but 
we found that the public, the average citizen, did not pay 
much attention to the chain broadcast. Our inquiry 
1127 on that—we were spending about $35,000 of our 
money since we have been on the air—we found that 
the program has got to be individual. In inquiring of radio 
broadcasters I might say that I have talked to members of 
Totem Broadcasters who claim they do not get the results 
for the money expended. That they were shifted all over 
the dial, and the program was not theirs. This is without 
anv hard feeling towards anv of them. 

Mr. John Mj Littlepage: Yes, we understand. 

Mr. Funkhouser: The facts, that is all. 

The Witness : 

A. We were just trying to arrive at the best program for 
the money we were putting up. 

Bv Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. Yes? A. We find that the average class of music with 
investment information has proven more beneficial than 
newspaper advertising. 

Q. You were more or less concerned yourself about this 
propaganda going around here that KJR was about to lose 
their wave length, were you not ? A. Yes. 
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Q. You made inquiries about that? A. Yes. 

Q. You are still using KJR? A. Yes. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all. 

1128 Cross-examination. 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

Q. Mr. Drain, how long did you say you had been broad¬ 
casting over KJR? A. We have been on KJR since before 
it was called the American Broadcasting, I think—it was, I 
think, while Mr. Kraft was managing it. 

Q. How long ago was that, do you remember? A. Well, 
that is over three years, I think. 

Q. And how many inquiries, or responses have you got¬ 
ten? A. How manv as a total? 

Q. Yes. A. 242,000 to 250,000. 

Q. Now a large number of these replies wete received 
when KJR was under the American Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany, isn’t that right ? A. Some of them were received, 
yes. 

Q. A lot of them were received then, weren’t they? A. 
No, our biggest majority didn’t come off KJR then. 

Q. Where did they come from then ? A. From other sta¬ 
tions. You see we were running on other stations. 

Q. What other stations? A. KXA and KOL. | 

Q. And a large number of those came as a result of your 
program over those stations? A. A big majority of them, 
yes. 

Q. When did you get your letter frorh Newark, 

1129 New Jersey ? A. Oh, I judge about three or four or 
five months ago. 

Q. Three or four or five months ago. Did they say what 
time in the day they listened to your program? A. Well, 
we are on in the evening. 

Q. You are on in the evening at what time? A[ We have 
always been on the air at 8 o’clock in the evening. 

Q. At eight o’clock. Do you know whether dr not any 
other station was using the assignment of KJR, I mean 
broadcasting simultaneously at that time? A. I don’t 
know as to that. 

Q. What is KJR’s assignment, 1^^ tlie ^ a^ • 
know what it is in kilocycles? A. No. 


Do vou 
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Q. Do you know what the wave length is? A. No. 

Q. Do you know how much power they have? A. No. 

Q. Do you know what KOMO’s is? A. No. 

Q. Do you know what power they have? A. No. 

Q. Do you know what other stations broadcast on the 
same wave length as KOMO? A. No. Our inquiries from 
China, the Philippines, and different places have mentioned 
KJR. 

Q. Have mentioned KJR ? A. Yes. 

Q. When was that? A. Well, we have had them 

1130 mention them thousands of times. 

Q. Thousands of times? A. Yes. 

Q. Over what length of time? A. Well, mostly in the 
last vear. 

Q. Mostly in the last year? A. We have asked people in 
California and Montana what station they listened to and 
what type of music. We found that the average rank and 
file turns to KJR on account of its program. 

Q. Have you ever broadcast over KOMO? A. No. 

Q. Do you know how many people they reach? A. No. 
0. Now, bv the way, do vou use anv other station than 
KJR now? A. No. 

0. Do vou know whether anv other stations carrv vour 
>< * % * 

programs? A. No. 

Q. Well, didn’t you take into consideration when you 
put your program on KJR the fact that some of their pro¬ 
grams were carried at the same time by two other stations, 
KEX and KGA? A. No, our program—we went on the 
chain- 

Q. What chain? A. What they call the chain—or the 
Spokane station. 

1131 Q. Yes. A. For I think one month. 

Q. For one month ? A. Yes. 

Q. When was thatA. Some time last year. 

Q. Don’t you use it now? A. No, we only used it one 

month. 

Q. Do you use KEX now? A. No, we never used—we 
only used the Spokane station I think one month. 

Q. ITow much time do you have each day in your pro¬ 
gram? A. We have always had two hours a week for the 
past time that we have been on until—let’s see, this is 
Julv—we cut down about a month ago to two half hours. 
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Q. Two half hours? A. Yes. 

Q. What time of the day was that? A. We run from 8 
to 8:30 Tuesday and Friday nights. 

Q. What did you pay for those programs? A. Our bill 
from KJR for the hour program averaged about $780 a 
month, I think around there. 

Q. $780 a month? A. I think they charged us—I think it 
is $90 an hour, or something like that. 

Q. What sort of program do you put out ofer the air, 
Mr. Drain? A. Investment program. 

Q. Yes, I know, but what do you do? Is it a musi- 

1132 cal program? A. Yes. 

Q. Exclusively? A. No. 

Q. You have a talk about your investment business? A. 
Educational investment talks on all subjects. 

Q. Inviting the public to participate in some of your of¬ 
ferings? A. No. 

Q. No? A. No, never have been. 

Q. You ask for responses from the public? A. We do 
not ask for any responses. The public starts calling us, 
and we have attempted to quit it several times, and every 
time we go on the air, why the inquiries come in. 

Q. And what kind of inquiries were they? [A. Oh, in¬ 
quiries regarding investments. 

Q. The investments that vou people were advertising? 
A. No. ‘ | 

Q. Well, what investments were they asking about? A. 
All kinds of investments. Bonds and stocks. New York 
listed stocks. 

Q. New York listed stocks? Do you handle New York 
listed stocks? A. Yes. 

Q. You are in Seattle? A. Yes. Our biggesf. business 
is in New York stocks. 

Q. What is your business? I didn’t get that. A. Invest¬ 
ment broker. 

Q. Investment broker; and how long jhave you 

1133 lived here in Seattle? A. Going on twelve| years. 

Q. Are you connected with any business than the 
investment brokerage business? A. I have an investment 
school. 

Q. An investment school. Where is that school located? 
A. The classes are held in Wilson’s Business College.

Q. Where is that? A. Up at Fifth and Virginia. 

Q. Do you advertise your school over the air? A. Yes. 
Q. Do you know Mr. Pierce? A. Yes.

Q. Does he buv anv of vours? A. No. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: That is all. 

Redirect examination. 


By Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. You said on cross-examination that you did not use 
KOMO at the time but you had investigated as to whether 
you wanted to or not? A. I talked to Mr. Birt Fisher at 
the time, yes. 

Q. And your investigation as to whether or not the peo¬ 
ple that did business in your line did or did not use 

1134 KOMO effectively-A. Well, we inquired from 

all over the State as to what stations the average rank 

and file listened to, and we found verv few that said thev 

• » 

listened to KOMO except for certain type programs. For 
instance, when Amos ’iU Andy went on the air over KOMO 
we had thousands of requests to change our time. 

Q. So they could get Amos ’n’ Andy? A. Yes, and then 
turn back. 

Q. They would turn off of KOMO as soon as Amos ’n’ 
And'v said good iiiirht ? A. Yes. 


Mr. John M. Littlepage: Well, now, Mr. Funkhouser, I 
think that is an indirect way of getting in improper testi¬ 
mony here.

Mr. Funkhouser: He said thev turned back off of KOMO

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

Q. Are you a radio listener here? A. Regular listener? 
Q. Yes. A. What do you mean? 

Q. Do you listen to the radio very much here? A. Yes. 
Q. Do you listen to KOMO? A. Yes. 

Q. Do their programs appeal to you? A. Some of their 
programs. 

Q. Well, do you consider yourself a rank and file—one 
of the members of the rank and file that you refer to? A. 
I suppose so, yes. 

Q. What type of programs do you like? A. W4ll, I like— 

KOMO has got some good programs. They have got- 

Q. Well, I asked you what type you liked? A. Well, for 
instance, the Interwoven Sock program is a pretty good 
program. I do not listen to Amos ’n’ Andy myself very 
much. I have listened to Dobbsie. 

Q. Do you listen to Damrosch? A. I have listened to 
him. I have tuned in on him, but tuned off. 

Q. You do not like him? A. No. 

Q. Is he recognized as an eminent artist? 4* I guess 
Mr. Damrosch is, yes. 

1136 Q. And you do not like him? A. No. 

Q. Go ahead. A. Floyd Gibbons—I can’t keep up 
with him. j 

Q. Do you know the Fishers here in Seattle? A. Yes, 
sir. Know of them.. 

Q. You know of them. What is their reputation here in 
Seattle? A. Very highest. 

Q. What is their financial reputation? A. Very good. 

Q. One of the best, isn’t it? A. Yes, very gtiod repu¬ 
tation. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: That is all. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all. 

(Witness excused.) 

Commissioner Sykes: The next witness. 

Mr. Drain: Call Mr. Bailey. 
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Commissioner Sykes: Have you been sworn? 

Mr. Bailey: No. 

(The witness was duly sworn by Commissioner Sykes.) 

Whereupon F. L. Bailey was called as a witness on be¬ 
half of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn by 
Commissioner Sykes, testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 


By Mr. Drain: 


1137 Q. Your name is F. L. Bailey? A. Yes. 

Q. Mr. Bailey, what position do you hold with 
Station KJR? A. I am the music librarian. 


Q. You are music librarian with KJR? A. Yes. 

Q. Just tell us if you will of just what this music library 
consists, of KJR? A. It is a verv fine library and con- 
sists of orchestra materials, songs, manuscript, orchestra¬ 
tions for song accompaniments. Vocal scores of operas. 
Also song collections. And quartets. Song copies. I have 
an itemized list of those, with the numbers, if you would 
like them? 


It is just a pencil note, if you would like I would read it. 

Q. Yes? A. Printed orchestrations for orchestra, we 
have 4,745. And song copies we have—would you like the 
prices of these? 

Q. No, I will get the prices later. Give the totals. A. 
The song copies, we have, are 2,545. The manuscript ac¬ 
companiments for songs are 357. And then we have printed 
song orchestrations a total of 314. Quartet copies we have 
1,591. Manuscript orchestration for quartets, we have 55. 
Vocal scores covering 62 operas, we have 452 scores. Manu¬ 
scripts for operas, for the complete opera, we have 14 com¬ 
plete operas, in manuscript form. And obligatos for violin 
and ’cello, for song accompaniment, we have 203. And 
song collections in bound volumes we have 146. 

Q. What are the total pieces in the library, if you know? 
A. The total of all pieces? 

1138 Q. Yes. A. Well, I have not figured up the total 
of that. The song collections, of course, vary as to 
the number of songs contained in those. In some of them 
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we have as high as a hundred or two hundred, i^i one bound 
volume. 

Q. Well, give us approximately the total volume, if you 
have any idea? A. Well, on the surface of tint thing here 
it will be very close to 10,000 individual numbers. 

Q. Have you calculated what the reproduction cost of 
that musical library would be? A. Yes, the reproduction 
cost for the total library, including our filing equipment 
to take care of the library, would be $26,204.27. 

Q. How is it housed? Do you have a separate room for 
it? A. Yes, we have a separate room for it and special 
steel cabinets. 

Q. Do you devote all your time to taking carb of it? A. 
I do. 

Q. Are you familiar with the musical libraries of the 
other radio stations in Seattle? A. In a general way I am, 
yes. I have come in contact with them. 

Q. How does the music library of KJR compare with 
the music library of any other station in Seattl^? A. Well, 
it is much superior to any other, inasmuch a^ they have 
not the manuscripts that we have. They are things 
1139 that can not be purchased in printed form, and we 
have gone to the trouble of having those made, and 
to the best of my knowledge in the extent that w^ have them 
no other station can compare with our library. | 

Q. Do the other stations ever borrow from ycju on them? 
A. Yes, very often. 

Q. Does KOMO ever borrow from you? A. They have 
on occasion, yes, quite often. 

Mr. Drain: You may inquire. 

Cross-examination. 

By Mr. Graham: J 

Q. How long have you worked for the Northwest Broad¬ 
casting System, Mr. Bailey? A. Well, I started work in 
November, 1928. 

Q. And you were with them at the time Mr. Linden was 
interested in the station? A. Yes. 

Q. Was this library acquired during that tim^? A. Yes. 
Most of it. 

48—5335a 
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Q. This was inherited by the new management from the 
old? A. I am not sure. I think it was re-purchased. 

Q. You do not know? A. I am not positive. 

Q. Well, anyway, most of it came from the old manu¬ 
scripts, isn't that true? A. I- was collected under their ad¬ 
ministration. 

Q. Do you devote all your time to taking care of 

1140 the library? A. I do. 

Q. You have quite a little off time at the time these 
phonograph records play, don’t you? A. Well, I make 
up for that by taking care of a lot of other programs. 

Mr. Funkhouser: A little louder so we can all hear vou.

A. I say I make up for that by taking care of all the 
other programs. 

Bv Mr. Graham:

Q. You mean that you take care of all the records too? 
A. Xo, I do not. 

Q. Well, when the records are playing you do not have 
much to do, do you? A. I do not work during the time the 
records are playing. 

Q. How many selections have you got in the musical 
library? A. Do you mean individual compositions? 

Q. Yes. A. I have 4,745. 

Q. How many have KOMO got? A. I don’t know. 

Q. You said your library was superior to any other musi¬ 
cal library. What do you base that on? A. I qualified that 
statement by saying that we had manuscripts that they did 
not. 

0. How do vou know thev haven’t got them? A. 

1141 Well, we had all the men in town at the time- 

Q. Well, did you ever see their library ? A. Yes, 

I have. 

Q. When? A. I was over to the station about a month 
ago. 

Q. Did you ever see the manuscripts? A. Xo. 

Q. So you don’t know whether they have got those manu¬ 
scripts then, do you? A. Well, I have heard a great many 
of their programs and know a great many of the artists, 
and I have not heard them produce programs in which they 
used them. 
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Q. Well, clo you know whether they have got them or not, 
I asked you? A. I know they haven’t operas. 

Q. You know they haven’t any operas? A. Yes. 

Q. How do you know that? A. Because they haven’t 
produced any. 

Q. Well, they might have them without producing them, 
might they not? A. Well, thev are very expensive. I

doubt that they would. 

Q. Well, they can not afford to buy them, is that what 
you want to say? A. I don’t think they would buy them 
if thev did not use them.

Q. KOMO lends musical compositions to your station 
also, do they not?

musical compositions to KJR? A. Not as a station. 

Q. Well, has any of the staff, the musical sfaff, loaned 
compositions to KJR on KJR’s request?

If 
it was required in the program it would be my duty to get 
it. 

Mr. Graham: That is all. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Drain: Mr. Damski. 

(The witness was duly sworn by Commissioner Sykes.) 


Whereupon Henri Damski was called as a wit ness on be¬ 
half of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn by 
Commissioner Svkes, testified as follows:

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Give the reporter your full name? A. Henri 
1143 Damski. 
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Q. What is your connection with radio station KJR, Mr. 
Damski ? A. Musical director. 

Q. Just tell the Commission, Mr. Damski, your musical 
training and experience, if you will. A. Well, I have 
studied music since I was six years old, and after graduat¬ 
ing from the teachers where I was born and raised in 
Birmingham, Alabama, I went to Boston and stayed there 
seven years. Graduated in the New England Conserva¬ 
tory of Music. I took a post graduate course with the 
Damroseh Institute, Xew York, in directing musical instru¬ 
ments, and every part of the music that I could study, and 
came west and was director of the leading theatre here 
at that time. I got into the radio business when it first 
started. And I think I am the first Director to play a 
sponsored broadcast in Seattle. 

Q. Did you play that here in Seattle? A. Yes. 

Q. Over what station? A. KJR. 

Q. You haveibeen with KJR how long? A. Well, it has 
been six years since I started, but T had a little intermission 
from radio. I went to the theatre in the Master of Cere¬ 
monies game for about a year, and came back. 

Q. And just what are your duties in connection with 
KJR? A. Well, I am in charge of all talent that goes 
1144 over the air. I am held personally responsible for 
all talent. I have to hear all talent before it goes 
on no matter what the reputation of the artist is. 

Q. And you personally conduct orchestras? A. I per- 
sonallv conduct from two to four hours everv dav. It 
varies. Some da vs it is different. Different davs it is more. 


Also have charge of the payroll for the artists. 

Q. An orchestra under your leadership is on the air how 

often eurrentlv from KJR ? A. From two to four hours. 

* 

Q. Everv dav? A. Everv dav. 

Q. It has been so for how long a time? A. Since they 
first organized from the receivership. In fact, at the time 
of the receivership. 

Q. What have you to say as to the musical talent, or 
quality of some of your performers? Have you got any 
good ones? A. Well, I have alwavs gotten the best talent 
that I could get in Seattle, and I have, I think, in my Im¬ 
perial Grand Orchestra of twenty pieces—there are seven¬ 
teen that are first chair men in the Seattle Symphony. And 


tlie staff orchestra for the Neapolitans and the other or- 
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chestras are also the highest type musicians that Seattle can 
afford. 

Q. Have you anything to say as to the quality of music 
you put forth over the station? A. Well, that is rather 
embarrassing, but I might quote Mr. Birt Fisher himself. 
He has referred to me many times as being KJR’s 

1145 dvnamite. 

mt 

Q. I understand vou to sav that vou have charge 
of the payments, or checking of the payments, or some¬ 
thing? A. I make a payroll every night, and one at the 
end of the week, and musicians are paid at the ([nd of each 
week. 

Mr. Drain: You may inquire.

Cross-examination. j 

Bv Mr. Graham: 

Q. You say your orchestra is on, Mr. Damski, from two 
to four hours a day? You mean by that that you do not 
have your twenty-piece orchestra on then? A. Xo, that 
is different. 

Q. That is only on for one hour a week, on Sunday? 
A. Yes. 

Q. How big is the orchestra that you put on daily? A. 
Nothing less than six, up to twelve. 

Q. Well, how does it run? About what proportion in 
size? A. Well, the ninc-to-ten hour every night is not 
less than ten pieces. 

Q. Do you go on in the day time any? A. Not very often 
with mv orchestra. We have with some of my other or- 
chestras. 

Q. Did vou ever try to get a job with KOMO ? A. Yes, 
I did. 

Q. You speak about these first chair Symphony men be¬ 
ing in your twenty-piece orchestra that plays on that one 
hour on Sunday. As a matter of fact a number of those 
men also play for KOMO, isn’t that a fact? A. That 

1146 is a fact. 

Q. You have listened to KOMO programs, have 
you not, Mr. Damski? A. Yes. 

Q. How docs KOMO’s programs compare in quality with 
KJR’s programs? A. Do you mean quality of the radio 
or the music? ! 
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Q. Xo, the music. A. Well, naturally I think li ours are 
much better. 

Q. You being the one that produce- them? A. I do not 
produce all of them. 

Q. Well now, take musicians. Do you consider Mr. Hen- 
ningsen, the conductor at KOMO, an accomplished mu¬ 
sician? A. I do. 

Q. And a capable conductor? A. I could not say as to 
being a conductor, because he has always been a flute 
player and never a conductor until he went to KOMO, as 
far as I know. 

Q. How about Mr. Pine? A. Mr. Pine is a very good 


man. 


Q. Mr. Pine is a very good man? A. Very good. 

Q. A good musician? A. I could not say as to being a 
very good musician. He is a good player. 

Q. What islthe difference, Mr. Damski, between a good 
musician and a good saxophone player? A. Well, a man 
that is a good saxophone player may not have studied 
music seriously. He may be just a good performer 
1147 on the instrument. He may have a lot of talent and 
not know very much about music, and yet be a very 
good saxophone player. 

When vou sav a good musician that covers a lot of ter- 
ritorv. 

Q. That includes also the ability to play an instrument 
and play it well? A. Yes. 

Q. How about Kola Levienne? A. Very fine. 

Q. Isn’t he an internationally known cellist? A. I would 
not say internationally. I don’t know. I know that he is. 

Q. He is the highest individually paid musician in the city 


of Seattle, isn't lie, Mr. Damski? 


A. The highest paid in 


Seattle? 


Q. Yes? That is, he is the highest paid of any individual 
musician? A. I could not sav that. 

Q. You don’t know? A. I don’t know. 

Q. How about Mr. Meremblum? A. Very good violinist. 

Q. And Dr. Solberg? A. Very good. 

Q. Would you consider those men, any of them, of the 
quality that you would hire if you had the opportunity in 
your orchestra? A. Most of them. 
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1148 Q. Yes. How many people do you ha^e that play 
for you exclusively and that cannot play for any 

other radio station ? A. I have never made that law to any 
of my musicians. In fact, it is against the Union rules to 
make such a law. 

Q. Can people on your regular payroll pliy for any 
other broadcasting station? A. As far as I aih concerned 
I never stop them. 

Q. If they do, will you keep on hiring them? A. Yes. 

Mr. Graham: That is all. 

Redirect examination. j 

Bv Mr. Drain: 

Q. I forgot to ask, Mr. Damski, about the musical library 
of KJR. What can you say as to its completeness and 
excellency? A. Well, it has always been my ambition to 
get a position where I could have a library for my access 
that KJR has. And I know that it is one of the finest li¬ 
braries that I have ever seen or heard of. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. 

Recross-examination. 

By Mr. Graham: 

Q. These operatic manuscripts, do you use them in your 
broadcasting? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you use the operas in there, do you produce them, 
that is, the entire score? A. We could npt do that 

1149 in an hour. 

Q. You just take excerpts of them? A, The best 
parts of them, yes. 

Q. The best parts of them? A. Yes. 

Mr. Graham: That is all. 

Mr. Drain: That is all, thank vou, Mr. Damski. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Funkhouser: Mr. Dixon. 
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Whereupon Sidney Dixon was called as a witness on be¬ 
half of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn by 
Commissioner Svkes, testified as follows:

Q. Mr. Dixon, state your full name? A. Sidney Dixon. 

Q. What do you do? A. Staff artist; staff tenor, KJR. 

Q. How long have you been with KJR? A. Approxi- 
matelv two vears. 

Q. Two vears. Whv are vou with KJR? A. Because I 
am proud personally to be connected with an organization 
of its calibre. It' has the finest radio station, and the finest 
spirt among the employees, and in order to produce good 
work an artist must have happy surroundings, and I 
1150 have never found any radio station, and other people 
have told me the same story, that are connected with 
other stations, that KJR has the finest spirit of any radio 
station on the coast. 

Q. Your associates, your employers, your fellow em¬ 
ployees, and your environment then are about as near ideal 
as it is humanly possible to make them? A. Yes. 

Q. Have you sung over other stations? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Where? A. I was staff artist at KOMO for fourteen 
months. I have appeared as guest artist on KFI. I put 
the first program on the air in Los Angeles on KFI. I have 
sung on KPO. I have sung on all the Canadian stations as 
far as Toronto* I was staff artist for the American Broad¬ 
casting Company when they were hooked up with 24 sta¬ 
tions—leading tenor. 

Q. How does KJR’s library compare with that of other 
radio stations?, A. It is the finest that I have ever seen. 

Q. That includes all of those that you have spoken of? 
A. Yes. And I personally visited during the month of May 
the libraries of KFI in Los Angeles, KILT in Los Angeles, 
KPO in San Francisco. I saw part of the library of the 
National Broadcasting Company, which was shown to me 
by Jennings Pierce. And as well the libraries of most of 
the Canadian stations. 

Q. And KJR’s of Seattle surpasses them all? A. In my 
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estimation it does, covering everything from “There 
1151 Will Be a Hot Time in the Old Town To-night” to 
one of the Beethoven Symphonies. 

Q. Why is a good library necessary for a good radio 
station? A. Well, it is absolutely essential to put on a pro¬ 
gram of diversified interest. And I can best illustrate it 
by this, that if vou are going to build a garage vou could 
probably build it with a hammer and a saw and la few nails 
or something else, but if you are going to build a big build¬ 
ing it requires lots of diversified material. Aijd we have 
that. In fact, Meredith Wilson, who is the present musical 
director of the Don Lee chain, stationed at San Francisco, 
personally made the remark to me in May that lie was be¬ 
wailing the fact at the time I visited him, when he was 


building a program- 

Commissioner Sykes: Let us keep out the rjemarks of 
other people. That is just going a little too far. We let 
some go in, but we do not care to know what Mr. Wilson 
said. Just what vou know. 


The Witness: Mr. Meredith Wilson stated what he 
wished- 

Commissioner Sykes: No, we do not want to know what 
he said. That is hearsay. 

By Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. You discussed other libraries? A. Well, fhey were 
very greatly handicapped because they did ii(j)t have a 


library, and lie said KJR’s library was the finest that he 


knew of. 



Tell the Commissioner something about the fan mail 
as the result of your work?

1152 is pretty hard to accurately check, but I personally 


have always been interested in fan mail for my own 
information, and 1 have received a great deal more fan 
mail tha^ I ever received on KOMO or any of the other 
stations that I appeared on. That is being that I am a 
local artist, I have the chance of appearing on better hours, 


which automatically insures me of more fan mail, because 


I do not have to compete with chain programs. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all.

A. Well, of course being in the 
position of assistant vice-president down there, and more 
or less in charge of all public relations and new accounts, 
I have made it mv business—and more or less from curi- 
osity than anything else—to find out just where we get re¬ 
sults, and I have asked any person that comes in to open 
an account, “Just where did you hear about it?” Xow 
we tried that for about two years, and I never could pin 
them down to anvthing definite, but latelv since we have 
gone on the air we hear them definitelv sav thev have onlv 
heard it over the radio. That is most surprising results 
in that regard. Being a newspaper man of eighteen years’ 
experience I have never had as much response from one 
medium, having them definitely say so, especially those 
from out of town.

About six vears.

Q. What is your particular work then? Sell machines 
and service them? A. Whv, I am the sales manager of mv 
own organization. I am also selling myself, and do some 
service work. I work in co-operation with service men. I 
am with them constantlv. 

Q. In servicing and in testing sets as well as selling ma¬ 
chines it is necessarv that vou use broadcasting stations? 
A. Yes, absolutelv. 

Q. Which one do you use? A. Well, we have a speaker 
mounted in front of our store that we keep connected to a 
machine that demonstrates the tone value, and we keep that 
speaker playing KJK almost continually, for the reason 
that the consistent or uniform reception is a better 
1169 average than anv other station for a whole dav’s 
program, so we do not have to be going back and 
changing it and picking out certain programs. We do not 
have time to fool with it, so we simply set it on one station 
that we like best, and it gives us the best quality, and let 
it go. 

Q. And as the result of setting it on KJR all day long 
vou do business in selling machines and have staved in it ? 
A. Yes, and have for six years. 

Q. And have for six years conducted a prosperous busi¬ 
ness, and are contented with your business? A. Yes. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all. 

Cross-examination. 


Bv Mr. Graham: 

Q. You find that phonograph records are broadcast over 
KJR during the day time to a large degree, Mr. Wood? A. 
Yes, there are quite a few phonograph records broadcast 
over KJR during the dav. 

Q. That is chiefly the reason why you keep your dem¬ 
onstration machine hooked up with KJR during the day 
time, is it not ? A. Xot necessarily. Xot because it is a 
phonograph record, but because the quality of the music 
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i 

that we get, even though we get a phonograph repord, even 
though it is a phonograph record, gives us better Reception; 
our instrument sounds better to the people that' ape passing 
on the street than it does if we tune on some station where 
it will be a good number now and then aft^r a while 
1170 it will be something that the modulation is very poor 
and would detract or be detrimental to the instru¬ 
ment. 

Q. You mean the modulation of the broadcasting station? 
A. Yes. Not necessarily the station. In KOM^O’s case, 
when they get on the National Broadcasting chain the fre¬ 
quency range seems to be cut off and the quality of recep¬ 
tion that we have been able to get on all of our g<j>od grade 
machines is not sufficient to listen to. We get a preferred 
class of programs by turning to KJR’s phonograph rec¬ 
ords. 

Q. Do you have any instruments for testing the fre¬ 
quency range of these signals, as you call them? A. No, 
sir, that is purely gauged by ear of various people in the 
store. 

Q. You think that a phonograph record over KJR is of 
more general appeal than the general program over KOMO? 
A. For an all day program, yes, sir. 

Q. As a matter of fact you have certain preferences, and 
you get them over phonograph records, and that is| the rea¬ 


son you keep your radio receiver demonstrating I through 
the speaker on the phonograph record station, isn’t that it, 
Mr. Wood? A. No, I would not say that. 

Q. Do you tune in on any other station besides KJR dur¬ 
ing the day time? A. Yes, we tune in on KOMO at 7:30 
for Amos ’n Andv. 

Q. How about the other record stations? A. W^ hardly 
ever listen to any other record stations except for| balanc¬ 
ing purposes. We listen to a station at 11 :od), a local 
1171 station, because the frequency is correct for balanc¬ 
ing the machines. 

Q. If I understand you correctly you consider that 
KJR’s signal is better modulated, is better qualify than 
KOMO? A. Yes. 

Mr. Graham: That is all.

Jacobv. 

Q. What is your business, Mr. Jacoby? A. Radio dealer. 
Q. How long have you been in that business? A. Five 
years. 

Q. That is here in Seattle? A. Yes, sir. 

1172 Q. What instruments do you handle? A. I handle 
the Majestic, the Bosch and the Grebe. 

Q. What station do you use in demonstrating your 
machines? A. Well, in the mnjoritv of the cases we use 
KJR. 

Q. Why? A. When it comes to selectivity and technical 
purposes. 

Q. Why do you use KJR? A. More consistent in its 
modulation. 

Q. Less variation, do you mean, on the dial ? A. Yes. 

Q. Have you found any variation in KOMO on the dial? 
A. Occasionally, yes, sir. 

Q. And as a result of that vou prefer to use KJR? A. 
Yes. 

Q. And do use it ? A. Yes. 

Q. Is there any particular time when you have observed 
that vou were likelv to find a variation on KOMO? A. 
Well, up to this time it has usually been Monday and Fri- 
dav nights. 

Q. Why was that, do you suppose? A. Well, I don’t 
know, unless it is because they have the fights that you 
generallv listen to.

Q. Do you mean you found the variation more likely to 
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be on KOMO and there was something particularly interest¬ 
ing on KJR ? A. It seems that way to me. 

Q. How do you like the programs on KJR? A. 

1173 They are very good. 

Q. Do you come in contact with a great many 
radio users in the conduct of your business? A. Quite a 
bit, yes. 

Q. What do you find their statements to be ip reference 
to the popularity of KJR? A. As far as I cap estimate 
the majority prefer KJR programs. 

Q. Have you ever as a matter of interest trfed out to 
see how many different stations you could get th|e identical 
X. B. C. program when KOMO was using the N. B. C. pro¬ 
gram? A. Yes. 

Q. What stations were you able to get within a short 
period of time ? A. Well, 1 pretty near got all of them on 
the coast. 

Q. Well, just name them. A. Los Angeles, KFI, KPO, 
KGW, and Seattle, of course. 

Q. How about KGW, Portland? A. KGW. 

Q. KIIQ, Spokane ? A. Yes, KIIQ, Spokane. 

Q. Been able to pick up the identical programs? A. I 
have had them all on the same evening within twenty 
minutes.

Q. What stations do you say you got the X. B. C. pro¬ 
grams over. A. I have had them over KFI.

Q. Do you get a very consistent N. B. C. program from 
KFI? A. No. * j 

Q. How often do you get it? A. Well, get it jnost any 
time I try, if the conditions are right.

Q. Do you get anything else from KFI besides the chain 
programs? A. Yes. 

Q. You can get that in here consistently, can you ? A. Xo, 
not the same all the time. 

Q. As a matter of fact, it is the unusual situation that 
you can get the X. B. C. chain programs in here except 
over KOMO, is it not? A. Well, at this time of the year 
I would sav that. 

Q. Yes. ‘ 

1175 Mr. Drain: If your Honor please, I might say for 
counsel that we make no contention that this localitv 

is adequately served by other X. B. C. stations. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: All right. 

Mr. Drain: That was not the purpose of the question. 
And if it will shorten the matter I wish to make that state¬ 
ment. We make no contention that it is adequately served 
as to X. B. 0. programs by stations outside of this city. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. All right. Do you get KEX at Portland, Mr. Jacoby? 
A. Occasionally, yes, sir. 

Q. How far is Portland from here? A. About 200 miles. 
Q. It is four or live times closer than Los Angeles, is it 
not? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you get KGA at Spokane? A. Once in a while. 

Q. This modulation you have talked about now, that has 
nothing to do with the engineering modulation of a radio 
station, lias it?i A. Well, that is what they call it. I am not 
a technical man. I can not explain it to you. 

Q. Well, do you know anything about the technical con¬ 
struction of a radio station? A. Xo, sir. 

Q. Do you know what percentage of modulation KJR 
puts out ? A. Xo. 

1176 Q. Do you know what KOMO puts out? A. Xo. 

Q. Well, this modulation that you arc talking 

about then has nothing to do with the efficiencv of that 

station then, as far as vou know? A. Onlv from /hat I

hear. I don't know anything personally about it. 

Q. Just what do vou mean bv modulation here, that vou

Q. Do you sell radios? A. Yes. 

Q. And records? A. Xo, sir.

Q. Do you sell any Victrolas? A. Xo, sir. 


Q. Do you know anything about the power 
operates on?

Q. Do you know anything about the power and kilo¬ 
cycle used by any other radio station in Seattle? A. Why, 
I should know the kilocycles, but I do not remejnber them 
offhand.

1177 Q. Well now, you are speaking about the standing 
of the stations. As a matter of fact you know that 
KOMO is a popular station in Seattle, don’t you ? A. Well, 
it is not very unpopular. 

Q. Yes. That is right. A. All together. j 
Q. Do you know the Fishers that run it? A. Xo. 

Q. You don’t know anything about their standing or 
anything? A. Xo, sir. 

Q. Xever heard of them? A. Oh, yes, I have heard of 

them. 

Q. Well, what did you hear about them? Did you ever 


hear anything except good about them? A. I heard they 


had lots of monev. 


Q. You heard they had lots of money? A. ff that is 
good, why that is all right.

Whereupon Clyde F. Coombs was called as a witness on 
behalf of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn 
bv Commissioner Sykes, testified ns follows: 
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Direct examination. 


Bv Mr. Drain: 
1178 Q. Your name is- 


A. Clyde F. Coombs. 


Q. What is your business or profession, Mr. 
Coombs? A. At the present time 1 am district representa¬ 
tive for the Radio R. C. A. Victor Company in the sales and 
engineering for the western territory. 

Q. Are you a radio engineer? A. I was in the radio 
engineering department of the General Electric Company 
for four and a half years, and since the first of this year, 
until the 15th of June, 1 have been in charge of the opera¬ 
tion of all broadcasting stations that have been manu¬ 
factured by the Radio Corporation. 

Q. What has been your technical education along that 

line? A. I did snot graduate from the University of Utah. 

I finished mv work there and did not turn in a thesis. I 
%> 

had planned to take post graduate work in the East, which 
I did, but due to doing to much field work 1 did not have a 
chance to get my degree. I have all my credits fixed up, 
but I have never bothered about finishing the degree there. 

Q. Do you know Mr. John M. ('ope, the engineer of KJR ? 
A. I have known Mr. Cope since, 1 think it was June, in 
1928. He came back to Schenectadv at that time. He was 
working for KSL, and thev were buving a five kilowatt 
transmitter from us, which was being manufactured at the 
General Electric Company, and I met him in Schenectady 
at that time. 

Q. Have you had any further contact with him in a pro¬ 
fessional capacity so as to observe him as a radio engineer? 

A. I have had considerable contact. 

1179 Q. Just tell us what it was. A. Well, the first 
contact was on the installation at KSL of the 5-kilo¬ 
watt transmitter. I was the installation engineer on that 
job that was going in under Mr. Cope’s supervision for the 
customer, and Mr. Cope constructed the building and laid 
the conduits and so forth, and had the transmitter all ready 
to be tested out on my arrival, and I would consider that 
he did an outstanding job on the installation of that equip¬ 
ment. 

Q. And you were in contact with him daily during that 
installation? A. Well, no, not daily. I mean, he did a great 
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part of the work before I arrived, and all I did v]as to check 
up the work that he had done and test the apparatus, and he 
did a very good job in it. 

Q. And you had to pass on it from a technical stand¬ 
point? A. I had to pass on it from a technical standpoint, 
and everything was in Class-A shape. 

Q. And I understand that you consider that an outstand¬ 
ing installation of a broadcasting station? A. KSL is an 
outstanding installation. 

Q. Just tell us what your opinion is of Mr. Cope as a 
radio engineer, as to his competency in that line? A. Well, 
I might illustrate that by saying a little bit further about 
where I had seen Mr. Cope work. At the time I came out 
to install KSL I had occasion to inspect the transmitter that 
was operating at KSL before the installation of the new 
equipment, and I found that that, which is what we 
1180 would call a composite job, was in very good shape, 
and that it had been operating very satisfactorily. 

Now since that time, why Mr. Cope and the conlipany that 
Mr. Cope works for have installed a one kilowatt R. C. A. 
transmitter at KYA at San Francisco, and Mr. Cope again 
took the plans and so forth, and made the complete installa¬ 
tion, and all our engineers had to do on that job was to 
test the equipment again. And I would say tjhat again 
Mr. Cope did a very good job. 

And recently I was in Ogden, Utah and had oj 
inspect the station there, KLO. The reason I 
the station was that they are planning to increase

chase. They were also planning to use some of oilir vacuum 
tubes. And I was very much impressed in that installa¬ 
tion on the studio side of it, because they had used acoustic 
plaster there that was very extraordinary. I mean, I had 
never seen anything like it before, and it seemed to work 
out very well, and on investigating I found that Mr. Cope, 
with the aid of some plaster man in Ogden, Utah, had got¬ 
ten the thing out, and whatever it is it makes a very nice 
job, and the installation of the whole equipment j was very 
good. 
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By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Was that station under Mr. Cope’s supervision too? 
A. I understand that Mr. Cope made the complete instal¬ 
lation. That is, it is a composite job. 

Q. Well, then, from your opportunities of observation 
and acquaintance, just tell us what your opinion is 

1181 as to his competency—the competency of Mr. Cope? 
A. My opinion is that he is a very competent op¬ 
erating engineer. 

Q. You would say almost that he was an outstanding one 
in that line, would vou not ? A. I would sav so. 

Mr. Drain: You may inquire. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: No questions. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Drain: Mr. Cope. 

Mr. Cope: I have been sworn. 

Whereupon John M. Cope was called as a witness on 
behalf of Station KJR and, having been first duly sworn 
bv Commissioner Svkes, testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. You are John M. Cope? A. Yes. 

Q. And you are the radio engineer of KJR? A. That is 
my position. 

Q. How longi have you been with KJR, Mr. Cope? A. 
Approximately seven months. 

Q. About seven months? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What are your duties there? A. I have corn- 

1182 plete charge of the operation, installation and main¬ 
tenance of all of the technical properties of the 

Northwest Broadcasting System and their subsidiary or¬ 
ganizations. 

Q. Just tell us briefly what your previous training and 
experience has been in the radio engineering line. A. I 
have been actively engaged in experimental or commercial 
radio work for approximately 13 years. I have had ap¬ 
proximately four years of University education. And have 
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been actively engaged in commercial broadcasting for the 
last approximately ten years. 

Q. You had something to do with this Salt Lake Sta¬ 
tion—what is that, KSL? A. KSL. 

Q. What is that? A. That station was one of the origi¬ 
nal stations—that grew into the existing KSL—jwas one of 
the pioneers in the broadcasting field. As KZN| it was one 
of tlie first ten stations in the country. The Icall letters 
were changed and power increased from time tb time. 

Q. Were you the engineer of that station ajt the time 
they installed the new equipment? A. I was. j 

Q. That was put in under your direction and super¬ 
vision? A. It was, yes, sir. 

Q. Have you had anything to do with the installation of 
any other station? A. I have supervised the installations 
of approximately five or six stations during tfye last ten 
years. 

1183 Q. Just tell us what those are? A. Tlie original 
station of KZN, and the set-up, which was known 
as—or licensed under the call letters KFPT, which super¬ 
seded KZN, and then the installation of KSL, of KLO in 
Ogden, of KYA in San Francisco, and have done some con¬ 
sulting work on other stations in various parts of the 
country. 

Q. Just tell us briefly something about the general char¬ 
acteristics of the present transmitting equipment and 
station of KJR? A. The transmitter at KJR was installed 
in 1926. It is designed to deliver an output of 5,D00 watts. 
At the time of its installation many of the improvements 
that are now available in commercial transmitters had not 
been developed. But the transmitter in its present con¬ 
dition is operating satisfactorily and dependably. | It is put¬ 
ting out approximately 5,000 watts, and is being ijnodulated 
at approximately 40 per cent under existing conditions. 

Q. Have you measured the percentage of modulation? 
A. I have. 

Q. How did you measure it? A. I used one off the two 
accepted methods that can be employed in measuring the 
percentage modulation of a Heising system of njodulation 
such as is used at this station. And that of measuring the 
voltage increase across the modulation reactor, j Compar¬ 
ing that voltage increase as against the characteristics of 
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the vacuum tube as a power amplifier you can interpret 
that directly into percentage modulation. 

Q. Is that an accepted way of measuring the percentage 
of modulation in accordance with modern scientific 
1184 radio standards? A. I would say it is. 

Q. And you found that to be what? A. I found 
the peak modulation of the order of 40 per cent could be 
obtained. 

Q. Have you measured the power output? A. I have. 

Q. How did you do that? A. The substitution method, 
substituting resistance to balance out the natural resist¬ 
ance of the antenna system, and using that in the I-square 
R equation. Measuring the resistance at the same point 
that the current was measured I found the power to be ap¬ 
proximately 5,000 watts. 

Q. Is that method of measurement in accordance with 
modern scientific standards in radio? A. It is used by 
practically all of the leading engineers. 

Q. What personnel do you have out there at the trans¬ 
mitter? A. We have three station operators, licensed op¬ 
erators, who have had considerable experience in both 
ship-to-shore communication and the broadcast field. They 
all three have had considerable experience and are well 
qualified to do a good job. 

Q. Do vou consider them competent in everv wav? A. 
I do. 


Q. Now the station has applied for a construction permit 
to install a new transmitter. A. Yes, sir. 

1185 Q. Why is that? A. As I stated a few moments 
ago, at the time of the installation of the existing 
facilities many of the refinements that can be obtained in 
modern commercial equipment had not been developed. 
And we desired to increase our service area and to increase 
the value of that service within our existing area by taking 
advantage of these new features, higher percentage modu¬ 
lation, precision frequency control, greater audio frequency 
response or better quality, and other features of stability 
that were not available at the time of the installation of 
our existing facilities. 

Q. And, in brief, do you want the new equipment because 
you think you can make a better station out of it? A. That 
is the reason, yes, sir. 


mm 
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Q. Are you entirely satisfied with the present, site? A. 
We are not entirely satisfied. At the time of that installa¬ 
tion evidently not so much was known about the facts of 
geography, topography and geology as are k^iown today, 
and a number of these important factors weije not taken 
into consideration, and the result is that ground resistance 
is higher than it should be, and the distance fr<j>m the serv¬ 
ice area, or the local service area, is a little excessive, and 
we feel that we could improve the location for a (transmitter, 
and propose so to do. j 

Q. That is the reason you have asked for permission to 
make surveys in connection with the selection of a new 
site? A. Yes, sir, that is true. 

Q. In this application for a construction permit, 
11SG those parts of it dealing with the description of the 
apparatus and the location were made put by you? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Something was said the other day during this hear¬ 
ing in regard to the description of the site piajced in that 
application. You put that in there, did you? A|. I did, sir. 

Q. Well, just tell us how you put that in? Ai I outlined 
distances to various airports. But in the same Application 
I asked for permission to use portable transnjiitting and 
held strength measuring apparatus to determine definitely 
the proper location. I felt that it would be obvious, in view 
of asking permission to definitely locate the transmitter, 
that the various distances outlined were merely representa¬ 
tive, and that we proposed to keep at some distance and 
that distance from the various air lanes and tjhe various 
air ports. And that was the reason of putting it that way. 

Q. As I understand it then, because you had included in 
the same application a request for permission to use the 
portable apparatus for making tests of sites, you put the 
description of the location in there as a certain minimum, 
that any sites selected and recommended by you for ap¬ 
proval by the Commission would at least meet those re¬ 
quirements? A. At any one of our proposed sites or the 
sections that appeared to be right geographically, geo¬ 
logically and topographically and so on, we woubfl have ap¬ 
proximately that distance to the various air ports. Pos¬ 
sibly not in the same order as outlined in th^ applica-

yes, sir. 

Mr. Drain: You may inquire. 

Cross-examination. 


By Mr. Graham: 


Q. How long* after Mr. Pierce assumed charge of KJR 
did you enter the employ of the company? A. I couldn’t 
say exactly. I accepted employment here on the 13th of 
December. It happened to be a Friday. 

Q. And you started right to work on the equipment of 
KJR? A. I was called here originally in a consulting ca¬ 


pacity and did some work, and then left for a short period 
of time, and returned verv shortly thereafter and have 
been working since that time. 

Q. When did you return? A. The day before Christmas. 

Q. And you have since that time devoted all your time 
to the radio broadcasting stations operated by the North¬ 
west Broadcasting System? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What condition did you find the KJR broadcasting 
equipment in when you came on the job? A. At that time 
not the best. 

Q. In what respects? A. As nearly as I could tell they 
had changed engineers at the time of Mr. Pierce taking the 
organization over, but he did not seem to be quite as com¬ 
petent as he might have been, and the station—I 
1188 might put it this way, that he attempted to improve 
the efficiency of the transmitter, and not knowing 
enough to do it, he unbalanced the whole transmitter. And 
I was called over to straighten it out, which I did. 

Q. You don’t know how long that unbalanced condition, 
defective condition of the broadcasting equipment had ex¬ 
isted prior to your arrival? A. I do not. 

Q. Since that time you have been working at the equip¬ 
ment to improve it? A. Yes. 

Q. Would you say that you have improved it, Mr. Cope? 
A. I would, yes, sir, indeed.

Q. As compared to the condition the equipment was in 
at the lime you started to work on it and the condition at 
the present time, what would you say that yoij have done 
to improve it? A. I would say that 1 have worked the 
thing out to such a condition that it is stable, and for a 
transmitter of the vintage of 1926 it is very dependable, 
and 1 would say very efficient. 

Q. For a receiver of the composite constriction built 
originally in 1926? A. You mean a transmitter? 

Q. I mean a transmitter, yes. A. Yes. 

Q. Has the station been shut down at any time since you 
entered the employ of the company, for the purpose 

1189 of taking care of break-downs? A. On very rare 
occasions. The nature of the species calfs for that.

Q. What do you mean by ‘‘the nature of the species”, Mr. 
Cope? A. In my experience I have never fouled a trans¬ 
mitter yet that did not act up once in a while. 

Q. Well, a receiver of the type of KJR has a tendency 
to act up more than the laboratory type does? A. Trans¬ 
mitter? 

Q. Transmitter, yes. A. I would say so, v^s. And I 
stated a short time ago that one of the reasons we applied 
for permission to install a new transmitter was tjo take ad¬ 
vantage of the increased ability that the most modern 
facilities represent. 

Q. These modern facilities that you have beeij mention¬ 
ing have been available at all times since you entered the 
employ of the company, have they not, Mr. Cope? A. I 
would say so. 

Q. Yes. The transmitter has not been radically changed 
since you started working on it? The circuit and jthe equip¬ 
ment remain substantially the same, is that not correct? 
A. That is true. j 

Q. On January the 2nd there was a breakdown of some 
three or four hours? A. There was. 

Q. Yes? A. I don’t recall exactly the dat|e, but ap- 

1190 proximately that time. j 

Q. What was that caused by, Mr. Cope?! A. The 
water cooling system—one of the hose connection!;, because 
of electrolysis, gave out, and it was necessary to close 

50—5335a 
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down the transmitter and replace that, which does require 
a little time. 

Q. Since January the first up to June the 30th there have 
been 86 close-downs of the station? Is that correct? A. I 
could not sav as to that. 

Q. Well, is it approximately correct? A. I could not say. 

Q. If the log book shows it you would say that that is a 
fact? A. Yes, I would. 

Q. And of those break-downs, the time off the air, the 
schedule time, 14 hours and 36 minutes and 30 seconds 
transpired? A. I am not posted on those figures. 

Q. The log book shows it, so that is correct ? A. I would 
sav that that is correct. 

Q. Is that considered the “nature of the species” that 

you spoke of? Is that typical of a broadcasting station that 

you have worked with? A. Of a transmitter of that design 

I would sav that that is not out of order. 

* 

Q. Have you had that same experience with other broad¬ 
casting stations you have worked with? A. I have not, 
but I did not originallv build this. I might sav that when 
I did sav that it was not unusual—I have known of 
1191 such modern stations as KXX in Hollywood, one of 
the outstanding stations, to be out for periods of 
thirty hours at a time, so that fourteen hours over a period 
of seven months again does not appeal to me as being out 
of order. 

Q. KSL, the station that you installed in Salt Lake, is 
5,000 watts power, is it? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And KJK is 5,000 watts? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is the reasonable comparison of the signal 
strength which would be received within live miles of the 
two respective stations? A. Never having made compara¬ 
tive measurements I am not in a position to say. 

Q. Well, would you say that the signal strength of a 
signal from KJR would be of the same intensity within 
five miles of the station as the signal strength within five 
miles of KSL? A. No, I would not. 

Q. Well, they are both 5,000 watts. How do you account 
for the discrepancy? A. Because KSL incorporates fea¬ 
tures that were not known at the time that the original 
KJR was installed. It is a modern, standard product of 
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the Radio Corporation of America, which lias some advan¬ 
tages over most any composite transmitter. 

Q. Well, I understood you to say that I\JR was putting 
out 5,000 watts of power? A. True. 

1192 Q. And that being the case, the intensity of the 
signal would be the same if it is actually putting it 

out as any other station putting out 5,000 watts of power? 

A. I would sav not. 

•> 

Q. Explain that answer. A. The power of a station in 
general terms represents the range that the carrier wave 
extends over. But within that service area the effectiveness 
of a station is a function of the percentage modulation of 
that station. That is definitely proved by the facf that two 
stations, both operating on a power of 5,000 watts, if you 
decrease the percentage modulation of one anc. increase 
that of the other, the one with greater percentage modula¬ 
tion will be infinitely more effective. 

By Commissioner Sykes: Right there may I break in for 
just a moment? Would you give us the modulation then of 
these two stations? A. KSL represents a peak modulation 
of from 80 to 85 per cent. 

Q. This station, KJR, I believe you testified h^d a per¬ 
centage modulation of about 40, a while ago? A. Yes, sir.

Commissioner Sykes: Excuse me. Go ahead.

Q. You say the peak modulation. You mean byjthat that 
station KJR at all times is modulated 40 per cenf:? A. It 
is not. I said the peak modulation. 

Q. Yes. Well, what is the actual modulation, average 
percentage of modulation? A. Different cjperators 

1193 adhere to different principles of monitoring which 
entirely determines the relation between thei average 

and the peak modulation. I have instructed the operators to 
maintain an average on syllable notes of within 25 per cent 
of crescendo modulation, allowing a reserve of 25 per cent 
for peaks and expression. 

Q. Well then, putting it in percentage what would that 
be? A. Approximately 30 per cent, the way we operate. 

Q. In order to get the peak modulation is it not necessary 
to take the modulator grid positive approximately 25 or 
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more “mills”? A. Our present set-up works out about 
that way, yes. 

Q. Well now, when you do that don’t you notice serious 
distortion in the signal, Mr. Cope? A. Not audible distor¬ 
tion, no. 

Q. It depends on how sensitive a man’s ear is whether it 
is audible or hot, isn’t that the fact, Mr. Cope? A. The 
auditory nerve, as vou suggest, is verv inaccurate, and I 
have never found any one yet well qualified enough to notice 
serious distortion with his ear. 

Q. Well, would you say that a station modulating 80 to 
85 per cent is vastly in excess of the correct amount of 
modulation? A. It is possible to modulate 100 per cent, or 
completely. 

Q. Well, without noticing serious distortion would you 
say that 85 per cent is a practical percentage of 
1194 modulation? A. It can be accomplished. 

Q. Yes. And as compared to a 40 per cent modu¬ 
lated or a 30 per cent modulated signal you say that there is 
no audial difference in the quality of signal? A. Do you 
mean quality of signal disregarding effectiveness as be¬ 
tween two percentages of modulation? 

Q. No, I mean by that the distortion quality that is pres¬ 
ent in the signal. A. Well, I do not believe I get your ques¬ 
tion. It does not make any difference up to 100 per cent, 
provided the equipment is of proper design as far as quality 
of reproduction is concerned. Percentage modulation does 
not affect quality if the equipment is designed to handle that 
percentage modulation. 

Q. Well, when you get a 40 per cent modulated signal by 
taking the modulator grid positive 25 “mills”, we will say, 
theoretically there is distortion, isn’t there? A. There is 
theoretical distortion, yes. 

Q. Yes. And you say that that is not present on a station 
of the type of KSL that modulates 80 or 85 per cent? A. 
There is a slight amount of theoretical distortion, but less, 
I will admit. 

Q. Not to any extent that is present in a 40 per cent 
modulated signal over KJR ? A. Well, as a comparison of 
the two stations, I would say that KJR introduces a little 
more theoretical distortion, yes. But I further say that I 
have never found the ear yet that could detect that theoreti¬ 
cal distortion in practical listening. 
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1195 Q. 'Well, vou mean bv that that vou had never 
found anybody who would say that there is the dis¬ 
tortion present? You do not know that there are not people 
who could detect it? I mean by that, your experience has 
been that no one as yet has detected it that you pave talked 
to? A. That was mv statement. 

Q. How much distortion can be introduced before the ear 
can detect it, Mr. Cope? A. Up to the point where the ear 
does detect it, that is about all I can say. There have never 
been any figures available to characterize that condition. 

Q. How do you account for the fact, Mr. Cope, that in 
the University District the volume signal strength received 
by a receiving set of KJR’s signal is about eqfial to the 
volume received on that same receiving set in the pame loca¬ 
tion from a 50-watt Western Electric transmitter about the 
same distance away, or 100-watt composite transmitter also 
about the same distance away? A. I could introduce any 
number of theoretical reasons, but possibly could not attach 
any one of them to that particular case. The pattern of dis¬ 
tribution of stations—of all stations—varies in different 
communities. In other words, I dare say it is impossible to 
have uniform intensity of a signal from any stations in all 
directions. As to the exact conditions that exist atj the point 
you refer to—provided that is the case—there copld be any 
number of reasons. T have not personally made a Isurvey of 
conditions in that district, and I am not qualified, therefore, 
to say. 

1196 Q. Well, would you say that the equipment, broad¬ 
casting equipment that is used by KJR accounts for 

it—would account for it? A. Not for that difference, not 
bv any means. 

0. Would vou sav that' this defect that vou have noted 

v v * v 

in the location of the station—that poor ground would have 
something to do with it? A. It might. j 

Q. Would you say that the fact that KJR’s broadcasting 
equipment is of 1926 and has not the improvement.^ that the 
Western Electric transmitter that I referred to Inis, might 
have something to do with it? A. I would not sajy that it 
could possibly account for the difference—for the compari¬ 
son— 

Q. I asked you if it might have something to do with it ? 
A. Oh, it might have something to do with it. 
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Q. Yes. Do you know when KOMO was installed? A. I 
do not. 

Q. You are not familiar with the fact that KOMO was 
also installed in 1926? A. I am familiar with the fact that 
it was brought up to date some little time thereafter. 

Q. Well, KJK was not brought up to date at some little 
time thereafter? A. KOMO being a standard transmitter, 
and the Western Electric Company developing those fea¬ 
tures, made it readily accessible for KOMO, whereas no 
such equipment which was applicable to our case was ever 
made available. 

1197 Q. Would you say that the replacement of the 
present equipment of KJK with a modern labora¬ 
tory-built one k. w. transmitter would give them practically 
the same service area coverage? A. At the same location? 

Q. The same location. A. Xo, in my opinion I would say 
not. 


Q. Well, now, suppose the location was a good location? 
A. Well, it would depend upon how good the location. 

Q. Well, the location showing the field intensity measure¬ 
ments that you have examined pertaining to the proposed 
site of station KOMO? A. It seems to me that is entirely 
problematical* and I am not qualified to make that compari¬ 
son. 

Q. Well, what would you state to be the service area of 

a modern laboratory-built one k. w. transmitter, say, such 

as KYA, with a 100 per cent modulation, as compared to 

KJR’s present transmitter with 40 per cent modulation? 

A. It would be verv difficult to sav. I have never made anv 

* *’ • 

comparative measurements. i 

Q. Well, it .would be considerably more, would it not? 
Larger? A. The ratio of effectiveness as against power 
would bo considerably increased with higher percentage 
modulation at lower power. But as to the exact compari¬ 
son I do not say that I am qualified to pass judgment. 

Q. Is not KVA, as a matter of fact, giving better service 
area coverage right now with one k. w. than KJK is 


1198 giving with 5 k. w.? A. Xo, I could not say that that 
condition is true. 

Q. Is there any great difference in service area cover¬ 
age? A. The geographic conditions surrounding the 
two- 
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Q. I asked you if the service area coverage is jrery differ¬ 
ent; not the reasons for perhaps a difference oif a non-dif¬ 
ference, but is there- A. I have never made compre¬ 

hensive tests of the two, and I am not qualified to say. 

Q. Well, you installed KYA? A. I did, indeed. 

Q. And you have observed its coverage? A. ![ was there 
for one day after it went on the air, which did no: enable me 
to make very extensive field strength measurements. 

Q. Well, you are familiar with the laboratory calcula¬ 
tions as to what that transmitter can do? Yoi^ went into 
that, before it was installed, didn’t you, Mr. Cope? A. 
Based upon the assumption that: all other conditions are 
ideal, which remains to be proven. 

Q. Well, was there anything present in the installation 
or anv other circumstances which indicate that the labora- 
tory calculations as to what that transmitter could do would 
not and was not borne out in the actual operation? A. The 
factory or the laboratory specifications, as you refer to 
them, give a 1,000 watt modern transmitter an effective 
service area of 20 miles. So that we can not base very 
much upon that. In my experience the effective area of a 
modern 1,000 watt station is far beyond tl^ose limits. 
1199 Those are the only limits and specifications that I 
can refer to, as as the factory is concerned 

Q. As I understand it, you do not want to make any ob¬ 
servation as to the comparative service area cojverage by 
the two stations, KYA and KJR? A. I do not say that I 
do not want to. I am not able to, because I havq not made 
extensive enough studies of the two in question to answer 
intelligently. 

o v 

Q. How much do you expect to increase your service area 
of Station KJR if the proposed construction (permit is 
granted and a 5 k. w. modern broadcasting transmitter is 
installed? A. I would say 50 per cent. 

Q. Suppose that were just a one k. w. transmitter, how 
much would you expect to increase it? A. I do ndt say that 
I would expect to increase it at all with one k. w. 

Q. Would you expect to about equal it? A. No, I do not 
believe that we would equal it. 

Q. How much would you fall short? A. That,} again, is 
entirely problematical. 

Q. If, in fact, you did increase the service ar^a 50 per 
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cent by the installation of this new equipment, and chain 
programs were broadcast over three stations, at Seattle, 
Portland and Spokane now operated by the Northwest 
Broadcasting System, would not the service area of the re¬ 
spective stations overlap considerably? A. I think not 

Q. What would you approximate the effective serv- 

1200 ice area of a 5 k. w. transmitter? A. Commercially, 
from an engineering standpoint it is supposed to be 

50 miles under the various conditions. 

Q. An average service area of 50 miles ? A. That is true. 
Q. Of a one k. w. transmitter? A. Twenty miles. 

Q. Of a 15 k. w. ? A. Effectiveness and power increase 
as a function of the square of increased power. It can 
be worked out for any power. 

Q. Well now, can you calculate that in a moment as to 
the respective service area coverages of the 1, 5 and the 
15 k. w.? A. 15 kilowatts should increase the service area 
of a station approximately 41 per cent over that of a 5,000 
watt station, reduced mathematically. 

Q. Well, then, that would be approximately about 70 
miles for 15 k. w.? A. Approximately that. 

Q. As a matter of fact that is exceeded, is it not, in actual 
practice? That is conservative, very conservative? A. 
That is the basis of comparison that they work the thing 
out from an engineering standpoint. 

Q. Well, from your experience with modern broadcast 
transmitters do you not find that the effective service area 
is greatly in excess of that? A. Depending upon the time 
of dav and the seasons of the vear, at times it is greatlv 
exceeded. 

1201 Q. Well, we will assume the average service area 
covered at night. Would vou sav that it would be as 

much as 100 miles for 5 k. w.? A. KSL’s transmitter is 
consistentlv heard in Hawaii in the evening, and verv often 
in Australia and New Zealand and the Orient. 

Q. Well, would you call that effective service area cov¬ 
erage? A. I would not. 

Q. Is it heard in San Francisco or Los Angeles? A. 
Yes. 

Q. Would you call that effective service area coverage? 
A. From a commercial standpoint, no. 

Q. Why? A. Because it does not put a competitive sig- 
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nal into those communities. The signal is interfered with 
by the various agencies of interference, making the signal 
less enjoyable to listen to than local stations, anil therefore 
you do not regard it as being competitive to the local sta¬ 
tions, and that area I would not include in its normal serv¬ 
ice area. 

Q. Mr. Cope, have you been given free range since you 
have been in the employ of the Northwest Broadcasting 
System to make any and all improvements deemed by you 
necessary or desirable to remedy the existing defect in 
KJR’s broadcast equipment? A. With certain limitations, 
yes. 

Q. Have you done all that you think cou|ld be done 

1202 to put the present transmitter into the highest oper¬ 
ating efficiencv and condition? A. Within reason I 

would sav ves. 

•/ * 

Q. What do you mean by “within reason”? Ho you 
mean without spending a great amount of money? A. In 
balancing 1 lie economic factors that enter into it as against 
the mechanical and electrical improvements to be obtained. 

Q. Well, 1 gather from that that by spending enough 
money you could improve it over what it is now, is that 
the fact ? A. We propose to put in new facilities 

Q. I am speaking now of using the present Equipment 
and making such necessary replacements as would improve 
it considerably. A. We could undoubtedly improve the 
transmitter some. There are a lot of inherent conditions 
that can not be corrected without moving. We jnive con¬ 
sidered for some little time the advisability of {jutting in 
new equipment. From an economic standpoint we do not 
feel justified in going to tremendous expense in bringing 
the efficiency of this transmitter up to its highest point, in 
view of the fact of that anticipation. I 

Q. Would it cost more than $75,000 to put th<j> present 
transmitter up into operating efficiency on the phr with a 
laboratory-built apparatus? A. I personally believe that 
it is impossible for any one individual or any group of in¬ 
dividuals that you will find in the broadcast] stations 

1203 of the country to compete with the Radio Corpora¬ 
tion of America, or Western Electric in the construc¬ 
tion of a transmitter. 
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Q. Now you mean by that compete from the standpoint 
of putting out a service to the public, to the radio listen¬ 
ing public? A. I mean that is to develop facilities that are 
as efficient, dependable, with as high a quality. In other 
words, to duplicate the facilities that you can purchase 
from the companies mentioned. 

Q. You mean by facilities, service to the public? A. I 
do not. I have reference to the equipment. 

Q. Well, the equipment has a close relation to the service 
which a radio broadcasting station renders to the public, 
has it not? A. And reflects that service in the quality of 
the equipment, of course. 

Q. In the tour yesterday I noticed a large tank, water 
tank, cooling apparatus in Station KJR. What is that, 
Mr. Tope? A. That is a refrigeration plant to cool the 
circulating water that circulates around the plates of the 
water-cooled tubes. 

Q. Did you ever see such an apparatus in use by any 
other broadcasting station? A. I have not. And at the 
same time I have never seen any other system that would 
keep the plates of water-cooled tubes at as low a tempera¬ 
ture. 

Q. Would that increase the efficiency of the tube? A. To 
a certain limit, ves. 

1204 Q. Is it equal to represent a justification for the 
cost of installing refrigerating equipment in broad¬ 
casting station^ generally? A. I might say that that equip¬ 
ment was installed at a time when they were experimenting 
with 20,000 watts. Were using six rectifier tubes and a 
number of power amplifier and modulator tubes. And at 
that time there was no radiator and blower system of the 
conventional manner available to adequately take care of’ 
the temperature they dealt with. It would not be necessary 
for our present requirements. 

Q. Modern broadcasting transmitters at that time that 
they were experimenting did not use refrigerator equip¬ 
ment to cool their tubes, did they? A. Not necessarily. 


Mr. Graham: That is all. 
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Redirect examination.

By Mr. Drain: 

i 

Q. Mr. Cope, KJR’s transmitter operates 20 hours a day, 
does it not ? A. Week days, yes. 

Q. On week days, yes. And of course the longer a trans¬ 
mitter is operating the less silent time there is for repair, 
is there not? A. Yes, true. 

Q. And also the greater strain on the equipment? A. 
True. 

Q. Do you consider a 5,000 watt transmitter with a 10,000 
watt amplifier to be a 15,000 watt transmitter? A. 
1205 It absolutely is not. 

Q. Just explain that answer? Amplify it? A. 
The power of a transmitter is determined by the ratings 
of the last stage by the last power amplifier. If you add a 
10-watt amplifier the power of that final stage amplifier 
represents the power output of the station, A|nd a 5,000 
watt fundamental station with a 10,000 watt amplifier does 
not represent 15 kilowatts in any sense of the word. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. 

Recross-examination. 

Bv Mr. Graham: 

Q. The government also expects that from tneasuring 
the actual power in the antenna as the power of the station? 
You actually know whether a 5 k. w. transmitter with a 
10,000 watt amplifier would not actually put out f^,000 watts 
of power in the antenna? A. I have been told byjthe Radio 
Corporation of America that the 10 kilowatt amplifier—I 
might say we have made inquiry with the idea of determin¬ 
ing the advisability of applying for more powerr-we have 
not felt justified—but they maintain that by attaching a 
10 kilowatt amplifier- 

Q. Just a minute. You are not answering my question. 
My question was: Could the apparatus that I referred to 
put 15,000 watts of power into the antenna? AL No, sir, 
and not modulate up to the percentage modulation that it 
would be capable of at 10,000 watts power. 
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Q. And you base your statement on what you have been 
told by somebody else? A. By the Radio Corpora- 

1206 tion of America and by an analysis of the factors that 
enter into it that I have analvzed myself. 

Mr. Graham; That is all. 

Redirect examination. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. As a matter of general practice, Mr. Cope, as a mat¬ 
ter of the generally accepted radio practice, what is the 
usual increase up above 5,000 watts, going up to get more 
power ? Where does it usually jump to in the minds of the 
engineers? A. Usually from 5,000 to 50,000 watts. 

Q. And in between that- A. The general concensus 

is that it is not justified, balancing economic factors as 
against increased effectiveness. 

Mr. Drain: That is all. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Funkhouser: Charles H. Howell. Be sworn, will you, 
Mr. Howell, please. 

(The witness was duly sworn by Commissioner Sykes.) 

Whereupon Charles H. Howell was called as a witness 
on behalf of Station KJR and, having been first dulv sworn 
by Commissioner Sykes, testified as follows: 

Direct examination. 

Bv Mr. Funkhouser:

Q. AVill you state your name, Mr. Howell? A. Charles 
H. Howell. 

1207 Q. W r hat are your activities, your business? A. 
Banking. 

Q. What bank? A. First Seattle Dexter Horton National 
Bank. 

Q. You were subpoenaed to come here, were you not, Mr. 
Howell? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Mr. Howell, do you know Mr. A. E. Pierce? A. Yes, 
sir. 
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Q. How long have you known Mr. Pierce? j A. Fifteen 
years. 

Q. Has it been a limited or close acquaintance? A. Very 
close. 

Q. Do you regard him as a man of integrity and good 
business ability and standing in the community?| A. Yes. 

Q. Are his business activities of substantial j importance 
in this community? A. Yes. j 

Q. What are some of the institutions he is connected with 
and at the head of, and responsible for their existence? A. 
He is vice-president and chief executive of the Home Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Association. About $4,000,000 deposits. He 
is president of the Washington Loan and Securities Com¬ 
panies. Which is a substantial concern. He is president of 
the General Discount and Mortgage Company, which has a 
paid-in capital of about a half a million dollars. 

Q. Is he successful in the operations of these in- 
1208 stitutions? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you loan him money on these corporations? 
A. Yes, occasionally, whenever they want it. 

Q. To what extent do you usually loan him njtoney? A. 
Well, we have indicated our willingness to loan| the Home 
Savings and Loan up to a total of $250,000. [They have 
never used that. We have loaned Mr. Pierce I Ijhink up to 
$75,000, for which he has put up collateral—Liberty Bonds. 
The other concerns never borrowed from us. Never asked 
that sort of accommodations. 

Q. Do they carry substantial balances with you? A. Yes, 
very. 

Q. Do they use you to any undue extent in these ventures? 
A. No. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Take the witness. 

Cross-examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: j 

; 

Q. Mr. Howell, you have not loaned, I believe ybu say, to 
the Home Savings and Loan? A. I said what? 

Q. I believe you said you have not made any lo^ns to the 
Home Savings and Loan ? A. I said we have indicated our 
willingness to loan them up to that. Yes, they have bor- 
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rowed, but not up to the extent we have indicated our will¬ 
ingness to loan them. 

Q. Do you know the Fishers here? A. Very well. 

Q. What is their standing here? A. Verv out- 
standing. 

1209 Q. How much would your bank loan the Fishers? 

Mr. Funkhouser: Again we would admit, to expedite this 
ease, that thev have all the monev necessarv—oodles of it. 
No necessity to take up the time of the court on this ques¬ 
tion any more. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. What is the standing of the Fishers here, Mr. Howell? 
A. Excellent. 

Q. Excellent;? A. Excellent. Outstanding. 

Q. Are you familiar with their radio station? A. Yes. 

Q. That is an outstanding radio station, is it not? A. 
Yes. 

Q. Good programs? A. Yes. 

Q. Consistently good service? A. Yes. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is all. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all, thank you, Mr. Howell. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Drain: We will recall Mr. Smart. 

Whereupon Thomas F. Smart was recalled as a witness 
on behalf of Station KJR and, having been previously duly 
sworn, further testified as follows:

(List of KJR advertisers using station at the present 
time was marked KJR Exhibit 7 and filed witli the Com¬ 
mission.) 

Mr. Drain: Do you wish to examine that before I pro¬ 
ceed, Mr. Littlepage? 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: No. Go ahead. 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Mr. Smart, have you also prepared a tabulation show¬ 
ing the list of advertisers who have used KJR f^*om Janu¬ 
ary first, 1930 to July 10th, 1930? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is that the tabulation (indicating paper) | A. Yes, 
sir. 

Q. Is it true and correct? A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Drain: I offer it in evidence. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let it be marked. 

1211 (List of advertisers who have used Station KJR 
from January 1st, 1930, to July 10, 1930, whs marked 
KJR Exhibit 8, and filed with the Commission.) 

By Mr. Drain: 

Q. Mr. Smart, there was introduced at one of our hear¬ 
ings here a tabulation showing the operating cost and in¬ 
come of KJR from January to June, inclusive, being labeled 
as KJR Exhibit No. 3. I will ask you to look at tpe figures 
given under the heading ‘ 4 Production’’ and tell me whether 
you know of your own knowledge whether those are true 
and correct? A. Yes, sir, I do. 

Q. Do you know of your own knowledge now, taking the 
item of “Talent”, that for January KJR spent sj>6,545 for 
talent? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And for the month of February, $6,307 for thlent? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. And for the month of March of this year, $8,409.70 for 
talent? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And for the month of April, $8,438.90? A. Yes. 

Q. And for the month of May, $7,992.50? A. Y^s, sir. 

Q. And the month of June, $7,813? A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. And under this heading of “Production” in this KJR 
Exhibit No. 3, Mr. Smart, there are listed these items: 
“Studio Salary, Talent, Copyright Fees, Studio 

1212 Expense, Piano Rent, Records, Continuity (Spe¬ 
cial).” You have checked those items? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And you know that the totals given for the respective 
months in this Exhibit under those items are correct? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. That is,! for the month of January, $8,823? A. Yes, 
sir. 

Q. And for'the month of February, $8,807.01? A. Yes, 
sir. 

Q. And for the month of March, $10,401.21? A. Yes, sir. 
Q. And for;the month of April, $10,732.31? A. Yes. 

Q. And for the month of May, $10,414.45? A. Yes. 

Q. And for the month of June, $10,209.58? A. Yes, sir. 
Q. How is your ordinary continuity charged in the run- 
nine: of vour station here? It comes under the “Studio 
Salary”? A. It comes under the studio salary, yes. 

Q. What does this “Continuity (Special)” mean? A. 
This “Continuity (Special)” means at any time, for in¬ 
stance when we have a play on called “Harper’s Corners”, 
that comes under “Special Continuity”, or at any time 
anything special in which we have to employ outside help 
to write the continuity. 

1213 Q. Without taking up the other different items, 
Mr. Smart, of this KJR Exhibit Xo. 3, Mr. Provine 

testified as taken from vour books and records, do vou 
know as a matter of fact that the figures shown on this 
exhibit are true and correct? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. As a matter of fact you know that? A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Drain: You may inquire. 

Cross-examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. I notice here among these advertisers, “Dean Rectal 
& Colon Clinic”. A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know Dr. Dean? A. I know Dr. Dean per¬ 
sonally. 

Q. When did you see Dr. Dean last? A. I saw Dr. Dean 
last in February. 
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Q. Where did you see him? A. In the studios of KJR. 

Q. In the studios of KJR here? A. Yes. I think it was 
in February. 

Q. As a matter of fact have you heard that there was a 
warrant out for his arrest if he entered the State of Wash¬ 
ington? A. I don’t know that, no. 

Q. Have you had any protests of the Public Health 
League of the city of Seattle against putting that Dean 
program on? A. We have not. 

1214 Q. Do you know whether Mr. Pierce jor anybody 
received a letter from them about that? A. I 

couldn’t say about that. 

Q. Did Mr. Pierce ever call to your attention any letter 
that he may have received? A. I don’t believp he has, to 
my knowledge. 

Q. Where is Dr. Dean now? A. That I could not say. 

Q. He is not in Seattle, is he? A. We do obr business 
strictly with the Seattle office. I could not tell you where 
Dr. Dean is. 

Q. Well, that is one of the advertisements tljiat you are 
putting on now? A. For the corporation, yes. | 

Q. Yes. And they ask you to send for a booklet. Did 
you ever read that booklet? A. I never have. 

Q. Never have? A. No. 

Q. You don’t know what kind of literature is coming into 
the hands of the people that listen to this Dr. Dean Clinic 
stuff over the radio then, do you? A. No, I really don’t 
know what kind of book they send out. 

Q. And you never have sent for and got one of those 
books? A. No, I never have. 

Q. Did you ever see any one that sent and got pne? A. I 
don’t know offhand. 

1215 Q. Did you ever see any one that read one? A. 
No, I don’t know any one that did. 

Q. In other words, you are advertising a booklet over 
your radio that vou never saw or read, or do not know 
what is in it, is that so? A. We have advertised for them 
to send for the Booklet, that is true. 

Q. Yes. And that is sent out over KJR? A. Yes. 

Q. And you don’t know what is in that book, or what 
the people get when they read it? A. No, I really do not. 

Q. Does Mr. Pierce send you, as the man in charge of

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this, any letters or communications he receives by the offi¬ 
cials of Seattle in reference to any of these programs? A. 
He usually turns over everything he receives. 

Q. You never saw anything about this? A. No. 

Q. Do you know Helen Wilcox? A. No, I don’t believe 
I do. 

Q. Do you know who the Secretary of the Seattle Public 
Health League is? A. No. 

Q. Were you ever in touch with them? A. No. 

Q. Did you ever ask them anything about this thing? 
A. Never had occasion to, no. 

Q. Did you ever see that book (exhibiting same to 
121G tlie witness) ! A. 1 never have. 

Q. Do you know whether that is the book that is 
advertised over KJR? A. I couldn’t say so, I am sure. 

Q. In other words, it does not make any difference to you 
what the book is, does it, that they advertise- 

Mr. Funkhouser: Your Honor, this has proceeded far 
enough. We object to such insinuations as have gone on 
here. It is unnecessary. 

Commissioner Sykes: The witness’ answer is that he 
has never seen the book. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Yes. 

Mr. Funkhouser: And why go further when lie savs he 
has not ? If vou have witnesses to introduce concerning it, 
introduce it that wav. That is the wav to do the thing. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: And furthermore, the policy 
of a radio station that advertises booklets without know¬ 
ing what thev are, without knowing what is going to the 
public from their station repeatedly—that is a matter of 
policy- 

Mr. Funkhouser: If you want to question the matter of 
the program, that is a different thing, and to be done in a 
different wav. 

Mr. Tlvunas P. Littlepage: That is precisely what I am 
questioning. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Yes. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: And in this way. 

Commissioner Sykes: Any other questions of this wit¬ 
ness? 

Mr. Funkhouser: I did not get the court’s ruling. 

V.- V. 
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Commissioner Sykes: Well, there is no answer to 

1217 that question so far as that is concerned. I am ask¬ 
ing if there are any further questions. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Just one question, your 
Honor. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. You advertise the ‘‘Painless Parker” dehtists too? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know about them? A. I know them to be a 
corporation of very good standing, yes, and their service 
to be excellent. 

Q. Have you ever made any inquiry of the Better Busi¬ 
ness Bureau in reference to any of these advertisers? A. 
Xo, we never have. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: That is all. 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is all. 

(Witness excused.) 

Commissioner Svkes: Call vour next witness.! 

* * 

Mr. Funkhouser: Now at this time, your Hondr, we also 
have some affidavits to introduce into the record—a grand 
total of 12,713. Now instead of dragging them all out here 
and displaying them, we have them nicely put away here in 
a trunk so they are accessible to the opposing counsel of 
KOMO, and we wish to have them marked in one Exhibit— 
they are all in this trunk—if that is satisfactory. They are 
neatly and nicely arranged, and if the Reporter Will mark 
these we will put them all in our trunk. We offer them. 

Commissioner Sykes: They will be marked, subject, of 
course to the admissibility the same as the other affidavits. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Yes, certainly. 

1218 (A trunk containing 12,713 affidavits was marked 
KJR Exhibit 9.) 

(This trunk full of affidavits was, at the direction of Com¬ 
missioner Sykes, forwarded to the Federal Radio Commis¬ 
sion at Washington, D. C. by Station KJR.) 

Mr. Funkhouser: Now of these 12,713 affidavits we have 
11.557 of them from 26 different counties in the State of 
Washington. 
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We have 1156 from foreign countries and 29 other dif¬ 
ferent States!in the Union, making affidavits from 30 dif¬ 
ferent states. 

We have affidavits from 26 different counties. 

We have an affidavit here from London, England. 

We have one here from Honolulu. 

We have 519 affidavits from Canada. 

We have affidavits from Mayors of cities of the State of 
Washington to a total of 12. 

Ten Superior Court Judges of King County have sent 
in affidavits. 

Four Superior Court Judges of Spokane County. 

One Superior Court Judge of Lincoln County sent in an 
affidavit. 

And two Justices from Spokane County.

I shall not read all of them. It is a long list here of 
these special affidavits. I might say they consist in two 
forms. The special affidavits are a part of KJR’s exhibit— 
a package. The others are general exhibits. 

Commissioner Sykes: I am going to make the same re¬ 
quest of counsel for KJR that I made of counsel for KOMO. 
That is to say, I want you gentlemen to ship these affidavits 
to us in Washington. If possible you might get them all 
in the same box. That is, the affidavits for both sides. If 
you do they would have to be separated, of course. But 
I will leave that with vou. But I want vou gentlemen to 
ship those to the Federal Radio Commission, Washington, 
D. C., and mark on the outside, “Attention of E. 0. Sykes", 
and also mark on there, “Affidavits in contest between 
KJR and KOMO" so thev will know exactlv what thev are

if they get there before 1 do. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Mr. Funkhouser, how many 
affidavits are vou offering? 

Commissioner Svkes: He said 12,713. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: I call the Court’s attention 
then that in this affidavit primary which has been 
1222 conducted KOMO wins by 12,000 majority. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Dollars or affidavits? 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Both. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Of course we cannot read all these 
affidavits, but we do want to read some of them. And, by 
the way, I want to tell the Court at this time that each and 
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every one of KJR’s affidavits that were secured in the 
city of Seattle or in larger towns have the street address 
of each affiant so that that particular affiant coiild be found 
if it were necessarv or desirable. 

Here is one from King County, from Selma A. Nelson 
that: j 

“I am Executive Secretary of the Seattle Produce Credit 
Bureau, and a resident of Seattle; I am a frequent radio 
listener; I was requested by representatives of KOMO to 
sign an affidavit in their behalf in which they petitioned 
for additional power for their station. It was represented 
to me at the time of signing that such action, if granted, 
would have no effect on other radio stations; I have since 
found that this is not the case and that the '.petition of 
KOMO, if granted, would cause a reduction in power of sta¬ 
tion KJR; I would not have signed said petition had I 
known that it would have any detrimental effect on sta¬ 
tion KJR for the reason that KJR is my preference of 
Northwest Stations.’’ | 

i 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Are you introducing that affi¬ 
davit ? 

Mr. Funkhouser: I am introducing that affidavit with all 
the rest of my affidavits. As a part of the exhibit. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: We object to this affidavit. 

This affidavit not onlv has some conclusions in it, 
1223 but it has some statements of fact that are not true. 

There is no showing here that if we are successful 
in this application that KJR’s power is going to be reduced. 
We do not know where it is going to be assigned. 

Mr. Funkhouser: There is no use of arguing. jThey have 
been admitted along the same line. Here is another affi¬ 
davit from Doris Rae Keeler: 

* 4 That I am an attorney at law’ of the city of Seattle, and 
a frequent radio listener; I v’as requested by representa¬ 
tives of KOMO to sign an affidavit in their behalf in which 
they petitioned for additional pov’er for their station. It 
v’as represented to me at the time of signing that such ac¬ 
tion, if granted, would have no effect on other ^adio sta¬ 
tions; I have since found that this is not the cas^ and that 
the petition of KOMO, if granted, would cause a reduction 
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in power of station KJR; I would not have signed said 
petition had I known that it would have any detrimental 
effect on station KJR for the reason that KJR is my pref¬ 
erence of Northwest Stations/’ 


Mr. Funkhouser: Much has been heard here, your Honor, 
about this man Wilson that they brought down here who 
testified in this court that he was paid for each affidavit, 
running up to some $500 that he had received then, and lie 
anticipated more money. Here is an affidavit from the same 
Club of which he is President, an affidavit signed by Ernest 
Hawkins, Secretary: 

1224 “At an Executive meeting of the Victoria Radio 
Club, Inc., held on July 3rd, 1930, at the home of the 
President, Mr. J. Fyfe-Wilson, I was instructed to call 
your attention to a letter sent to vou bv the club on Decern- 
her 13th, 1929, complimenting your station on its past pro¬ 
grams and asking that you be put on full time on your 
newly allotted wave channel. 

“This letter is to remind that vou that the Victoria Radio 
Club, Inc., is on record in your favor, and that now, since 
you are still operating on 970 kilocycles, the proposed 
change not having been put into effect, we wish to state 
that we would greatly appreciate you being unmolested in 
any way, because KJR is one of the very best stations we 
are privileged to enjoy.” 


That is an affidavit concerning the meeting at the same 
man’s home that came down here and testified that lie was 
receiving huge sums of monev to collect affidavits. 

Here is another affidavit from a man named R. W. 
Vaughn, who, being first duly sworn on oath says that: 


“I am a resident of Tacoma, Pierce County, Washington. 
That on the 2nd day of June, 1930 a gentleman came into 
my office stating to me that he was working for a law firm 
representing KOMO, Seattle, and was endeavoring to get 
an affidavit signed for the purpose of securing a new wave 
channel for station KOMO with less interference. 

“I asked him what channel thev were trving to get and 
after considerable hesitation he said thev were after 
KJR’s clear channel. I felt that this amounted to misrep- 
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1225 resentation as the affidavit he asked me tp sign said 
nothing whatsoever about the channel KOMO wanted. 

“I refused to sign the affidavit offered and no one else in 
this office signed it. However, I have talked wfth several 
other people not connected with this office and find they 
signed an affidavit for KOMO but would not likve signed 
the same had they known it was an endorsement for KOMO 
to get KJR’s channel.” 

There was much said about the Congregational Church. 
Here is an affidavit with respect to that: 

“The undersigned, being first duly sworn, deposes and 
says: 

“I am a resident of the City of Seattle, Washington and 
a regular attendant of Plymouth Congregational Church 
in Seattle; I attended the morning service at spid church 
Sunday, June 8th, 1930, which service was, as ijisual, con¬ 
ducted by Rev. L. Wendell Fifield and broadcast (jver Radio 
Station KOMO. During this service, Rev. Fifield an¬ 
nounced that Radio Station KOMO was making application 
to the Federal Radio Commission for a more favorable 
wave length and for an increase of power; that affidavits 
favoring such application had been prepared find would 
be found in the pews and in the foyer, available Jo all who 
desired to evidence their approval thereof; tliaj such in¬ 
crease of power and change of wave length would be very 
beneficial to Station KOMO and would increase the area 
over which the church services would be hpard: that 

1226 these changes would not in any wav affect lanv other 
Radio Station and that favorable action on these 

affidavits was recommended. 

“Being aware that, if granted, the contemplated changes 
asked would be at the expense of and greatly detrimental 
to Radio Station KJR, I so advised a friend who was in 
attendance with me. In reply, she stated that I must be 
mistaken, as Rev. Fifield had said that no other kadio sta¬ 
tion would be affected. She then signed the affidavit.” 

That is signed bv Helen G. Kuebler. 

Here we want to introduce in evidence as a pajrt of our 
exhibit an announcement put forth—set up here in church 
on that dav in one of the regular bulletins. And here is 
an affidavit in connection with it: 
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44 George E. Maddox being first duly sworn, deposes and 
says: 

4 4 That I have been a regular attendant of services at the 
Plymouth Congregational Church, Seattle, and was present 
at the morning service of said Church on June 8, 1930; that 
it is customary at all regular services of said Church to 
distribute to the congregation the printed programs of 
the religious services, and that attached hereto is the 
printed program of the religious service held in said Church 
on the morning of June 8, 1930, and the program hereto 
attached was handed to me at the time of my attendance at 
such time.” 

Now you will find here nearly one-fifth of this page 
1227 of this bulletin devoted to him telling his audience 
why they should sign these affidavit forms that were 
distributed throughout that church in favor of KOMO. 

Now here is another affidavit, may it please the Commis¬ 
sion, from Philadelphia, June 19, 1930: 

4 4 The Federal Radio Commission, 

Washington, D. C. 

4 4 Gentlemen : 

4 4 Of the many radio stations located in Seattle, Washing¬ 
ton, station KJR has been the only one we have been able 

to listen to clearlv. 

* 

In listening to KJR we not only experience the thrill of 
real long distance reception, but in addition get the added 
thrill of a real western touch, as thev are indeed boosters 
of their community.” 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: We get the same records in the 
east. 

Mr. Funkhouser: What is that? 

Mr. Thomas M. Littlepage: We get the same Victrola 
Records in Washington that you get out here. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Well, vou get more, because vou have

more money to pay for them. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Well, than- goodness for some¬ 
thing. 

Mr. Funkhouser (continuing reading): 
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4 ‘We at this address consider KJR as one of our reliable 
Western friends on the air who can be depended on to 
come through with a good entertainment in almcfst clock-like 
regularity at this point. 

1228 “It would be a distinct advantage to us indeed 
for Station KJR to remain in the present allocation 
and upon a cleared channel, and if possible with increased 
power. ’ ’ 


Xo t then, your Honor, we have an affidavit here from 
the Commander and the Adjutant of the Theodore Roose¬ 
velt Post of the Veterans of Foreign Wars for die State of 
Washington. This is in the form of a resolution, but an 
affidavit testifying to that: 


“Whereas, the Federal Radio Commission isl meeting in 
the City of Seattle during the month of July flor the pur¬ 
pose of determining and allocating wave lengths, and 

“Whereas, Station KJR located at Seattle, Washington 
desires and is applicant for its present wave length, 970 
K. C., and 

“Whereas, said Station KJR has in times past turned 
over to the Veterans the use of the Station for considerable 
periods of time to be used for the presentation of Veterans’ 
affairs, and 

“Whereas, the said Station KJR lias rendered this serv¬ 
ice without charge and compensation and has always made 
itself available for the propagation of Veteran principles 
and ideals, and 

“Whereas, said station KJR is desirous of bringing to 


tlie attention of the Federal Radio Commission, by reso¬ 
lution and affidavit the fact that it is filling a need to this 
and other communities and is rendering service and is for 
the convenience and necessity of this and adjacent com¬ 


munities, and 

“Whereas, it is our opinion that KJR is the most 
1229 popular Station in this vicinity, the receptions of 
programs always being first-class, and 
“Whereas, it is our opinion that this Statiofp has ren¬ 
dered conspicuous service to the northwest communities 
and organizations and any interference in its present wave 
length and power would be a serious detriment to this 
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community, organizations and individuals served through 
its medium; 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Theodore Roose¬ 
velt Post of the Veterans of Foreign Wars in regular ses¬ 
sion, assembled at Seattle, Washington, that we as an or¬ 
ganization, go i on record as expressing our appreciation 
for the service rendered to this organization and other 
bodies and communities in this neighborhood; 

“Be it further resolved, that we, the Theodore Roosevelt 
Port of the Veterans of Foreign Wars in regular session, 
here assembled, respectfully petition the Federal Radio 
Commission that KJR be permitted to retain its present 
wave length and its present power. That these herein 
Resolutions and affidavit setting forth that said Station 
KJR has rendered consistent service will fill the objects 
of convenience and necessity; that its programs and recep¬ 
tions have always been first-class, be, and the same are 
hereby adopted and for purposes and use herein are hereby 
subscribed before a Notary Public in the order that the 
same may be presented as evidence before said Commis¬ 
sion.’ ’ 


This is signed and sworn to by the Commander of 
1230 the Theodore Roosevelt Post of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. 

We have other affidavits here from two other Posts of 
Veterans of Foreign Wars along similar lines. 

Here is one: 

“Before me personally appeared Mary P. Bullock who, 
being first duly sworn, on oath says: 

“That I am active in Democratic politics and general 
civic affairs;” 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: We will concede that. 

Mr. Funkhouser (continuing reading): 

“at the Democratic County Convention in Seattle I was 
requested to sign an affidavit by a representative of KOMO 
to support their petition for increased power; after signing 
I was informed that this project was an unfair one and 
intended to effect a usurpation of KJR’s wave channel; I 
again approached the representative of KOMO and asked 
him about the matter with a view to retracting mv signa-

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ture; lie assured me that this criticism was pure propa¬ 
ganda, that it affected no other radio station in any way, 
and that KOMO was merely trying to better t*er services; 
since this I have learned this to be untrue, anc^ I therefore 

wish to withdraw my signature.”

Then here is an affidavit, part of KJR Exhibit, contain¬ 
ing some 250 names, that I will not take the time of the 
Commission to read. And this is our exhibit tjiat we wish 
to offer, your Honor.

Mr. John M. Littlepage: We would like to inquire of Mr. 
Pierce before we make our objection to these affidavits. 

Commissioner Sykes: Do you want to state some objec¬ 
tion in the record? j 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Yes. And I want toj inquire of 
Mr. Pierce before I do it. i 

Commissioner Sykes: All right, take the stand, Mr. 
Pierce. 


Whereupon A. E. Pierce resumed the stand as a witness 
on behalf of Station KJR and further testified ijis follows: 

Further cross-examination. 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

Q. Mr. Pierce, it has been stated here that you have 
some 12,000 affidavits? A. That is correct. 

Q. You sent out an appeal over the air for these affi¬ 
davits? A. We did not. 

Q. You sent out letters, did you? A. We did. 

Q. How many? A. I could not tell you, because I did 
not send them out myself. 

1232 Q. Was it not about 20,000 letters that you sent 

out soliciting affidavits? A. I haven’t any idea. 

Q. Does any one connected with your station know how 

many letters you did send out? A. It is possible that Mr. 

Smart does, but I don’t know for sure whether Jie knows 

how manv went out or not.

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Q. Have you a sample of those letters that you sent out? 
A. Yes, we have. 

Q. May I see it ? 

Mr. Funkhouser: Yes, we have a sample of those letters, 
and I want it read at this time into the record. 

Mr. John Mi Littlepage: May I see that letter? 

Commissioner Sykes: Let counsel see it before it is read. 

Mr. Funkhouser: And this one also. Here are two let¬ 
ters that were sent out. 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

Q. Mr. Pierce, as the result of these letters how many 
affidavits did you get back? 

Mr. Funkhouser: Just a minute now. Mr. Smart had 
charge of all of this, and some of these things are not clear 
to Mr. Pierce, and Mr. Smart can- 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: If they are not clear to him let 
him say so. 

Mr. Funkhouser: What is that? 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: I say, if they are not 
1233 clear to him, let him say so. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Well, he has told you that he 
did not have charge of it, Mr. Littlepage. 

Commissioner Sykes: Well, let him answer the questions 
he can. Proceed with the examination. 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

Q. How many affidavits did you get back as the result 
of these letters, Mr. Pierce?

Q. Have you a notary in your studio? A. Yes. 

Q. Who is it? A. Ted Bidner. 

Q. Is he here now? A. He was here a few minutes ago. 

Q. Who is Mr. Rudolph P>. Scott? A. I don’t know. I 
never heard of him. 

Q. Well now, who was in charge of these affidavits when 

thev were mailed back?

Q. Were all of those affidavits sworn to when tjiey came 
back to you? A. Yes. 

Q. Were any of them sworn to after they were received 
by you through the mail? A. Not to my knowledge no, sir. 

Q. Did you have any of them sworn to in your studios? 
A. People coming in there, yes. 

^ Q. Do you know Mr. Scott? A. No, I don’t. Hje is pos¬ 
sibly one of our enthusiastic supporters that were asking 
for more affidavits all the time. 

Q. Do you know whether or not Mr. Sco^t works 

1235 for KGA in Spokane? A. What are the initials 
again ? 

Q. Rudolph V. Scott. A. I couldn’t say whether he does 
or not. 

Q. Where is Moscow, Idaho, do you know? A. Moscow, 
Idaho, is east of Spokane, I believe. 

Q. How far east? A. I couldn’t say. 
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Mr. Funkhouser: About 250 miles, I think. That is not 
testimony, but a fact. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: How far is it from Spokane? 

Mr. Funkhouser: It is 340 miles by auto drive. From 
here to Spokane, do you mean? 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: No, from Spokane to Moscow. 

Mr. Funkhouser: Oh, Moscow. Moscow is only 110 miles 
from Spokane. I thought you said Boise. About 340 miles 
by auto from here to Spokane. 

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

Q. Where was this letter presented to the public (hand¬ 
ing same to the witness)? A. Well, that was one of the 
letters that was sent out, as was the large letter. They were 
both sent out. 

Q. Where was that one sent? A. Well, all over the 
country. A copy of this was sent all over the country. 
Those two are the letters—the ones that were sent out and 
used in our appeal to our friends. 

Q. I call your attention to this paragraph:

Station KJR is eiule avoring to retain 
this desirable channel now in use bv it in order to continue 
to adequately serve the Northwest. KJR spends in Seattle 
and the Northwest for programs more than any other Seat¬ 
tle radio station, and is purely a Northwest station and 
for the Northwest. 

“In order that we may make a proper showing to the 

Federal Radio Commission it becomes necessarv for us to

present in affidavit form the fact that our reception has 
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been good and that our programs have been comparable to 
those of other stations. 

4 ‘If you are sufficiently interested in our welfare to 
assist us in this way please sign the attached affidavit 
form, handing it as you go out to a Notary \yho will be 
stationed at the door. We realize that this is Asking con¬ 
siderable, but a great deal depends upon the putcome of 
the hearing to be held shortly before the Federal Radio 
Commission. We believe that KJR is fully demonstrating 
Mid justifying its place in the community, and jt our assist¬ 
ance is sincerely asked.

Q. Where did this form letter go to? A. Tfiis special 
form was handed out at the wrestling match to jthe people 
who wanted to sign the affidavit. 

Q. That was the wrestling match that was held out here 
the other night? A. No, that was some time ago. 

Q. How many of those affidavits did you getlback? A. 
Oh, right offhand I couldn’t say. 

Q. How many notaries did you have out ther^? A. We 
had-a notary at each door. 

Q. You had a notary at each door? A. Yes. 

Q. Now can you give me the approximate number of the 
affidavits that you got from the wrestling matches? A. Oh, 
we got possibly 500 or 600, I should say. 

Q. Who were those notaries that you sent out there? 
A. Different friends of ours. Various notaries tjiat volun¬ 
teered their services to assist us. We found oi| all occa¬ 
sions notaries all over the state offering to assisf us. 

Q. And then what was their procedure in collecting the 
affidavits after they were signed? A. Asking for the man’s 
true signature.

Q. And you had three notaries out there? A. Oh, we had 
more than that.

Q. Where did this letter go to (handing letter to the wit¬ 
ness) ? A. Well, the copy of both of those letters—that 
last paragraph was put in there at that one occasion, but 
the two forms of letters were sent out to all of our friends 
all over the country, and in response we received letters 
back asking for more affidavits. That they wanted to get 
their friends to sign.

Q. Did every affidavit which you received back by mail 
have the notary’s acknowledgment on it when it got back? 

Mr. Funkhouser: That is repetition. He has answered 
twice.

By Mr. John M. Littlepage: 

Q. You did not use them? A. Xo, wo did not. There 
was one instance where a man was clear up in the moun¬ 
tains, and he sent the affidavit out by—he sent it out on a 
pack train. He had no way of getting to a notary, and he 
sent it out on a pack train. And that, of course, we could 
not use, because it was not notarized. 

Q. Now have you made an estimate of what it cost 
1239 you to get these affidavits? A. Yes, I have. 

Q. What is it? A. It cost us $1,252.55, to be exact. 

Q. And where did that monev go to? A. Largelv travel- 
ing expenses aiid stamps, and that sort of thing. We had 
one man on salary to deliver these affidavits around to the 
different places where we had calls for them. 

Q. Is there a fee to the notaries here in your State? A. 

I could not sav as to that.

Mr. Funkhouser: Xo, there is not. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: Xo fee? 

Mr. Funkhouser: Xo fee. They can if they want to. I 
happen to be one, and I never have gotten any fees. 
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The Witness: I know a great many notaries do not 
charge us any. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: If we have anything to be sworn 
to we had better get it done out here where we can get it 
free. That is all. 

Redirect examination. 

By Mr. Funkhouser: 

Q. Now just a question. You spoke about t|iis money 
that you expended, $1,252.55, mainly traveling expense. 
And then you spoke on direct examination about enthusi¬ 
astic supporters. Wherever you went you found those peo¬ 
ple willing to devote their time to it? A. Every place I 
went 1 found more friends for Station KJE than anv other 
station I know. The type of supporters really as- 
1240 founds a person. The large part of tha|t expense 
was my own expense, where I went aroijnd to see 
these people that rallied around our flag, so-to-speak, to 
carrv us through. 

Q. That is, when you would get a large number of affi¬ 
davits from volunteer workers in a certain locality you just 
simple went out there to thank them for their lniird work? 
A. Yes, indeed. 

Q. And earnest endeavors for KJR? A. Yes, Indeed. 

Q. And then in taking those trips naturally you added 
your expenses to this? A. Yes. 

Q. You never at any time paid so much for ad affidavit, 
or so much for- A. No, sir, we would not. 

Mr. John M. Littlepage: That is all. | 

(Witness excused.) 

Commissioner Sykes: Any further testimony? 

Mr. Drain: Yes, I have another witness, your Honor. Do 
you want him to go on now?

Commissioner Sykes: The only question is: C4n we get 
through with this case by 12:30?

1241 Mr. Drain: Yes. T want to explain to your Honor 
my dilemma about this important witness. He is a 
very important business man here who said he could come 
at 2:30. But if we could come in at 2 o’clock I have some 
other witnesses that I could put on, which I do not believe 
would take over ten minutes on the stand, and that would be 
the end of our witnesses. 

Commissioner Sykes: Well, see if you can not get him 
here at 1:30. Use your persuasive powers on him to bring 
him in court at 1:30. 

Mr. Drain: T am afraid not. If we could recess until 2 
I believe we could finish in 45 minutes. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let us see. Are you through with 
everything else but just this one witness? 

Mr. Drain: I have a witness in between.

Whereupon Ken Stuart was called as a witness on behalf 
of Station KJR and, having been first dulv sworn bv Com- 
missioner Sykes, testified as follows:

Q. Your name is Ken Stuart? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is your business or profession, Mr. Stuart? A. 
Radio announcer. 

Q. Are you connected with KJR as an announcer? 
1242 A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How long have you been with KJR? A. Since 
January the 27th, this year. 

Q. Of this year? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Had you done any announcing before this? A. Yes, 
sir. 


Q. Where? A. Just previous to that with KOL, Seattle. 

Q. Well, any other time? What experience have you had 
as a radio announcer? Tell us how long at each station. A. 
Well, previous to KJR I was with KOL for fourteen 
months. As a matter of fact, since its very inception as a 
corporation in Seattle. Previous to that time I was with 
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KFRC in San Francisco for a period of about six months. 
Before that time with K PC, San Francisco for a period of 
about four months. And intermittently throughout the 
time in San Francisco did some free-lance worty for other 
stations, which included KTAB, Oakland, KYA, |vJBS, and 
KGW, Portland. I 

Q. Do you have any particular specialty in your an¬ 
nouncing field for KJR? A. Yes, 1 would sav it was a 
specialty. I cover exclusively all the sport broadcasts that 
KJR contracts for. And I also am sometimes termed a 
special event announcer, covering such activities as parades, 
big civic affairs, banquets, International Naval Ball, any 
convention that might be held that KJR deems advisable to 
cover, both in town and out of town. 

Q. Is it of any importance to a radio announce:: to try to 
keep his finger on the pulse of the public fis to how 
1243 his station is going over? A. I think it is absolutely 
essential. T think that a radio announcer should con¬ 
sider it one of the biggest parts of his job to determine as 
best he can not only what the public thinks of the york he is 
doing, but also what the public thinks of the station that he 
represents. And T think that a radio announcer is probably 
in a better position to feel that pulse than any other person 
on the station. I 

Q. Well, what do you do to learn how your Announce¬ 
ments are getting over from I\JR? A. Well, tjhe funny 
part of it is that it is not usually necessary for an announcer 
to find out. It is usually brought to him. And of course 
that makes it just that much more interesting. 

Q. Do the announcers get fan mail? A. A great deal 
of it. 

Q. Po you get fan mail? A. Quite a lot. 

Q. Since you have been with KJR approximately how 
much does vour fan mail run dailv? A. Well, it varies ac- 
cording to the occasion. Sometimes something will come 
up in the way of a feature or an activity to broadcast that 
just seems to call for a greater response than normally. 
But by and large, with no particular reason for radio fans 
to send in letters, I would say that in my own particular 
case that the daily average mail would be 25 to 50 letters a 

dav. 

* 

Q. And on some of these peak days how big doe? it run? 
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A. Verv difficult to determine exactly. I have re- 

1244 ceived as hi«li as 500 letters in one day. 

o * 

Q. That is since you have been with KJR? A. 

Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you get any telephone calls? A. A great many. 

Q. How do they run in number? A. Well, the average 
day is—there! again you are up against the proposition of 
trying to determine just why they should phone. Some 
particular activity being broadcast that seems to call for a 
response on the part of the fan that is listening-in, it will 
get to the point where it' is just absolutely impossible to 
check the number of phone calls. I have seen the time 
when the switchboard, where I understand it has five lights, 
why the lights will be popping up continuously that way 
for a period of an hour and a half, and how many phone 
calls can come into a switchboard in an hour and a half I 
don't know. It has been just one continual call after the 
other. On the other hand, it may get down as low as five 
phone calls a day, or if might get up as high as five hundred. 

Q. Now as I understand it, you announce some sport 
events where there are large numbers of people assembled, 
and so on? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you try to find out what the attitude of those peo¬ 
ple is towards you and your station? A. I always do. I 
am very, very much interested in trying to get personal 
contact with the radio audience, and it just happens to be 
my happy privilege of broadcasting surrounded by 

1245 a great many people, and not only sometimes over¬ 
hearing their comments, but quite frequently, as a 

matter of fact almost daily, have them come up to me and 
give their expressions of the broadcast itself and of the 
station in general. 

Q. When you changed from KOL—that is where you 
were before you went with KJR? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. When you changed over to KJR, as a matter of fact 
you were a little apprehensive that you might los/ some of 
your following, were you not? A. Well, I was. When 
vou are with a station for fourteen months and vou sud- 
denly make a change you do it with a little apprehension. 
You wonder whether the folks that you have been talking 
to on one radio station are going to be so kind as to tune 
in to another and follow vou along. And I was very much 
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amazed and extremely gratified to find that on my move 
from KOL to KJR, that it was not only a question of them 
following whatever 1 happened to be doing, but of actually 
receiving a tremendous amount of personal contacts, tele¬ 
phone calls, and fan mail to the extent that they were con¬ 
gratulating me on my change, and that the reason for their 
congratulations was due to the fact that they considered 
that I was now associated with their favorite station. 

Q. What can you say about the sort of organization, em¬ 
ployees and helpers, of KJR? A. Well, having just said 
a little while ago—or enumerated the number bf stations 
that l have been associated with, I can sincerely say that 
J have never seen a finer spirit of co-operation and 
1246 willingness to get the shoulder behind the wheel and 
push an organization along. I was rather appre¬ 
hensive of how 1 would be received when I weijt to KJR, 
because it is quite natural that while with the otjier station 
I was a competitor, and 1 thought that everybody being a 
human being, that possibly they might resent a little bit- 
coming over there and taking over certain activities that 
were formerly done by other people. But I found that that 
was verv far from the case. I was verv w; rmlt received. 
Evervthing within reason that T have asked for in the wav 


of co-operation and assistance has been grantejcL And I 
find that it is not a question among those whoj work for 
KJR of how many hours they must put in, but i|t seems to 
be more a question of how many hours can we put in, and 
I feel that the entire personnel has been eager to do any¬ 


thing within their own powers to help put this station over. 

Q. Do you feel that you are qualified to express an opin¬ 
ion as to the popularity of KJR in this community? A. 
Yes, T do. 

Q. What would you say it is? A. From the amount of 
fan mail that I have personally received, and from the 
amount of telephone calls that I have had, and from the 
people that 1 have talked to, which has been, it so hap¬ 
pened, in various cities and towns in the Northwest, in the 
hundreds, if not in the thousands, it seems as though they 
are very anxious that KJR maintain its present wave 
length, and upon inquiry as to why they are anxious I find 
that they as a whole have accepted KJR into their homes 
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as a favorite station and as a real friend, and that 

1247 their attitude seems to be that if something hap¬ 
pened to take away their facilities to entertain and 

instruct them,! that they would feel very much displeased 
over it, and would, I think, in a great many instances re¬ 
sent it. 

Q. Mr. Stuart, did you get any of these affidavits on be¬ 
half of KJR that have been introduced in evidence? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. Were you ordered to do it? A. I was not. 

Q. Were you paid anything extra for doing it? A. No, 
sir. 

Q. What reception did you receive in approaching peo¬ 
ple to give an affidavit? A. I never had a turn-down at 
anv time 1 asked anybody anvwhere. 

Q. Did you pay for any of them at any time? A. No, sir. 

Q. Have you ever been approached by KOMO to broad¬ 
cast anv event? A. Not directlv by KOMO. 

Q. Any one on its behalf? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Just tell us about it. A. I was approached by a gen¬ 
tleman just recently to act as Master of Ceremonies or an¬ 
nouncer, or whatever you want to call it, over the air over 
KOMO station on a program which I understand they arc 
going to handle in the near future, with the idea in mind 
that 1 give to the radio audience of the Northwest a descrip¬ 
tion and an account of what is taking place at this par¬ 
ticular occasion. 

1248 Q. What occasion is it? Just tell us what it is. 
A. I understand that thev are going to have a. 

premiere of a motion picture in this city on Friday, July 
18th. I understand furthermore that it is under the direc¬ 
tion of Sid Grauman of Los Angeles; that they are going 
to bring up several motion picture stars. That the name of 
the picture is “Hell's Angels”, and the gentleman whom I 
presume has the authority to ask for a certain announcer 
wants me to handle that particular occasion. 1 asked him 
if it was going to be broadcast over KJR. He said, “No, 
it is going to be broadcast over KOMO”. I thanked him 
for the compliment, but said that I didn’t know whether 
that could be arranged or not. 

Mr. Drain: You may inquire. 
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Cross-examination. 

By Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: 

Q. Who was that gentleman, Mr. Stuart? A. Mr. Lou 
Golden. 

Q. Who is Lou Golden? A. I don't know his official posi¬ 
tion, but I understand he is either General Manager or 
Manager of the Fox Theatres in Seattle, or some such title 
as that. 

Q. He is a theatre manager, is he not? A. 1 Understand 
so, yes, sir. 

Q. He has not any connection with KOMO, has he? A. I 
do not know that. 

Q. Well, you don’t know that he has? He didn’t 

1249 say he did, did he? A. No, sir. 

Q. What is the population of Seattle, Mr. Stuart? 
A. 362 thousand some odd people, I understand, in the city 
limits. 

Q. You don’t know how much fan mail KOMO gets each 
day or each week, do you? A. No, I do not. 

Q. Or how many people call them up and compliment the 
programs? A. No. 

Q. You do not know anything about that, do yoiji? A. No. 
Q. You are an announcer over KJR? A. Ycs.| 

V ▼ • • I 

Q. You are one of their paid employees, arei you not? 
A. Yes. 

Q. You regard yourself a very successful announcer, do 
you not? A. I wouldn’t go so far as to say that, no, sir. 
I think I have just started. 

Q. So far as the comparison between the fan mail and 
what the people call up on the telephones of tljese other 
radio stations, you do not know anything about that, do 
you? A. I have an idea that they might get something. 

Q. Sure; they might get: ten times as much as you and 
you would not know anything about it, would you? A. 
Well, I wouldn’t say that. 

Q. Well, how would you know if you do not know? You 
don’t know how many letters KOMO gets per week? 

1250 A. I don’t know except that I-

Q. The fan mail and the telephone calls that you referred 
to were your personal fan mail and calls and not the 
station’s?

Mr. Drain: No, excuse me, it does not purport to be that 
at all. It purports to be the statement of the Northwest 
Broadcasting System, the corporation. It doe^ have on it 
at the bottom also the Western Broadcasting Company, 
which is the company that operates KEX at Portland. We 
do not keep the books here, and do not have thb corporate 
records and accounts of the corporation—the Pacific Broad¬ 
casting Company—which operates KYA in San[ Francisco. 
All we have here in the city and can produce, as far as the 
matter covered by this statement is concerned, is set forth 
trulv and accuratelv here. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, this only mentions two 
stations, I notice, but it does at the bottom mention West¬ 
ern Broadcasting Company, but it does not indicate what 
station Western Broadcasting Company operates.

I imagine that shows on that statement what 
you paid musicians, though I have not seen the statement.

Air. Drain: Well, that was the complete talent cost that 
we read this morning. He is inquiring now about the 
musicians’ expense. 

Commissioner Sykes: Yes.

Q. That is separate—that is not a part of thisi $1,300? 
A. No, sir. 

Q. Not a part of this $900? A. No. 

Q. And that is $450 additional. Is that your entire pay¬ 
roll? A. Those three items constitute the entire pay¬ 
roll. 

1256 Q. Yes. Now would you testify that that \|ould be 
the average since January the first, 1930, to June 
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the 30th, 1930!; A. Well, I am merely approximating these 
averages. I am not dividing the actual figures. The actual 
figures appear on the exhibit. 

Q. All right. A. The question of dividing them- 

Q. Now the total then is the total payroll of KJR in 
Seattle! A. Yes. 

Q. That is correct! A. Yes.

Commissioner Sykes: I think he means, is that a correct 
copy of the letter that you received?

1260 Q. This letter is dated, Mr. Pierce, April 19, 1930.

Now then, this letter 
being on apparently a correct letterhead of this League, and

“By accepting this class of advertising Station KJR is 
inviting its listeners to go to these quacks and be robbed. 
They are lending themselves to fraudulency. I believe you 
will freely agree with me whether one is a banker, a physi¬ 
cian, a merchant or a radio operator, the welfare and pro¬ 
tection of the public is of paramount importance. 

“Before making formal complaint to the Radio Com¬ 
mission at Washington, D. C., we are writing you believing 
you have not fully understood the menace to th^ public of 
radio advertising of such a nature that it would pot be ac¬ 
cepted by any reputable newspaper or magazinle. There 
is a movement on foot to empower the Radio Commission 
to take drastic action in such cases as are necessarv

Q. Do you know the Fishers here, Mr. Maxwell ? A. Yes.

And this is headed: “Totem Broadcasters. ]Statement 
of Local Cost, January first to June 14th, inclusive, 1930”. 
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And is itemized under certain figures here. The evidence, 
of course, has shown here in this case that the Totem Broad¬ 
casters is a production agency of the Fisher’s Blend Sta¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Drain: I would like to ask counsel if all the figures 
on here purport to be costs of the Totem Broadcasters? 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, they are just what they 
say they are, Mr. Drain. 

Mr. Drain: Well, it is not clear to me. Perhaps it is 
because I am a little dumb on it. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: I will say that I am advised, 
Mr. Drain, that these are the figures of the whole cost— 
the payroll of the Fisher’s Blend Station and Totem Broad¬ 
casters, not duplicated, of course, are embraced in these 
figures. 

Mr. Drain: 1 object to it, if the Court please. It can only 
be confusing. Thev are so intermingled in the statement 
there. I thought perhaps it was my fault that I could not 
understand it, but it apparently is not even apparent to the 
people who made it up. You can not tell how much of that 
purports to have been expended by the Totem Broad- 
1269 casters, which is one corporation, or how much pur¬ 
ports to have been expended by the Fisher's Blend 
Station, which !is another corporation. And we are con¬ 
cerned here with the expense of this station, the corpora¬ 
tion that is running this station. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, we are concerned with 
the statement of the payroll, and of the payroll of the Totem 
Broadcasters, to put programs- 

Commissioner Sykes: This purports to show that it is 
a statement of the Totem Broadcasters, whoever they may 
be. 

Mr. Drain: But there are other items in it. 

Commissioner Sykes: I will overrule the objection and 
permit the introduction of the report.

Q. Take the last item, “Average Cost per Week Fisher’s 
Blend Station, $453.07,” is that an average cost per week of 
expenditures made by Fisher’s Blend Station, Inc., or by 
Totem Broadcasters, or both of them? A. Fisher’s Blend 
Station. 

Q. Totem Broadcasters has no part in that? A. Totem 
Broadcasters—that was drawn from the Fisher's Blend 
account. 

1275 Q. And where you have the “Average Total Cost 
per Week” of such a figure at the end, that repre¬ 
sents the total cost of both the Fisher’s Blend Station and 
the Totem Broadcasters? A. That represents the entire 
cost of talent, office employees and station employees. 

Q. Well, is that the total cost expended by both the Totem 
Broadcasters and the Fisher’s Blend Station, Inc. A. In 
the two accounts, as I have outlined them, they are in each 
individual group. 

Q. So then, Mr. Fisher, this tabulation that appears on 
KOMO Exhibit marked No. 52 for identification, does 
represent a combination of two accounts and not merely 
one? A. It is largely the one account. It is the one account 
of the advertiser, plus the station. 

Q. But it does represent the account both of Totem 
Broadcasters and Fisher’s Blend Station, Incorporated? 
A. What was the question? Read it. 

(Thereupon the last question was read by the Reporter 
as above recorded.) 

A. It represents the account of not only Totem Broad¬ 
casters and Fisher’s Blend Station, Inc., but as well other 
talent costs of other advertisers. 

Q. Expended by whom ? A. Expended by Totem Broad¬ 
casters and Fisher’s Blend Station. 

Mr. Drain: If your Honor please, it seems to me that the 
Exhibit, can only be confusing. It is marked as apparently

What 
was the longest time during that period that it was off the 
air on any particular day? A. Something like three hours. 
I will have to look at the figures to tell vou exactly. Three 
hours and four minutes. 

Mr. Graham: Let me have this paper marked as an ex¬ 
hibit for identification. 

(Paper headed “Time for which station KJB had previ¬ 
ously been scheduled to be on air that was lost during the 
period represented by its station log January 1, 1930 to 
June 30, 1930” marked KOMO Kxhibit 54 for identifica¬ 
tion.) 
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Bv Mr. Graham: 


Q. Handing you KOMO Exhibit for identification Xo. 
54, did you make this statement up as to the number of 
times and the amount of time that it was off the air during 
that period? A. Tf it is like this one I did. 

Q. Well, just examine that. That is a copy. (Handing 
paper to the witness.) A. It seems to be. 


Commissioner Sykes: Let us be 
You mean it is, or is not ?

Q. Well, is there anything new or different in this 
in regard to this matter, above what you have just testi¬ 
fied to? A. Before he had handed it to me, do you mean? 

Q. No. A. I testified before he handed it to me as to 
certain hours. 

Q. No, I mean just now, five minutes ago—thq total num¬ 
ber of hours—this is just a tabulation in accordance with 
what you just testified to? A. Yes. 

Mr. Drain: No objection. 

Commissioner Sykes: Let it be marked. 

(Statement headed 44 Time for which Station KJR had 
previously been scheduled to be on air that was lost dur¬ 
ing the period represented by its station log January 1, 
1930 to June 30, 1930” was marked KOMO Exhibit 54 and 
filed with the Commission.) 

Bv Mr. Graham:

Q. In comparison with the time that KOMO was off the 
air in the three and a half years’ period of operation, how 
does the amount of time for the six months’ period over 
KJR compare? A. Six months’ period loss of tim|e for KJR 
is practically double the time off of KOMO. 

Q. During what period? A. By KOMO for a three and 
a half year period starting January the first, 1927 to June 
the 30th, 1930. 

1283 Q. As I understand it, KJR’s time off the air dur¬

In other words, how much time do 
you want to prepare the first brief? 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage: Well, if your Honor please, 

without knowing when we will get this record- 

Commissioner Sykes: Let me suggest then that you go 
over there and talk about it and arrange as to the time. 

Mr. Thomas P. Littlepage (after consulting with counsel 
for KJR): If your Honor please, we have agreed with 
counsel, subject to your Honor's approval, that we will en¬ 
deavor to have our brief in by August the 20th, and if any 
of these unforeseen events come along that it will take a 
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day or two extra, Mr. Drain has promised to be liberal, and 
that he has agreed, under the same condition^, to have his 
reply brief in by September the 10th. We extend, of course, 
to him the same courtesies. And then if we 'make a sup¬ 
plemental brief we will put it in forthwith. 

Commissioner Sykes: All right, we will accept your 
agreement, gentlemen, with pleasure. I believe that con¬ 
cludes the hearing. 

(Thereupon, at 3 o’clock P. M., Monday, July 14, 1930, 
the Seattle Hearings on the Applications of KOMO and 
KJR, Dockets Nos. 624 and 860, were concluded.)
